Truth About Javelina 


I don’t know when I've enjoyed read- 
ing an article so much as Jack O’Con- 
nor’s story on javelina in your 
November issue. After the tripe that 
is almost invariably found in articles 
on this little desert dweller, it was 


refreshing to read one detailing some 
facts for a change. 

Having hunted them myself for 10 
years, in addition to spending several 
years doing field work in javelina 
range in southern Arizona, I agree with 
practically everything O’Connor said 
except his views on their edibility. 
There is an increasing number of jave- 
lina hunters who feel that barbecued 
javelina is hard to beat. Personally, I 
prefer it to a lot of venison I’ve 
sampled. 

One point O’Connor failed to mention 
is how easy it is to stalk javelina. 
Even a hunter with two left feet can 
approach a herd from downwind to a 
ridiculously close range. The big prob- 
lem, of course, is first locating a herd 
from a distance. Because they can be 
stalked with relative ease, hunting 
them is a particularly fine sport for 
bow hunters. Many javelina are shot 
by archers every year at ranges meas- 
ured in feet instead of yards. Hunted 
in this way, they provide superlative 
sport._Steve Gallizioli, Phoenix, Ariz.

| nation to the possibility that a surplus 
| game population may appear and that 
| something must be done to limit it to 
| the available range. 

| A better method of limiting the game 
| population is to trap and transplant 
| surplus animals to areas now low in 
| big-game population. There are mil- 


| |lions of acres of public domain that 


could suppoit g:cater populations of 
game animals, and if sportsmen were 
aware of these surplus animals, means 
could be provided to restock these 
areas. 

Our national parks should not be 
opened to sport hunting but used as 
nurseries for big-game animals until 
all available areas have been well 
stocked. Elk have been trapped in 
Yellowstone and transplanted in neigh- 
boring states, but the trapping pro- 
gram has not been used as extensively 
as it could be. 

As OUTDOOR LIFE is so widely read 
and influential, I’m sure you can help 
inform sportsmen that this surplus of 
wildlife exists. When it becomes 
known that big-game herds must be 
reduced for their own good, fish and 
game departments of other states and 
sportsmen in all parts of the country 
should provide the means to stock 
their depleted areas with these surplus 
animals.—D. Roscoe Nickerson, Butte, 
Mont.

Grandma Moses, I'll still remem- 

ber the expression on my hus- 
band’s face when he stood on the bank 
of California’s Klamath River for the 
first time. It was as rapturous as a 
country boy’s staring at a glamorous 
film star in the flesh. 

“These fishermen!” I said to myself, 
disgusted. “If they were only half as 
enchanted by their wives as they are 
by fishing waters, all the Don Juans 
and Romeos who ever lived couldn’t 
hold a candle to them.” 

Finally George came out of his 
trance long enough to notice me. 

“Laura,” he said in an awed voice, 
“isn’t she a beautiful river? Have you 
ever seen finer rapids or pools? No 
wonder the Klamath’s one of the best 
steelhead trout streams on the West 
Coast.” 

I doubt if any general ever planned 
a military campaign more carefully 
than George had planned this trip to 
the Kiamath. He’d read every bit of 
literature on steelheads he could lay 
his hands on. Dozens of letters were 
exchanged between him and leading 
steelhead anglers of California and Ore- 
gon. He’d pored over maps and printed 
matter from fish and game depart- 
ments. He tied all kinds of flies from 
specifications received from pen pals. 

Though he owned eight fly rods, he 
had to get a special one for steelheads 
that didn’t look any different to me 
than those he uses for striped bass 
and Atlantic salmon. “This one has 
exactly the right action for steelheads,”’ 
he explained when I asked about it. 
“You wouldn’t want me to use the 
wrong rod, would you?” 

While George was rigging up and 
slipping into his waders, I took a stroll 
upriver to a spot where I saw a man 
and woman fishing. The woman had

a fish on. She netted it soon after I 
got there. 

“Is that a steelhead trout?” I asked. 

“Yes, it is,’ she beamed. 

“Would you mind telling me what 
you caught it on?” I inquired. 

“Not at all,” she smiled. ‘Salmon 
eggs. That’s all they’re taking right 
now. Fishing with artificials is a waste 
of time.” 

Waders on and rod assembled, George 
was in the act of attaching to his 
leader a fly he called an Orphan when I 
returned. 

“T’ve just been talking with some 
native fishermen who are catching 
steelheads,” I told him. “They say 
artificials aren’t taking fish now but 
that salmon eggs are. Do you want 
me to get you some?” 

“I didn’t cross a continent to catch 
a steelhead on salmon eggs,” he in- 
formed me. “That’s as bad as dunk- 
ing worms in a pool stocked with 
hatchery trout. It’s flies—or nothing.” 

Then he waded into the Klamath. 
He cast flies downstream, upstream, 
and cross-stream for the next three 
hours without getting a strike. Finally 
I got bored watching him and, with 
my back propped against a log, fell 
asleep. 

Suddenly I was awakened by loud 
yells and whoops. It was George. He’d 
hooked a steelhead nearly as long as 
my arm, and it was leaping and cart- 
wheeling all over the water. It took 
George 20 minutes to beach him. 

“So a- steelhead couldn’t be caught 
on a fly today, huh?” he crowed. “One 
steelhead taken on a fly is worth 50 
caught on salmon eggs. Let’s go back 
to the cabin and cook him.” 

No matter how caught, steelhead 
trout are delicious fish. Here are some 
of the recipes I used when I cooked 
them on this West Coast trip. 


and Salmon 


Planked Steelhead 

@ Oil plank or ovenproof piatter and 
preheat in hot oven. Place cleaned fish 
in center of platter. If fish is large, 
split and remove backbone; if small, 
place whole on plank. Brush well with 
melted butter. Bake in hot oven 
(425° F.) for 10 to 15 minutes; then 
reduce temperature to 325° F. and bake 
until fish is tender, allowing about 8 
minutes to the lb. Just before serving, 
remove from oven and garnish with 
mashed potatoes and your favorite 
vegetable, and then return to oven to 
brown potatoes. 


Baked Steelhead 
for Campers’ Breakfast 

@ Use only large fish for this over- 
night cooking. In evening, clean fish, 
remove heads. Season inside and out 
with pepper and salt, roll in waxed

paper, folding ends m, and wrap in 
inch-thick wet newspaper. Dig a trench 
for each fish but only deep enough to 
allow 1 in. of earth on top. Bury bun- 
dles, build campfire over the trenches. 
Fish will be ready for breakfast. This 
recipe may be used for other trout. 


Fried Steelhead 

@ Clean fish, leaving heads and tails 
on smaller ones. Larger ones should 
be filleted into inch-thick slices. Cook 
same plain or after being dipped into 
milk or a beaten egg mixed with 2 tbsp. 
of water. Roll in salted flour, fine dry 
érumbs, or corn meal. Pan should be 
sizzling hot with \% in. of melted fat. 
Brown fish quickly on one side, turn, 
brown other. Total cooking time varies 
between 7% and 14 minutes, depending 
on thickness of fish or fillets. 


Steelhead a la Connecticut 
3 to 4-lb. dressed steelhead 
1 thinly sliced onion 
4 tbsp. butter or margarine 
8 slices bacon 
1 crumbled bay leaf 
2 tbsp. flour 
% cup fine cracker crumbs 


@ Heat oven to 375°F. Season fish 
with salt and pepper. Spread 4 bacon 
slices along center of shallow pan, 
cover with onion. Sprinkle with bay 
leaf, place steelhead on top. Blend 
butter with flour, spread it on fish, and 
sprinkle with crumbs. Place 4 more 
bacon slices on fish. Bake uncovered 
from 35 to 50 minutes. When done, 
meat should flake easily but still be 
moist. 
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Fried Steelhead Creole 

@ Cut larger fish into %-in. thick 
slices. Dip in milk or beaten egg mixed 
with 2 tbsp. water and roll in salted 
flour, fine dry crumbs, or corn meal. 
Drop into deep pan containing from 
4 to 5 in. of fat heated to 875°F. Fry 
5 to 8 minutes until brown and tender. 
Fried fish are tastiest when served 
with lemon butter, maitre Whotel but- 
ter, hollandaise sauce, tartare sauce, 
or creole sauce. 


Soon after I was able to drag my re- 
luctant husband away from the Klam- 
ath, we visited other coastal waters 
in California, Oregon, and Washington. 

Chinook salmon took George’s mind 
off steelheads and silver salmon off 
the chinooks. In between, he also had 
a few flings with another old love—- 
striped bass in Coos Bay, Oregon, and 
those in the surf off northern California. 

As for me, I was glad to meet the 
salmon of the Pacific. They are de- 
licious fish and they are adaptable to 
many ways of cooking and to a wide 
variety of recipes. Here are some of 
our favorites. 


Salmon Chowder 

1% lb. cooked salmon 

2 cups water 

1% tsp. salt 

1 finely sliced onion 

% cup flour 

3 cups milk 

Dash of pepper 

@ After flaking salmon, add onion 

and water. Simmer 20 minutes. Com- 
bine flour, milk, seasoning and cook 
until thickened, stirring steadily. Add 
salmon mixture. Serve immediately. 
Serves six. 


Old Reliable Salmon Loat 

% cup buttered bread crumbs 

2 eggs, slightly beaten 

1% cup milk 

1 lb. flaked salmon 

1 tsp. lemon juice 

Dash of pepper 

1% tsp. sage 

3 tsp. finely chopped onion 

1 tbsp. chopped parsley 

1 tbsp. melted butter 

@ Mix ingredients as listed. Pack 

firmly into buttered loaf pan and bake 
at 350°F. from 30 to 40 minutes. After 
turning out onto platter, garnish with 
sliced hard-boiled eggs and sliced pick- 
les. Serves siz. 


Salmon Soufflé 

3 tbsp. butter 

1 cup evaporated milk 

% tsp. salt 

3 tbsp. flour 

14 cup water 

3 eggs, separated 

1 lb. flaked salmon 

@ Before soufflé is finished cooking, 

have everyone seated. Soufflé waits for 
no one. Melt butter, blend in flour, add 
milk, water, and salt. Cook until mizx- 
ture thickens, stirring steadily. Pour 
slowly over stiffly beaten egg yolks. 
Add salmon. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Pour into buttered baking dish, 
place in pan of hot water, and bake in 
moderate oven (850°F.) 45 to 50 min- 
utes. Serves four. 


Salmon Rarebit 

1 cup tomato purée 

1% tsp. salt 

1 dash Tabasco sauce 

1 cup evaporated milk 

\% lb. sharp cheese 

1 tsp. prepared mustard 

2 slightly beaten eggs 

1 Ib. cooked salmon 

@ Melt cheese over boiling water, 

slowly blend in tomato purée and sea- 
sonings. Mix eggs with milk, stir 
slowly into cheese mixture. Break 
salmon meat into large pieces, heat 
5 minutes. Serve on hot toast. Makes 
six single servings, or a meal for two. 


In summer, remember your jellied 
salad loaf. In place of chicken, add 
salmon. Salmon also blends well as a 
stuffing for potatoes, with rice, and 
most vegetables. 

A few words of caution about han- 
dling steelhead trout and salmon. Both 
fish bruise easily and should be treated 
with special care. Both keep best if 
they are killed immediately and, when- 
ever possible, placed unwashed in an 
icebox. If ice isn’t handy, then clean 
the fish, sprinkle the flesh with salt and 
pepper, and wrap it in several thick- 
nesses of dampened woolen cioth or 
brown paper.. Place in cold, damp 
earth or grass, preferably in a breeze. 
Salmon and steelheads stored this way 


- will stay fresh 48 hours or more. Keep 


them covered, cool, and moist until 
you can store them properly.—Laura 
Roberts Heinold.

Report from the field: 





New Record Class 


IG-GAME HUNTERS will be vitally interested in 

three new record-book trophy requirements estab- 
lished by the Boone and Crockett Club. The biggest 
change comes with the creation of an entirely new 
record list called Alaskan Bears of the Genus Ursus. 

From now on, all brown and grizzly bears killed any- 
where in Alaska will be entered in this one class. The 
present grizzly list will be revised to include only those 
bears shot in Canada, the Western United States, and 
Mexico. No bear killed in Alaska will be eligible for 
record-book listing as a grizzly. He’ll go in the new 
Alaska class. 

The revisions first became apparent with the receipt 
here of the new Boone and Crockett Club card listing 
the minimum scores required for official record. The 
card shows a jump in two minimum scores (mule deer 
175 and polar bears 25) and shows a new class for 
Aiaska bears. 

OuTpooR LIFE called on Grancel Fitz, who helped de- 
vise the Boone and Crockett scoring system, to explain 
the changes, particularly the new bear division. Here 
is the summary of what we learned from Fitz. 


When the first edition of Records of North 
American Big Game was published in 1932, the top 
five specimens in the grizzly-bear class all came from 
Alaska. The trouble was that other specimens 
scientifically identified as Alaska brown bears were 
found in exactly the same areas where the record 
grizzlies were killed. Since no biologist could surely 
tell whether the first five bears in those records were 
grizzlies or brownies, the 1932 record list was criti- 
cized by many sportsmen. 


This problem was solved in a drastic way when the 
Boone and Crockett Club brought out the next edition 
of its record book in 1939. By that time scientists were 
ready to concede that when grizzlies and brownies are 
about equal in size, they are practically impossible to 
distinguish in the regions where their ranges overlap. 
So-for a while all the grizzlies and Alaska browns of 
the entire continent were listed in a single class called 
Bears of the Genus Ursus—with the biggest grizzly 
taken outside of Alaska in 89th place! 

This solution was scientifically sound, but it brought 
far more criticism from sportsmen than the question- 
able grizzly list in the first edition. Critics felt that 
the grizzlies in our mountain states and in Canada and 
Mexico were entitled to a separate listing of their own, 
in which they wouldn’t have to compete with the giant 
Alaska brown bears which admittedly outclassed them 
in size. 

The demand for a separate grizzly class was reason- 
able enough from one standpoint. After all, a grizzly 
from Montana or Canada, or even from parts of interior 
Alaska, couldn’t possibly be mistaken for a huge 
brownie from Kodiak Island or the Aleutian Peninsula, 
or from several other places along the Alaska coast. 
The difficulty was that most Alaska browns don’t get 
as big as the record-class giants. So the question really 
depended on finding a way to make a fair distinction 
between the brownies and grizzlies in Alaska, for there 
were none of the big browns anywhere else in North 
America. 
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When the 1952 edition of the Records came 
out, the Grizzly Bear class was restored under a plan 
that isolated them geographically. Since the big 
Alaska brownies are mainly found near the coast and 
on nearby islands, museum experts and field men in 
the Alaska game department had collaborated in 
trying to define their range. This was no easy task. 
Conditions varied a great deal along the enormous 
stretch of Alaska coastline. 


In some areas, the salmon-eating brownies that grew 
big enough to crowd interior grizzlies off the record list 
stayed very close to salt water. In other places, the big 
brownies wandered far inland into what was normally 
grizzly country. This was particularly true where they 
could follow the salmon runs up long rivers. So, a really 
accurate boundary of brownie range was impossible. 
But from the practical standpoint in dealing with the 
hunters, the boundary had to be a simple one. It also 
had to be flexible enough to let the Records Committee 
take appropriate action with trophies from areas that 
were questionable. So the Alaska brown-bear range 
was defined by the Records Committee as follows: ‘In 
general, the brown-bear range can be considered to 
extend approximately 75 miles from tidewater in the 
shaded areas on the map.” 

Those shaded areas took in the whole Alaska coast- 
line from Baranof Island to the end of the Peninsula, in- 
cluding all of the islands offshore. It was fully under- 
stood that bears of the various brown and grizzly races 
then recognized might interbreed and produce offspring 
bigger than the bears in the grizzly records. But the 
wording “In general’ and “approximately” in the 
boundary ruling gave the Records Committee the lati- 
tude needed to bar oversize hybrids. This plan has been 


* used to safeguard the validity of the grizzly class for 


the past nine years. 


Why has it been changed now? The principal 
reason is that the last few years have brought a 
new scientific viewpoint on the subject of bear classi- 
fication. The late Dr. C. Hart Merriam was regarded 
as the leading authority when the earlier editions of 
the Boone and Crockett records were compiled. He 
had described 21 different subspecies of grizzlies in 
Alaska and nine separate subspecies of the big 
browns, believing that none of these would interbreed 
with the others. That theory has been completely 
discredited. 


Today the most-quoted authority on Alaska bears 
is Dr. Robert Rausch of Anchorage, Alaska. Dr. Rausch 
believes that all grizzly and brown bears in North 
America belong to a single, highly variable species 
which includes the brown bears of Europe and Asia. 
He maintains that it’s impossible to separate the varied 
but intergrading Alaska browns and grizzlies. This 
means that if the Records Committee should have to 
decide whether a questionable entry belonged in the 
grizzly or the brownie class, a decision either way could 
be only an expression of arbitrary opinion, with no 
scientific backing. It’s hardly reasonable to assume that 
two specimens from the same area belong in different 
classes. 





for Alaska Bears 


Another headache is that the location where the bear 
was shot may not always be accurately reported. A 
sportsman just arrived in Alaska doesn’t always know 
where he is when a bush plane sets him down on a lake 
screened by clouds and peaks. Is he 50 or 500 miles 
from the coast? The bear he takes may be entered 
mistakenly as a grizzly, though it was, in fact, killed 
in brown-bear range. 

For all these reasons, the Records Committee has 
finally decided the only practical solution is to group 
all these Alaska specimens together and to restrict the 
grizzly class to specimens from the rest of the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico. 

This new rule is in a sense unfair to those Alaska 
bears that may well be regarded as true grizzlies. But 
the simple truth is that a great part of the Alaska 
grizzly range will occasionally produce a specimen big 
enough to make a mockery of a record list of grizzlies 
from other parts of the continent. What is such a 
bear? Is he one of the biggest true grizzlies ever 
known? Is he a hybrid descendent of some brownie 
that came inland with a salmon run, and then roamed 
farther into the interior? 


* If we can still think of grizzlies and brownies as 
separate kinds of animals—and Dr. Rausch believes 
we should not—how much brownie ancestry would a 
grizzly need to make him a comparative giant? And 
how far inland would he possibly travel? Nobody 
can be sure, and grizzly records that failed to bar 
the intergrades with the larger browns would be 
meaningless. 


If all grizzlies and Alaska browns are of the same 
basic species, though, why wouldn’t it be more con- 
sistent to put the trophy specimens from all of North 
America in a single class, as was done in 1939? There 
are several answers to this. First of all, those rare and 
questionable inland giants have come only from Alaska. 
The minimum score of 27 for the new class called 
Alaskan Bears of the Genus Ursus is too high to admit 
any grizzly killed outside of Alaska. Also, the popular 
demand for separate grizzly records is still justifiable 
from the hunter’s point of view. By the same reason- 
ing, the separate records of Canada moose keep them 
from being crowded out by the giant Alaska-Yukon 
moose. 

Ever since the days of Lewis and Clark, the grizzlies 
of our Western states and Canada have been rated 
among the top trophy animals of the world. Aside from 
purely scientific considerations, these glamorous beasts 
are certainly different from the big Alaska brownies. 
So the class which was designed as a showcase for 
their best specimens will continue. For those grizzlies 
taken outside of Alaska, the minimum score of 23 still 
applies. And from now on all trophy hunters looking 
for record-book grizzlies will go to British Columbia, 
Alberta, or the Yukon—which of course is a part of 
Canada. There is still a slim chance of taking a record 
grizzly in Montana or Wyoming, though grizzlies are 
scarce and hunting restricted in all the range south of 
Canada. 

OuTpooR LIFE also checked the record book to see 
how the revisions in the three categories—Alaska bears,

mule deer, and polar bears—will affect the current list- 
ings. 


Here are the changes that will show up in the 
next edition of Records of North American Big 
Game: In the grizzly records, about 40 trophies now 
listed will be dropped because they were taken in 
Alaska. Since all of them are under the minimum 
score of 27 needed for record-book entry in the new 
Alaska Bears of the Genus Ursus class, these Alaska- 
killed grizzlies will be dropped altogether. All the 
current Alaska brown bear listings will remain, be- 
cause they all meet the minimum score for the new 
Alaska category. 


The boost in-minimum score for polar bears will drop 
from the list 27 trophies that fall short of the 25 score 
needed for entry in the new book. 

On the mule deer list, where the minimum score has 
now been raised by the committee from 170 to 175, 
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How a balky motor 
foiled the ‘goings 
\ oF Cummings 


Cummings loved to fish from his 
outboard boat. But when he 
should have been going, he was 
usually rowing.

| be eliminated. As some 600,000 mule 
| deer are shot every year, there is little 
| doubt that the vacancies will soon be 
| filled. 

What caused the stiffer requirement 

for polar bears? Competition. Only 31 
skulls were available for scoring when 
the 1952 records were compiled. The 
| heads of polar bears are small in re- 
| lation to the great bulk of the animal, 
‘and the skulls of the females are 
| smaller than those of the males. In the 
hope of getting valuable scientific data 
|on the comparative size of the sexes, 
| the minimum skull score was set at 20 
—low enough that almost any adult 
polar bear would qualify as a record- 
|class specimen. Since then polar-bear 
|hunting has become so popular that 
well over 100 skulls have been entered 
for record-book consideration in the 
past 10 years. With the minimum score 
raised to 25, the next published record 
book will list only the significantly 
large trophies. 

With so many mule deer being shot 
every year in the United States, it was 
only natural that traffic in this record 
| division would jam eventually. No 
fewer than 230 mule deer heads meet- 
ing the previous minimum score of 170 
were entered in the 1958 record book. 
Hundreds of trophies scoring between 
170 and 175 have been entered since 
then. The new minimum of 175 is 
needed to keep official scorers from 
being swamped with entries that would 
merely lengthen a long list. 

Nontypical mule deer heads, the 
many-pointed antlers that are compar- 
atively rare, will be scored as in the 
past. The minimum score of 170:30=— 
200 still qualifies. A score of 180:20= 
200 will do as well. The 200 total is the 
magic number. THE END

The Helpful Pelicans 


FISHERMEN, both sport and commer- 
cial, long have looked at big fish-eating 
birds with the same feeling a man might 
have for another male in the eternal trian- 
gle. Anglers don’t particularly mind king 
fishers or yellowlegs occasionally gobbling 
carp, fingerlings, or bluegill fry, but that 
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tolerance ends when birds the size of 
great blue herons, cormorants, or—worse 
yet—pelicans with bills big enough to ac- 
commodate half a bale of hay start swal- 
lowing pound-size fish in good fishing 
waters. 

Tragically, thousands of pelicans have 
been killed in the mistaken belief that 
such slaughter would increase fish popu- 
lations. The birds are relatively easy prey 
because they nest in colonies. The young 
are helpless for a long time, and those 
that were not killed outright generally 
died from exposure to hot sun while the 
massacre kept the parents from shading 
them. 

It was undoubtedly Dr. Herbert R. 
Mills of Tampa, Florida, who first dem- 
onstrated that pelicans make for better 
fishing. In 1934, seeking to preserve peli- 
cans and other water birds for their 
glamour and scenic value, Dr. Mills suc- 
ceeded in having several islands in 
Tampa Bay set aside as refuges for these 
species. 

At that time there were merely remnant 
populations of pelicans left on the is- 
lands. Oddly, however, the more water 
birds were killed, the fewer the fish were 
caught in Tampa Bay. When the first 
island—-Whiskey Stump—was declared a 


sanctuary, fewer than 1,000 birds occu- 
pied its 100 acres. The commercial mullet 
catch in the bay had similarly dwindled 
—to the point where, in 1941, Florida 
Conservation Commissioner E. B. Rice 
stated that within two years the mullet 
would probably be gone. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Mills observed that the 
pelicans had increased tenfold under 
guardianship, and that the once snow- 
white sands around the island were be- 
ginning to be covered with underwater 
grass. At low tide he could also see that 
the flats were covered with algae and 
other marine growth. That was the way 
the waters had looked before the pelican 
colonies were destroyed, and the way 
they had looked when mullet were abun- 
dant. 

Two years later, commercial fishermen 
were catching mullet in quantities not 


matched in 50 years. Reports told of a 
record 500,000 pounds of mullet caught 
in one day in Tampa Bay. 

What was the relationship between 
more pelicans and more mullet? Guano 
dropped in the sea by the pelicans at the 
rate of many tons a day was a vital link 
in producing underwater pasturage. With- 
out this, mullet could not exist because 
there were no hiding places, no shade, 
and no food. 

To grow a flourishing stand of under- 
water vegetation which, in turn, supports 
a lot of big fish, you must have fertilizer. 
Pelicans and other water birds, it is logi- 
cal to believe, supply this fertilizer wher- 
ever they establish their colonies, hence 
their continued presence is important to 
anglers. I know from my own experience 
that I have had some of my best fresh- 
water fishing on waterways that claimed 
a rookery somewhere along their shores.

TURTLES ARE REPUTEDLY long 
lived, but their ages are hard to deter- 
mine. One Ohio box turtle, however, fur- 
nished its finders with something close to 
a birth certificate-——a date carved into its 
shell that proved the reptile’s advanced 
years. 

Bob Mills of Bucyrus, Ohio, and his 
son Tom were visiting the farm of his 
father-in-law, Thoburn Britton, late last 
summer when the three of them found 
the turtle in the woods. 

“As Tom examined the turtle,” Bob 
told me, “he noticed on its shell a date, 
1896, an X, and the initials U.G.B.W. (see 
photos). Dad immediately said the ini- 
tials were those of Brough Watson, a 
neighbor who lived on the adjoining farm 
from 1893 until his death in 1935. He'd

The spot was 
far from our home in Hartford and 
reached by a practically untraveled, one- 
way, dirt track. 

They parked the car and father walked 
out to check the ice and look for a good 
plaee to fish. He’d cautioned his friend 
to stay on shore until the ice’s thickness 
could be determined because he was 
afraid the heavier man might fall through. 
Each carried a spud about six feet long 
for chopping holes. 

When father was about 10 feet from 
shore, the ice broke and he plummeted 
through it. But, with great presence of 
mind, he turned his spud at right angles 
to his body. The ends caught on the un- 
broken ice at each side of him and kept 
him from plunging to the bottom in wa- 
ter well over his head.

Then, knowing the 
other man’s spud wouldn't reach him, 
father told him to get’ a rope from the 
car and tie it to the spud. By this time he 
was starting to get numb, and his attempts 
to crawl up on the ice were useless be- 
cause it kept crumbling under his weight. 

The friend eventually slid one end of 
the spud out to father while holding onto 
the rope tied to the other. Father grabbed 
the spud and, with much wriggling on 
his part and tugging by his friend, finally 
reached shore. 

By now, father was almost completely 
numb, and his clothes were stiffening. 
He knew that to drive the unheated car 
would be literally to freeze himself to 
death. They started walking, seeking a 
farmhouse they had noticed on the way 
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in. It was almost an hour before they 
found it, however—father grimly fighting 
an almost unbearable weariness and his 
friend almost collapsing because of his 
size and the pace they had to keep up. 

In spite of savagely barking dogs, fa- 
ther marched up to the door and pounded 
on it as hard as his failing strength would 
let him. When the farmer ap;,eared— 
shotgun in hand—he could hardly believe 
his eyes. Father was encased in ice! 

Hauling him into the house, the farmer 
and father’s friend stripped off his 
clothes, built up the fire in the fireplace 
to a roaring blaze, and loaded him with 
hot whiskey. Then the three of them sat 
up all night swapping stories. 

In the morning, believe it or not, after 
a huge breakfast served up by the farm- 
er’s wife, father and his companion went 
back to the lake to do what they’d gone 
there to do in the first place—fish. They 
had a good catch, and they gave the bulk 
of it to the farmer, who incidentally re- 
fused any other remuneration. —Mrs.

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Copter-Tagged Moose 


EXCEPT FOR THOSE that may have been 
shot this fall, there are about 50 moose 
running around the woods of western 
Ontario wearing metal eartags that were 
clipped on with the help of a helicopter. 

Tagging game animals is a necessary 
part of wildlife research, but in the case 
of moose—unless they’re live-trapped— 


Ontario Department of Lands and Forests 


the job is almost impossible. Ontario’s 
Department of Lands and Forests has 
found, however, that the use of a whirly- 
bird makes the job relatively simple. 
The two-man crew of the copter either 
spots a swimming moose or locates one 
on an island and hazes it into the water. 
The pilot then taxies up behind the swim- 
ming animal, and from a perch on one of 
the pontoons the second man leans down 
and clips the tag in place (see photo). 
It calls for flying skill and steady nerves, 
but it works because, game men say, a 
swimming moose is almost helpless. On 
many occasions the big animals have been 
ridden while paddling in the water. 


Tagging crews working in the Sioux 
Lookout country northeast of Lake of the 
Woods last spring were able to earmark 
50 moose out of 73 sighted in 11 hours of 
flying time. That’s considered a _ very 
satisfactory score. Those tagged included 
10 calves, 11 yearlings, 20 adult cows, and 
nine adult bulls. The bulls were minus 
antlers when the tagging was done, which 
may have made things a little easier. In 
any case, they gave no more trouble than 
the cows or younger animals. 

Of the 50 moose tagged, only one 
stirred up a rumpus. It tried to climb 
aboard the helicopter. “There was some 
confusion until we were able to back 
away,” the crew reported. 

The tagging—started in 1959—is part 
of a long-range study of Ontario’s thriv- 
ing moose herd and is expected to yield 
valuable information on the distance the 
animals travel, the size of their home 
range, how long they live, and other 
things game men need to know to man- 
age the moose population properly.— 
Jack Hambleton.

IT WAS DECEMBER, and I was tak- 
ing advantage of Uiah’s first winter fish- 
ing season by trying to catch whitefish in 
the icy Weber River. To many residents 
—myself included—fishing for this spe- 
cies was a new experience. I didn’t know 
a whitefish from a gambusia, and the 
opening was a disappointment. All I 
caught was a cold, and the other fisher- 
men near me were in about the same 
shape.

He was playing a 
whitefish when I stopped my car to watch, 
and his light rod was bent double as the 
fish fought for freedom. When the angler 
netted the 34-pounder, he tossed it on the 
bank and removed something from his 
mouth before speaking to me. 

“They're hitting pretty good today. 
That’s No. 13.” 

I picked up the fish and looked at it 
closely. It was silvery, with reddish-tan 
fins, gold-rimmed eyes, and had a tiny 
mouth. “What are you using for bait?” 
I asked anxiously. 

He extended his hand, palm up. In it 
were small white things about the shape 
of grains of rice and a little larger. 

“What are they?” 

“Maggots, boy,” he said as if I were an 
ignorant 10-year-old. “About the best 
whitefish bait there is. Use your smallest 
hook and fish the deep holes.” 

“Where'd you get ’em this time of 
year?” I asked. 

“Took a deer hide this season and left 
it in the barn where it'd stay warm. There 
was enough meat on it so the maggots 
took to it pretty good. Want to try a few?” 

My head was nodding assent before I 
even thought about it, and he dumped 
half a dozen into my hand. “Keep ’em in 
your mouth. That way they won’t freeze,” 
he said. 

I gagged. 

“Oh, don’t worry,” he added. “They 
been washed.”——John S. Flannery.

Happy mob averages 10 rainbows 
apiece in a parade of boats and 
anglers that’s become traditional 


By CHESTER CHATFIELD 


ALT ALLISON is a big, generous, good- 

W natured guy who always picks up the heavy 

end of the boat. He did it again at 2 o’clock 

that morning at my house in Seattle, Washington. We 

put the 12-foot aluminum craft on top of my car, lashed 
it down, and were on our way. 

It was April 24, opening day of lowland-lake trout 
fishing—an event that has become a public celebration, 
a parade of boats and fishermen of all ages, shapes, and 
sizes. It’s a time to shake off the gloom of winter and 
welcome spring. 

Walt and I knew that some 450,000 Washington 
anglers would be up with the dawn, hustling to reach 
the best fishing spots. Practically everyone, women 
and kids included, would catch trout—rainbows, cut- 
throats, and brookies—but only a relatively few would 
get limits of fish:averaging half a pound or larger. 
We intended to be among the lucky few, and thought 
we knew exactly how to do it. 

This matter of every fisherman trying to catch an 
overly generous limit of trout has caused some looking 
down of noses by old-timers—particularly fly fishermen 
—who also view with dismay the holiday crowds, their

competitive spirit, and their nearly universal use of bait. 

Walt and I would be the first to favor a 10-fish limit, 
but as long as the game department chooses to leave 
the limit at 15, we'll catch that many if we can. As for 
the whooping, laughing horde of men, women, and 
youngsters that makes opening day seem like a country 
fair, we like it. An angler who doesn’t have a good time 
with a happy crew like this is taking himself and his 
fishing too seriously. 

There are a lot of lakes in Washington that put out 
trout weighing half a pound and more. Some of these 
waters are remote enough to be relatively uncrowded, 
and we like to hit such backwoods spots later in the 
season. But on opening day, part of the fun is to join 
the crowd, like going to a ball game. Walt and I headed 
for Bay Lake, which lies on a good paved road within 
30 or 40 miles of more than 1,000,000 people. 

As we drove south from Seattle, through Tacoma and 
across the Narrows Bridge over Puget Sound, we found 
ourselves in an increasing line of cars that were carry- 
ing or pulling boats. A couple of miles before we 
reached the lake, the line slowed to a crawl. It took us 
another two hours to get to the narrow boat-launching 
area at the end of the game department’s access road. 

The launching area was a scene of tremendous activ- 
ity. Three or four cars would wheel into the small 
available space, and fishermen would pile out and hastily 
unload boats and gear. Walt got into our boat, and I 
shoved him offshore to make room for the next one. 
Then I took the car and drove nearly a mile before I 
could find a parking spot beside the highway. 

I came back at a fast walk and found Walt watching 
for me. I was able to get into my own craft by walking 
across two other boats that crowded the shore. In spite 
of all the crowding and confusion, everyone was good 
natured and willing to lend a hand. 

In the gray light of early morning, it seemed as if 
there were not 20 feet between boats anywhere on the 
117-acre lake. The game department later estimated 
that the lake had 4,000 anglers in approximately 1,500 
boats. 

Nearly all the boats were anchored. Somewhere we 
heard the squeal of a young woman playing a wild

trout. As we threaded our way between anchored craft, 
a foot-long rainbow nearly jumped into our boat. It 
was on the line of a grinning fisherman. 

At the first spot we found with enough room, we 
dropped bow and stern anchors and tightened the ropes 
so the boat couldn’t budge. About two minutes later we 
had our lines in the water. Although fish were being 
caught all around us, neither Walt nor I could get a 
nibble. We knew we were doing something wrong, but 
what was it? 

A great variety of tackle was on use on the lake that 
morning; I even saw a couple of salmon rods. Rod and

reel don’t make much difference in this kind of fishing, 
but light tackle is easier to handle and affords more 
sport. 
Walt and I used light, six-foot spinning rods, light 
spinning reels, four-pound-test monofilament line, and 
two-pound-test leaders. On the end of each leader was 
a No. 8 short-shanked hook baited with salmon eggs. 
Any fisherman who thinks there’s nothing to egg 
fishing except tossing a bait overboard and waiting for 
something to happen frequently finds that nothing 
happens. Egg fishing, in lake or stream, takes a good 
deal of know-how and a reasonable amount of skill. 
Opening-day trout may be unwary, but they know what 
they like. 
The water was just a little warmer than freshly 
melted ice. The whole lake was discolored from mud 
poured in by small streams, and so high that water 
was back in the trees along shore. A dry-fly fisherman 
could have cast for a week and caught nothing but 
pneumonia. 
Trout often are fussy about the color of an egg. 
Walt and I had several small jars between us, containing 
pink eggs, yellow eggs, nearly white eggs, flame-red 
eggs, and orange eggs. Walt started out with pink 
and I tried orange. Walt was using a single large egg, 
while I used two small ones—in each case enough to 
cover the short-shanked hook. 
In this kind of fishing we usually have our best luck 
using a small buckshot for a sinker. We cast out and 
let the egg go to the bottom, then drag it back an inch 
at a time. Obviously these lake fish know nothing 
about salmon eggs as a natural food, but the eggs smell 
good and can be made to look like something alive 
creeping or hopping along the bottom. Pw

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I'd already suffered one shattering experience 
in hunting the continent’s rarest large animal 


with rifle at hand, I watched as light faded from 

the tidal flat. Time was running out on the final 
day of my third and last trip to collect one elusive big- 
game animal. I had already put too much into these 
efforts, and could afford no more. 

My thoughts kept returning to the complete, shat- 
tering frustration I'd suffered here just one year before. 
On that earlier trip, only a few ounces of trigger pres- 
sure had separated me from the rarest large animal on 
this continent; at the last second, fate had rudely 
intervened to snatch it away. Now I sensed that this 
third trip was also doomed. The hope that mingled 
with my misery was ebbing with the fading light. 

The scene was Princess Royal Island, one of the 
myriad mountainous chunks off the coast of British 
Columbia that make up the inside passage to Alaska. 
Princess Royal is about 45 miles long and 25 wide. 
It’s covered with rain forest of giant spruce, cedar, 
and other evergreens soaring toward the cloud-shrouded 
tops of vertical gray cliffs. All the forest is carpeted 
with deep moss that’s overgrown with thick brush. 

Here in this rugged isolation—and here only, except 
for a neighboring island and possibly the adjacent 
coast——live a few strange, pure-white bears known as

euarctos americanus kermodei, or the Kermode sub- 
species of the American black bear. These bears are 
definitely not albinos, and naturalists have disagreed 
about whether they’re a distinct species, or are another 
color variation of the black bear. 

They first became known to natural scientists in 1900 
when Dr. William T. Hornaday, then New York Zoo- 
logical Park director, was shown an unusual, pure- 
white bear skin by a curious New York fur buyer. 
Excited by this strange find, Dr. Hornaday enlisted the 
aid of Francis Kermode, then curator of the British 
Columbia Provincial Museum at Victoria. Through the 
local fur trader who had first acquired the pelt, it was 
finally traced to the Indian who had brought it in from 
the locality of Princess Royal. 

Envisioning a scientific find, Mr. Kermode instituted 
search for other specimens from the remote, mountain- 
ous area, and finally from the Indians a group of white 
bears was collected for the Provincial Museum. After 
study of these specimens, Dr. Hornaday in the 1905 
annual report of the New York Zoological Society an- 
nounced discovery of the new, very rare bear, which 
was named for Kermode. 

My interest in these rare creatures started sev- 
eral years ago when, in the Denver Museum of Natural 
History, I saw a habitat group containing two Kermode 
bears, the only such habitat group in existence. The 
snowy bears intrigued me, and the thought hung in the 
back of my mind that some day I’d like to see one of 
those fabulous animals displayed in its weirdly beauti- 
ful, green habitat in our Kansas City, Missouri, Museum. 

As an avocation from my law practice, I’ve helped 
plan and set up the large-animal groups there, and 
have collected the specimens. Ever since seeing the 
Denver display, I’ve wanted to fill the final shell in 
Popham Hall with a Kermode bear in his rain forest. 
So the plot was laid for considerable frustration. 

We learned that skins for the Denver Kermode bears 
had been acquired around 1920 when a collector for 
the museum had found them among some Hudson’s 
Bay Company furs from an Indian trapper on Gribble 
Island. Our study of the area, and correspondence, 
indicated there was still a strain of white-furred bears 
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on adjacent Princess Royal Island, with one being seen 
at rare intervals by the salmon fishermen. Apparently 
there were only a few white bears among what blacks 
were on the large island, and finding one would be a 
needle-in-a-haystack proposition. 

A couple of years of correspondence with the British 
Columbia Fish and Game Branch, during which time a 
survey was made of the Princess Royal Island bears, 
led finally to the director’s kind permission to try for 
specimens of the carefully protected animals strictly 
for the municipal museum’s use in the habitat group. 

Next step was to find out where to go on the island. 
We learned it had only one settlement, Butedale, at 
which an icing plant was maintained for commercial 
fishing. Plant manager Ken Malcolm, an alert young 
man who had lived 14 years on the island, had seen only 
one white bear in all that time, and recent reports were 
scarce. No boats were available there, and prospects 
looked tough. 

Knowing the density of the bush in the rainy coastal 
belt, and the difficulty of seeing animals in it, we had 
determined that the salmon run was a vital factor in 
finding a bear; then the bears would be out of the forest 
catching salmon as they came upstream to spawn. 

So in 1959 we scheduled our first trip for the usual 
time of the salmon run—late August. This, of course, 
is when the fishing boats make their haul for the year, 
and owners can’t afford to take a charter trip at any- 
thing like a normal rate. 

Finally, after voluminous correspondence and con- 
siderable use of long-distance radiotelephone service, we 
completed arrangements to charter a halibut boat out 
of Prince Rupert, a 12-hour run from Princess Royal. 

The Oslo, a 42-foot diesel craft, had room enough 
for the skipper, Harry Olson; a couple of crewmen; 
Harold Yocum, Kansas City Museum’s curator of nat- 
ural history; and myself. I regard Harold as one of the 
country’s top museum preparators. The artistic skills 
of these experts generally begin where the good com- 
mercial taxidermists’ end. Harold had been gathering 
material on the Kermode bears even before I had, and 
was eager to help recreate the Princess Royal scene. 

When we finally reached the island on this first, care-

fully timed trip, we found that all nature was off sched- 
ule. Snow was on peaks where it had never lasted 
before, the berry crop was late, and the salmon were 
far behind schedule. This meant the bears were still 
feeding on berries in the bush, and remained invisible. 

But all was not lost. At least not yet. 

With the bears not on the streams, the only places 
we might see them were little gravel bars along the 
ocean shore during low tide. From low to high tide, 


the water in the island’s long channels rises a vertical 
distance of more than 18 feet. At high tide the water 
comes up to the overhanging, solid wall of evergreen 
growth. In fact, it’s the salt water coming up to the 
foliage that cuts it off horizontally like a knife at that 


level. Beyond that solid green screen, you can see 
nothing. At low tide, the exposed shore around the 
island is a vertical wall of solid, gray granite running 
up 18 feet like the walls of a fortress to the line of the 
overhanging foliage line. This rampart runs for miles 
at a stretch and is breached only where a streamlet 
tumbles down the mountain and forms a gravel bar a 
few feet wide. Such a bar is visible only at low tide. 

It was on one of these bars that we saw a white form 
at dusk one evening as we headed back for Butedale 
from Canoona River to the south. Harry Olson spotted 
it from the pilothouse; at first he thought it was a man 
prowling on the shore. When he realized it was one of 
the fabled bears, he called to us and slowed the boat. 

This last move, though a natural reaction, was dis- 
astrous. As I ran for my rifle, stowed handily inside 
the rear pilothouse, the wake started catching us. By 
the time I had the sling on and was seated in good 
position on a hatch cover, the boat was rolling. 

The crew, more accustomed to estimating distance 
over water than I was, judged our distance from shore 
at 600 yards. I’d have bet on not over 250. Anyway, 
trying to hold the crosshairs on the bear from that 
rolling platform was like shooting at one bouncing on 
a Trampoline. 

Although full darkness was very near, I could still 
make out the black crosshairs whenever they were on 


the white bear, but keeping them there long enough to- 


shoot effectively was too much. Actually, I couldn’t

feel too bad; any real chance from the boat had never 
been expected. 

After more days of watchful waiting and of pawing 
our way up the steep slopes on bear tracks so fresh that 
the torn earth still crumbled into them, the first trip 
ended with no score. Seeing anything in the lush over- 
growth was impossible except by pure luck. The chances 
of success were simply too slight when considered 
against the day-by-day cost of boat charter. At least 
we’d learned something. 

My second try for the strange white bear came in 
early October after I’d heard from Don Grant, an 
Indian friend who works for the Kitimat school system. 
Familiar with our project, Don had wired that he had 
a boat lined up and thought it would be a good time for 
another try. 

So Harold Yocum and I arranged to meet Walter 
Wilson and his 34-foot fish-packing boat, Trump, at 
Butedale. Walter is also a Kitimat Indian, as was his 
crewman Dave Duncan, and knew the coast well. We 
got off the steamer from Prince Rupert in the usual 
rain, and by the time supplies were laid in, the wind 
was rushing down the channels. (continued on page 139)

est fishing in America. Forty percent 
of all anglers who fish outside their 
own states are attracted by the 
countless miles of sparkling rivers 
and shimmering lakes of this region 

-Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Iilinois, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, and the 
two Dakotas. This is a massive area, 
and many are the monster prizes and 
bruising battlers that swim in it. Ac- 
cording to OvuTpooR LIFE readers 
that I queried, this great fish bowl 
contains the best fishing to be found 
anywhere in the United States for 
three varieties of fish—walleyes, 
muskies, and northern pike. 

Many of my informants told me 
that for walleyes they swear by the 
Rainy River region of Minnesota (in- 
cluding Rainy Lake and Lake of the 
Woods), and declared it the best 
walleye water on earth. Others voted 
for the world-famed Big Bay de Noc 
in the northern end of Green Bay, 
Michigan—actually a part of Lake 
Michigan. Some votes also went to 
several other spots of outstanding 
walleye rank in this general area. I 
wouldn’t dare say which of all these 
is the ,best walleye water in the 
country, but I will say I’ve never 
fished any better in the United States. 

As far as muskies are concerned, 
the well-known Chippewa Flowage theming) 
and surrounding lakes in Wisconsin 
get the nod as the country’s best. 
Mere mention of the Flowage is 
enough. to stir the hearts of muskie 
anglers everywhere. 

The finest northern-pike waters in 
America, according to readers asked, 
lie in Isle Royale National Park and 
its more than 30 wonderful lakes. 
The island, lying off the coast of

Best Fishing in the Midwest 
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fished and beautiful beyond words. 

As if having three best waters of 
their kind were not enough, the Mid- 
west has smallmouth bass lakes and 
rivers that many people claim are 
second only to those of Maine. These 
lie in the northern woods of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and upper Michigan, 
and are well worth any bass man’s 
time. 

Other fishing includes lake trout, 
rainbows, brook trout, browns, sau- 
ger, largemouth bass, white bass, 
sturgeon, channel cats, flathead cats, 
buliheads, crappies, perch, bluegills, 
the sunfishes, and occasionally a 
paddlefish. There are really wild 
and roadless areas for anglers who 
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like to rough it, including the fabu- 
lous wilderness canoe-trip region of 
northern Minnesota around Ely. 
There is the vast dairy land with its 
lush, green meadows and countless 
lakes and rivers full of fish. There 
are lakes that offer dandy fishing 
within sight of the big cities. And 
there are the Great Lakes them- 
selves, still offering good fishing in 
spite of the sea-lamprey invasion. 
It’s no wonder that so many people 
consider this region the best fishing 
hole in America. 

Wisconsin leads the U.S. in num- 
ber of nonresident fishing licenses 
sold annually, and muskies account 
for this leadership. At least that’s

what a publication issued by the 
state of Wisconsin says, and I believe 
it. Once while I was muskie fishing 
in the Hayward area, I noticed cars 
bearing license tags from California, 
Texas, Washington, Maine, New 
York, Florida, and New Jersey. I 
talked to some anglers who told me 
they make the long trek every year 
just to fish for muskies and talk with 
the world’s best muskie fishermen. 

Wisconsin has 9,000 miles of trout 
streams, 8,500 lakes, 31 state parks, 
seven state forests, and 1,464,940 
acres of national forests. Its fish, 
listed by the state in order of impor- 
tance, are muskies, northern pike, 
yellow walleyes, smallmouth bass, 
white bass, rock bass, rainbow trout, 
Eastern brook trout, brown trout, 
lake trout, yellow perch, crappies, 
bluegills, pumpkinseeds, and stur- 
geon. The last mentioned are found 
mainly in Lake Superior, Lake Pepin, 
Green Bay, and many tributaries of 
the Mississippi and Wisconsin rivers. 
Perhaps the best sturgeon water in 
the state is Lake Winnebago, utilized 
chiefly during a winter spearing 
season. 

My informants say top waters for 
the sensational muskie lie around the 
town of Hayward in the northwest, 
in the Green Bay area and Lake 
Winnebago to the east, and in certain 
tributaries of the Mississippi. I go 
along with this if you include a few 
waters east of Hayward, say around 
the Lac du Flambeau region and the 
rest of Vilas County’s muskie lakes.

Most famous spot for muskie fish- 
ing is Chippewa Flowage, 15 miles 
southeast of Hayward on County 
Trunk Highway B. Ten large lakes 
now make up the Flowage and spread 
over more than 17,000 acres. They 
were formed more than 30 years ago 
by the big dam across the Chippewa 
River near Winter, Wisconsin. Mus- 
kies in the Flowage come hard or 
easy, depending on such things as 
the season, the weather, the condi- 
tion of the lake, and the kind of 
rabbit’s foot you have. I’ve been 
there when no one, including the ex- 
perts, could connect with a muskie. 
And I’ve been there when everyone, 
including the novices, hauled them in 
with comparative ease. 

But there are many other excellent 
muskie waters in the Badger State. 
Among the most popular are Big 
Round, Spider, Lost Land and Teal 
lakes, the famous Eau Claire chain 
of lakes, Grindstone Lake and Lac 
Court Oreilles, Boos Lake, the Tiger 
Cat chain of lakes, and Callahan 
Lake, all in the Hayward area. They 
also contain walleyes, bass, and pan- 
fish, and many offer thrilling bouts 
with huge northern pike. Another 
hot muskie hole is Boulder Lake in 
Vilas County. They go 30 and even 
40 pounds there occasionally. 

Best spot in Wisconsin for walleyes 
lies in Green Bay west of the Door 
County peninsula and north from 
Sturgeon Bay. This same water is 
good for smallmouth bass too, and 
some of these fish come in heavy- 


weight sizes. Another terrific wall- 
eye region is the Mississippi back- 
water area, which also has good bass 
and panfish angling. Many cold lakes 
in Wisconsin have excellent walleye 
fishing, and some of the rivers, such 
as the Fox and Wolf—the Green Bay 
area—enjoy fantastic walleye runs 
each year, with the fishing usually 
at its peak during May. 

Due to the tragic inroads of the 
lamprey eel, the last of the lake-trout 
fishing worth mentioning in the 
Great Lakes is currently found in 
Lake Superior. However, certain in- 
land Wisconsin lakes are real hot- 
spots for good-size lakers. The finest 
of these, to my knowledge, are in 
Green Lake County. 

Though Wisconsin is not generally 
considered an outstanding trout 
state, it does hold some fine trout in 
its more than 1,000 streams which 
are stocked annually. Two of the 
more famous are the Brule and the 
Bad rivers. However, for big browns 
(mostly taken after dark) no waters 
in Wisconsin can top the streams in 
the south-central part of the state 
east to Oshkosh, especially in Co- 
lumbia, Green Lake, Marquette, 
Waupaca, and Waushara counties. 

At one time I made regular trips 
to this wonderful state, and on one 
occasion in June I was invited to the 
home of a business associate. For- 
tunately for me, this man was an 
inveterate brown-trout angler, and 
he took me fishing in one of the little

Local demands for hunting 
rights are so heavy that only guest permits are avail- 
able to outsiders. 

John Batson indicated that our chances would be 
much better if we hunted with C. W. (Turkey) John- 
ston, a Tuscaloosa, Alabama, insurance agent who 
was on clucking terms with every gobbler on com- 
pany lands. But Turkey had been as hard to find as 
one of his namesakes. 

Clarence and I followed the supper-bell music to

the long dining table in the company hotel. We took 
seats across from Clint McClure, Allison’s chief for- 
ester, at one end of a table that was loaded with 
steaming platters. Clint looked up and smiled. 
“Turkey’ll be in sometime tonight,’ Clint said, 
“unless he decides to roost with a flock somewhere.”’ 
With one exception, every man around that table 


was a devout turkey hunter. The man who had given 
up the sport was Charlie Steinwinder, head engineer 
on the company’s four-mile railroad, claimed to be 
the world’s shortest line. 

We had to wait a while for Steinwinder’s story, 
but meanwhile each man at the table seemed to have 


a tale of a great gobbler he’d killed, or a larger one 
that got away. 

Bob Hutchinson, Clint’s assistant, told us about a 
turkey he’d mortally wounded during the first few 
days of season. He shot the bird as it flew over him, 
and it hit the ground running. On a high bank along 
the Tombigbee River, it made an attempt to take to 
the air again, but fell in the water and died there. 
Bob followed the shoreline beside the floating prize 
for two miles before he could muster enough courage 
to peel off his clothes and buck the cold currents to 
retrieve his bird.

NLY one way to ketch a big 
trout,’ my grandfather Mar- 
tin used to say, “and that’s 

give him somethin’ he wants to eat. 
All your pretty little fly hooks ain’t 
worth a pinch of coon dung to a 
trout that’s hungry.” 

That was the philosophy of the 
best trout fisherman I ever met. 
Gramps could “ketch” trout any day 
of the season. 

He fished with live nymphs which 
he gathered from the streams as he 
fished, and he had an eloquent scorn 
of fly fishermen and “fly hooks.”’ 

“If you gotta use them bits of 
feathers,” he’d say, “you ought to 
make somethin’ that looks like this.” 
(He’d hold up a live nymph bait for 
emphasis.) “Then you might ketch 
a trout fit to take home.” 

Gramps has long been gone to a 
place where the fish always bite, but 
the advice he gave me for catching 
big trout still serves me well. His 
views prompted me to develop some 
good artificial nymphs. 

A good bit of the Martin tenacity 
rubbed off on me, and I was deter- 
mined to become as good a trout 
fisherman with my flies as grandpa 
was with his bait. By coupling my 
own ideas with everything I could 
find written by other anglers, I final- 
ly worked out an effective system. 
As gramps said, “To ketch a big 
trout you gotta give him somethin’ 
he wants to eat.” My nymphs fill the 
bill most of the time. 

You need some basic knowledge 
to take trout on nymphs, Yet the 
average angler, given a decent nymph 
and a little instruction, begins to 
score immediately—hooking more 
and bigger trout than he ever 
dreamed possible, 

It amazes me that so few anglers 
will take the trouble to learn nymph 
fishing. Since the greatest part of a 
trout’s diet is made up of these 
aquatic creatures, simple logic tells 
you that a properly fished nymph 
will tempt more trout than anything 
else. 


Up until two years ago, when I 
got married and took a more regular 
job, I worked as a fishing guide in 
the area south of Sherbrooke in 
southern Quebec. All my trout-sea- 
son time was spent guiding trout 
fishermen for profit or fishing for 
my own pleasure. My current job as 
a draftsman for Shawinigan Water 
and Power Company in Montreal 
limits my fishing to holidays and 
weekends, but I still crowd in a lot 
of fishing each season, 

A goodly part of what I know 
about fishing with nymphs has been 
gleaned from other anglers and 
writers, but at least an equal part I 
have evolved myself. 

The first thing the nymph fisher- 
man must learn is how to recognize 
the various forms of insect life he’ll 
encounter while fishing. There are 
three main types of such insects that 
in one form or another comprise the 
bulk of the diet of all trout. They 
are the May fly, the caddis fly, and 
the stone fly. They’re shown in their 
nymph stage in the drawings at the 
top of this page. 

In the nymph phase these flies 
spend the greatest part of their lives 
(a year, sometimes more) in the 
rocks and mud on the bottom of 
streams. Starting in April and last- 
ing through August, these nymphs 
come to the surface to hatch into 
mature flies, The flies may live from 
a few hours to a few days, their sole 
purpose in life being to mate and 
produce the eggs that start a new 
cycle. The peak hatches of May or 
June provide the fisherman’s hap- 
piest moments. 

The May flies vary a good deal in 
size and color. They are distinctive 
in that they are the only type having 
upright wings. 

The caddis fly ranks second in im- 
portance. The nymph stage, readily 
found in most streams and lakes, is 
enclosed in a case it constructs with 
bits of gravel and twigs. The adult 
caddis fly has wings that fold back 
over the body. (continued on page 90)

Mountain 
Music

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HEN WE REACHED the 
crest of the hardwood ridge, 
the world seemed like a still, 


black void. There was no sound ex- 
cept that of our heavy breathing 
from the hard climb. Nothing stirred. 
Then, a mile or so to the south, I saw 
the yellow light in a farmhouse flick- 
er and go out. Far in the distance we 
heard the lonely whistle of a locomo- 
tive, and then nothing. All was black 
and silent. 

It was so cold that frost crystals

were forming on the ridge, and I 
shivered inside a heavy jacket. Cecil 
Vance dug into an inner pocket for a 
match and cupped his hands to light 
a cigarette. He had time for only a 
couple of puffs, and then—some- 
where across the valley below us—a 
hound dog bawled uncertainly, hesi- 
tated, and then bawled again. 

“That’s Patsy,” Allen Duff shouted. 
“Let’s go!” In the same instant, he 
was off and running. 

Allen half ran and half stumbled 
down a near-vertical slope heading 
toward the dog. Plowing through 
brush rather than going around it, he 
sounded like a cattle stampede. When 
Cecil and I plunged through the 
darkness after him, it was the be- 
ginning of a wild and woolly footrace 
I'll always remember. It wasn’t to 
end until the first faint promise of 
dawn, and that was more than eight 
hours away. 

When Cecil and I hit the bottom 
of the slope, we were at least 50 
yards behind Allen, and we had only 
the bobbing light of his lamp to fol- 
low. Together we sloshed across a 
small creek, and I could feel icy 
water trickling down inside one boot. 
Then we climbed a steep cutbank, 
somehow scrambled through a strip 
of thistles, and hurried across a 
soggy meadow. Halfway up a hill on 
the opposite side we found Allen, 
Patsy, and a tree full of ripe per- 
simmons. In the crown of the tree, a 
big white possum stared down at the 
man and the baying dog. The dog 
was trying to climb the tree. 


Allen was a picture of despair, be- 
cause his coon dog had treed a pos- 
sum. Except for catching a skunk, 
that’s the last thing a coon dog 
should do. Worst of all, this misad- 
venture had happened in front of me 

-a stranger with a flash camera: 

“She’s just a pup,” Allen was say- 
ing, sadly, “and she doesn’t under- 
stand the difference yet between a 
possum track and... .”’ He never 
finished his apology. Not a quarter 
of a mile away, the night turned into 
bedlam. Another hound had opened 
on a hot track. 

Quickly a second hound joined in, 
and then a third dog was in on the 
noisy chase. This time Allen didn’t 
budge. Instead he stood under the 
persimmon tree and listened to the 
strange and savage symphony of 
hound-dog voices. The track must 
have been steaming-fresh because 
the chase was very short. It was 
long enough, however, to reveal what 
transforms ordinary sportsmen into 
coon-hunting addicts. It showed 
what makes men forsake warm fire- 
sides to listen to hound dogs on 
bitter-cold mountaintops. 

Soon the hounds were barking 
treed on a low knoll nearby. As 
quickly as Allen could collar and 
drag his pup away from its possum, 
we hurried to find the three other 
dogs circling and baying under a 
small wild cherry. Halfway up the 
trunk, the coon appeared in the beam 
of Cecil’s flashlight. 

This raccoon had probably tan- 
gled with hunters before; it kept

climbing and dodging around in the 
treetop to avoid the light. Allen 
never could get a clear shot with a 
vintage .22 rifle. The bullet only 
broke a branch and dislodged the 
coon. It hit the ground unhurt and 
full of fight. What happened after 
that was one big, confused mass of 
snarling, biting animals. 

The coon and dogs had a running 
fight across the knoll. In the melee, 
inexperienced Patsy lost a big chunk 
of one ear. But the three older 
hounds—Queen, Dolly, and Sing— 
caught the coon and killed it before 
it could climb another tree. When it 
was all over, we sat down for a rest 
and a post-mortem. 

The coon hunters I’ve met through 
the years are a wild but serious 
breed of sportsmen. But of them all, 
husky, 42-year-old Allen Duff may 
be the champ. He has two major 
interests in life, and both happen to 
be mountain music. First he’s a fan 


of hillbilly or folk music. But he 
loves another kind of mountain music 
far more—the haunting music of 
hounds running on a clear night. 
Allen figures he’s the champion coon 
hunter in a community that’s full of 
good ones. Wet weather or dry, he 
spends every night during the long 
open season proving his claim to the 
title. There’s no doubt that he’s 
among the best at raising and train- 
ing top-notch coon dogs. 

Queen, one of the four dogs on our 
hunt, is 13 years old—an incredible 
age for a busy coon dog. Although 
she now belongs to Cecil Vance, 
Allen trained the small black-and- 
tan-colored bitch. During the past 
10 years, 352 coons (by actual count) 
have been caught with her. She 
caught 91 during the 1958-59 seasons 
alone. Cecil believes she has treed 
600 to 700 coons in a lifetime of 
hunting the West Virginia and south- 
ern-Ohio hill country. In spite of

her age, Queen can still hunt all 
night with such younger dogs as 
Sing, a female that’s not yet six. 

Allen feels that his three-year-old 
bitch, Dolly—a skinny, yellow daugh- 
ter of Queen—is the most promising 
cooner he’s ever owned. She caught 
48 coons before she was two years 
old. She was also broken of running 
any but coon tracks before that age, 
an accomplishment worth bragging 
about. 

I happened to be along on this hunt 
because Cecil had sent me a letter 
care of OUTDOOR LIFE late the sum- 
mer before. Cecil lives in Charleston 
and works in one of West Virginia’s 
many chemical plants. He said he’d 
hunted coons. all his life, but that 
he’d never known a hunter exactly 
like his friend, Allen Duff. He went 
on to give some details about Duff 
and his dogs, and he ended by sug- 
gesting that I join them for a hunt 
on Duff’s dairy farm near Dexter in 


Meigs County, Ohio. That’s close to 
the Ohio River, which is the bound- 
ary between Ohio and West Virginia. 
Coons are fairly plentiful there- 
abouts, but the country on both sides 
of the river is so hilly and rugged 
that you work hard for your quarry. 
Without a good hound, you don’t 
stand a chance. 

November was half finished and 
the coon season was two weeks old 
when I finally met the pair at Duff’s 
place; it’s more or less the Ohio 
headquarters for the West Virginia 
Coon Chasers Association. That’s an 
informal group from the Charleston 
area. They hunt coons enthusias- 
tically through the season, and after 
that they get together for a big coon 
dinner. 

I arrived on one of those nights 
when no other coon hunters showed 
up to join Allen and Cecil. Allen has 
a standing offer to take anyone from 
anywhere with a good coon dog, to 


go hunting any night of the season. 

“T’m tied down here because of the 
dairy herd,” he told me, “but every 
coon hunter is welcome. I make the 
flat offer to take out any hunter for 
a night of cooning in good country. 
If anyone has a better dog than I do, 
I want to see him.” 

This may sound boastful, but hard- 
ly 10 minutes had passed since tree- 
ing the first coon in the cherry tree 
when Queen opened up again on a 
hot trail. Her fine chopping voice 
sounded clear on the thin night air 
as she ran the track alone for a short 
distance. But one by one the others 
joined in, and we had a terrific chase 
under way. I had quite a battle try- 
ing to keep up with Allen and Cecil 
while lugging 15 or 20 pounds of 
photo equipment. 

This coon led the dogs around the 
contour of a steep hill and then sud- 
denly doubled back and cut straight 
up the face of the slope. In one way 
it was a break for me; I could make 
a shortcut to where the dogs finally 
treed. Although the hill was steep, 
it had been grazed, and I had com- 
paratively easy going. But the entire 
effort was for naught. The coon 
eventually ducked into a deep crevice 
in the face of a cliff and escaped. 
Allen called off the dogs, and we 
continued across country, dropping 
to a lower elevation when we reached 
Leading Creek, which drains the en- 
tire area. 

“‘Let’s wait here a spell,”’ Duff sug- 
gested when we reached a fallen 
sycamore near the bank. ‘These 
bottoms got (continued on page 106)

sprawled in the bow of his outboard boat, my 

face warm from the first hot sunshine of spring. 
A spinner-and-shiner combination dragging 50 feet 
astern was putting a bow in my glass trolling rod and 
I could feel the action vibrating up my arms. All of a 
sudden, I felt something else—a solid, unyielding 
weight. 

“I’m snagged,” I told Ray. He nodded and shoved the 
tiller to circle back. At that point, things began to hap- 
pen fast.

ing a freshly stocked Massachusetts pond. You're fish- 
ing wilderness water that happens to be in Massachu- 
setts.” 

There’s an important difference, as a lot of other 
anglers have had to learn in fishing 25,000-acre Quab- 
bin Reservoir, a body of water that has brought wilder- 
ness-caliber angling to heavily populated, industrial 
Massachusetts. There were other surprises for me be- 
fore my week at Quabbin was over. 

This particular trip was in the nature of an experi- 
ment, and it began in Reg Alden’s cellar room on a cold 
March evening. Reg is a public relations counsel in 
Springfield, Massachusetts, and when he isn’t working 
out ideas for clients, he’s dreaming up other projects 
for fun. Most have to do with fishing. He’d invited five

trees—and I will do the rest.’’ Dusty’s voice car- 

ried over the roar of the outboard, and in the dim 
light I could make out his broad smile. He was referring 
to east Tennessee when he said that the bass begin to 
hit when the redbud trees bloom. I had reminded Dusty 
over the telephone earlier in the week that conditions 
were right on Watauga Lake, redbud trees and all. Now 
he was rubbing it in a little. 

He wasn’t skeptical. Dusty is too hard-bitten a bass 
fisherman to disbelieve anything that might produce in 
his favor. He just wanted something to talk about. 

I motioned for him to cut the outboard well out from 
the rock bank I had chosen as a place to begin fishing. 
I switched on the electric motor to make as quiet and 
careful an approach as possible. I could hear the other 
two in our party, Bill Kovach and Bud Larsen, talking 
as they eased their boat into a spot 200 yards away. 

Dusty began digging into his tackle box. “How did 
you say the action for today was scheduled?” he asked 
me. 

“Smallmouths first, then largemouths, and crappies. 
And then, if we’re lucky, trout,” I replied. “That suit 
you?” 

“Anything suits me, pal, just so it’s action,” he ex- 
claimed. 

The trip to Watauga was a spring opener for all four 
of us. We chose this lake over six other TVA lakes in 
the upper-east Tennessee region. Its terrific variety of 
fish, plus the fact that there’s plenty of elbow room, 
make it a choice spot. Fishing in this lake is at its best 
in the spring. During March, April, and May, all the 
gamefish seem to go on a special rampage. April is the 
best bet for hitting the major action. And while fall 
fishing, best during September and October, can be very 
productive, spring fishing surpasses it by far. In April, 
fishermen occasionally come up with a ‘Watauga Flush” 
—five species of gamefish on one trip. This isn’t the 
rule, by any means, but it’s something to shoot for. 

Three of us—Bill, Bud, and I—live within 30 miles 
of Watauga, and have a special liking for it. Bill is a

reporter and science writer for the Johnson City, Ten- 
nessee, Press-Chronicle. I am also a newspaperman. 
Bud, a psychologist, works at the veteran’s hospital in 
Johnson City. The fourth member of the party, Dusty 
Houk, owns a laundry in Morristown, Tennessee. This 
was Dusty’s first trip to Watauga, and he was eager to 
have a crack at it. 

A hint of dawn was just beginning to creep over the 
high ridges that border the lake. A breeze ruffled the 
surface of the water just enough to make it look tempt- 
ing. A whippoorwill rolled its lonesome call out of a 
dark cove to our left. Spring was in the air. 

Dusty pulled a long strip of black pork rind out of a 
jar and attached it to a black-bear hair jig. ‘“That’ll get 
*em,” he said. 

I selected a weighted spinner-and-fly combination 
with a short pork strip. I figured two different offerings 
might pin down the smallmouth’s preference more 
quickly. It wasn’t that these Watauga smallmouths 
were that particular. During their peak period of ac- 
tivity about six lures would pretty well cover what they 
might grab. The Doll-fly pork-rind combination, inched 
slowly along the bottom near steep rock banks, is the 
favorite lure. A wide range of jig colors and pork-rind 
varieties is used, although black is preferred. Live 
salamanders, called spring lizards by the natives, would 
poll an easy second best. Deep-diving plugs, the type 
which get down fast, are also good. Two other selections 
that usually produce are jointed-minnow lures and the 
weighted spinner and fly, such as I had snapped on. 

Largemouths will take similar offerings, generally. 
However, since they are not as finicky as their cousins, 
they will take nearly any of the standard bass lures, 
from surface plugs on down. Big minnows are especially 
effective for largemouths in Watauga. Three lure types 
pretty well cover crappie favorites—small jigs, min- 
nows, and spinners. 

A faint kerplop in the distance indicated that Bill and 
Bud had begun fishing. Both, familiar with the lake, 
would be working the same sort of water we had picked. 
I was sure they would also be (continued on page 114)

The groups of German 
submarines that ganged up on Allied shipping dur- 
ing World War II were wolf packs, and the villain 
in literature commonly regards tender maidens 
with a wolfish glitter in his eye. A human wolf is 
a reprobate against whom all nice girls should be 
warned, and a wolf whistle is more insult than com- 
pliment. In tradition and literature, the wolf is an 
unmitigated villain, and the symbol of a terrible 
death is to be torn to pieces and devoured by 
wolves. 

The wolf is indeed an ancient enemy of man. Our 
fur-clad, spear-carrying ancestors of ice-age Europe 
had to compete with packs of wolves for their rein- 
deer and horse meat. During the hungry winters of 
ancient and medieval Europe, packs of wolves not 
only killed sheep, horses, and cattle, but pulled

down and also devoured peasants in their fields. 
Even in recent times wolves have killed human 
beings in Russia and Siberia, and many are the 
tales from northern Europe of packs of wolves 
chasing sleighs across the snow in bitter cold. 
Yet we forget that not only is the wolf one of the 
oldest enemies of man, but one of his most ancient 
friends. The dog is nothing but a tamed wolf al- 
tered and twisted into odd sizes and curious shapes 
by selective breeding. The hunting instinct that we 
so admire in sporting dogs is but the hunting in- 
stinct of the wolf. The keenness for the hunt of a 
favored pointer, hound, or Brittany spaniel is in- 
herited from the wolf. The friendliness of the dog, 
his attachment to a master and to a family, and his 
willingness to co-operate in the hunt are manifesta- 
tions of the gregarious instinct of the wolf. Just as 
wolves will co-operate in pulling down a moose or 
an elk, or in taking turns in running an antelope to 
exhaustion, the fine bird dog co-operates with his 
master. The two of them, in the dog’s mind, form 
a pack. The intelligent pointing dog that circles 
and pins a running pheasant in wheat stubble is

simply employing a tactic used by his ancestral wolves 
1,000,000 years ago. 

Dogs and wolves interbreed, and many of the sled 
dogs of the far north are part wolf. Dogs allowed to 
run wild form packs, chase and kill game and domestic 
stock, and, in effect, become wolves. Even the most 
pampered lap dog is at heart a wolf and, given a chance, 
will revert to type. One deer-killing pack of semiwild 
dogs I saw in Mexico contained a preposterous little 
Chihuahua. At heart he was a wolf—maybe a small 
wolf, but still a wolf. The tracks of wolves and large 
dogs cannot surely be told apart. I once shot an animal 
identified by several observers as certainly a wolf. It 
turned out to be a large mongrel dog with some German 
police dog in his ancestry. 

The wolves that made an alliance with the human 
race and became dogs have increased and prospered, 
but those that remained wolves now live only in the 
wild and desolate regions of the earth. In the continen- 
tal United States, excluding Alaska, they are just about 
extinct, and the few authentic wolves that are reported 
now and then are generally migrants from across the 
Mexican or Canadian borders. The other wolves that 
are reported are generally coyotes or dogs 
gone wild. 

Dogs and wolves have many habits and 
attributes in common. Just as dogs always 
investigate fireplugs and leave their calling 
cards, so do wolves have their signposts. 
By going to them they can tell what other 
wolves are in the country, their sexes, their 
states of mind, and possibly their sizes. I 
once saw a charming camp dog named Tango 
trot up to a wolf signpost, sniff, and back 
away growling. For the next several miles 
he stuck close to the packtrain with his tail 
between his legs. His hair stood up on the 
back of his neck. Now and then he’d glance 
around apprehensively and growl. The wolf 
that had left his calling card must have been 
a very tough cookie indeed. 

Actually, wolves can often be converted 
into dogs without too much trouble. Gener- 
ally, a wolf raised in captivity by his wolf 
mother is apprehensive, furtive, and mean. 
Those captured young and raised by dog 
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mothers are much more tractable, and now and then a 
wolf pup grows up that is indistinguishable in disposi- 
tion from an ordinary dog. 

There’s no doubt that from such friendly wolf pups 
domestic dogs are descended. Our primitive, fur-clad 
ancestors would probably dig a litter of wolf pups out 
of a den and raise them. The friendly pups they would 
keep. The mean ones they’d kill or drive away. 

The North American wolf is a much less specialized 
creature than the dog, but in many ways he is superior. 
No wolf can smell as well as the specialized bloodhound 
or run as fast as the greyhound. He is, of course, with- 
out the retrieving instincts of the Labrador, and if put 
in harness he might not be as enduring as a sled-dog 
breed such as the Siberian husky. 

Nevertheless, this magnificent wild creature has a 
wonderful nose, good eyes, tremendous strength, and 
keen intelligence. He is a large animal, and depending 
on his age, his condition, and where he is taken, he will 
weigh from 85 to perhaps as much as 170 pounds. No 
dog has the strength of jaw the wolf possesses. He will 
chew up a bone a dog would only gnaw on. One time 
when I was hunting sheep in northern British Columbia, 
I caught several glimpses of a pack of wolves that hung 
around a salt lick much frequented by sheep. About 50 
yards from the lick was a steep bluff where the sheep 
could take refuge from the wolves. Twice, as I was 
riding out of camp to the high country, I saw two ewes 
and two lambs on the bluff staring down at the hungry 
wolves below them. 

Then one morning when I rode by I noticed fresh 
blood and sheep hair at the foot of the bluff. That time 
a couple of the sheep had not quite made it. The wolves 
had really cleaned up the carcasses. All the evidence 
left of that wilderness tragedy was blood, a little hair, 
stomach contents, and the skull plate and horns of one 
ewe. Every other scrap of hair, bones, and internal 
organs had been cleaned up by the wolves. The only 
other animal that could have done the job so thoroughly 
is the African hyena. 

Ernest Thompson Seton, in Lives of Game Animals, 
lists nine subspecies of the North American wolf, from 
the typical and first described Mexicanus of Mexico to 
the northern form, tundrarum—the white arctic form 
first named for a specimen from Point Barrow, Alaska. 
The big, gray, buffalo wolf was nubilus, and there are 
two forms from the mountains of Canada and Alaska. 
There were also subspecies—now probably extinct— 
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Shooting wolves from planes is sporting and a means of control 





that were peculiar to Texas and also to Florida. 

I have seen only two wolves south of the Canadian 
border. Both were of the southern variety which the 
Mexicans call lobos. Both were males. The one which 
I watched carefully with binoculars was certainly a 
large animal, probably larger than a big police dog. 
The one I shot would have weighed, I believe, about as 
much as an Arizona whitetail deer—somewhere be- 
tween 85 and 100 pounds. Both of these animals were 
a light gray. 

In the Canadian north, where I have seen a good 
many wolves, they vary amazingly in color, ranging 
from almost white to pure black. Some hides are a 
gray-blue, and some are an interesting combination of 
blue and dark gray. 

The hide of a winter-killed wolf is a beautiful thing, 
to my way of thinking. The fur is rich, soft, and almost 
luxurious. Wolf hides make up into warm and hand- 
some robes and warm sleeping bags, but for whatever 
the reason they have never had much value as fur. 
From what trappers tell me, about $10 is as much as 
one can expect to get, even for a prime wolf hide. I 
have seen the tanned hides displayed for sale at White- 
horse in the Yukon and at little backwoods trading 
posts. They are generally priced at around $15. Most 
trappers aren’t willing to bring a frozen wolf carcass 
into their cabins to skin it for what they can get out of 
it. Wolf hides are used to some extent as trimming for 
women’s coats. When I was in college, long-haired furs 
were exceedingly collegiate. At the University of Mis- 
souri there were hundreds of coonskin coats and a few 
of wolf hide. I thought the latter were handsomer. 

If the ranking of trophies were objectively done, a 
wolf fairly stalked and shot would come high on the 
list of North American big-game trophies. Over most 
of North America the wolf is rare. He is a big, im- 
pressive animal with keen senses, great caution, and 
enormous intelligence. 

His wonderful nose, his good ears, his fine eyes, his 
alertness, coupled with the fact that he is largely noc- 
turnal, make him one of the most difficult of all animals 
to see in the course of a big-game hunt. There may be 
20 wolves in a piece of country for every grizzly bear, 
but in a 30 or 40-day hunt the sportsman may see half 
a dozen grizzlies and not one wolf. On many occasions 
I have hunted for weeks in country that was all tracked 
up by wolves. I have heard their howling every night, 
but seldom have I seen one. 

There are still some wolves in Mexico, and I have 
often seen wolf sign there. I am sure that if I added 
up the time I’ve spent on Mexican hunting trips, I 
would be able to say that I have spent years in country 
where there were some wolves. But in all that time I 
have seen only one wolf in Mexico. That was late one 
afternoon about 20 years ago and about 125 miles south 
of Nogales, Arizona. I had been hunting whitetail deer 
and had paused to rest. Suddenly the Mexican vaquero 
who Was with me whispered, “Lobo!” and pointed. 

About 500 yards away I saw a light-gray wolf trot- 
ting diagonally toward us right on the top of a grassy 
ridge. He was apparently following a trail of some sort, 
as every now and then he’d put his nose close to the 
ground. When the wolf was about 200 yards away, the 
vaquero started whispering, “Shoot him! Shoot him!” 
But this, the second lobo I had ever seen in my life, was 
too rare and beautiful an animal to blast down willy- 
nilly. Intent on whatever he was following—possibly 
a female wolf—the lobo trotted up the ridge and dis- 
appeared into some oaks. The vaquero was a bit put 
out. He told me that all lobos were bad, that they killed 
cattle, and should be shot.

The only other lobo I have ever seen was near Van 
Horn, in the Big Bend of Texas. With me in the car I 
had a little Remington trombone-action .25/20 with a 
Lyman 1-A, tang peep sight. I regret to say that I shot 
the wolf. It was the only one I have seen in the United 
States, and in all probability it was a migrant from 
Mexico. 

As I was writing this I telephoned a friend in the 
Idaho game department. Idaho is a thinly populated 
state with probably more wilderness area in it than 
any other in the continental United States except 
Alaska. It abounds in wolf food—elk, bighorn sheep, 
goats, and deer. But in this great rugged land of rough 
ridges, high peaks and wild, lonely canyons, the wolf 
is gone. The game department report is that in many 
years there has been no authentic report of a wolf 
seen, shot, or trapped. If there are any in Idaho, they 
are those that have slipped over the Canadian border. 

In my youth in Arizona, wolves were fairly common 
but by no means abundant. During the last 20 years I 
lived there, however, the killing of a wolf was always 
news. Now and then one would be trapped or shot near 
the Mexican border, but such animals had wandered 
across from Sonora. 

Wolves have been reported in recent years from 
Montana, Minnesota, the Dakotas, and even from New 
York, but in most cases these were surely Canadian 
wolves. Now and then one wanders across into Texas. 
Elsewhere, I believe, the wolf reports are based on the 
sighting of coyotes or dogs that have gone wild. 

The hand of every man has been raised against the 
wolf. He has been trapped, (continued on page 144)

with my wife Ethie and outfitter C. J. Prock of 

Phoenix, Arizona. In the body of the truck, under 
the rack, was a wooden cage for the eight dogs, and 
Prock’s brother, Les, was perched on top. It was well 
before dawn as we rolled away from the house Prock 
had rented from retired Navy man Adrian Middleton 
in the Mexican village of Santiago. The little town is 
north of Tepic in Nayarit Province and is near both the 
mountains and the sandy, tideland jungle. 

On earlier hunting trips in Mexico, I’d slept behind 
farmhouses with the pigs or camped in the open with 
the ticks and scorpions. This time I was happy to feel 
tile floors under my feet and note that the indoor plumb- 
ing worked—even the shower. Insects, on nearly 24- 
hour shifts, and almost impassable jungle make jaguar 
hunting tough enough without poor sleeping conditions. 
It was the end of April, 1960. 

Adrian had awakened us at 3 a.m. and filled us with 
fried eggs, bacon, and toast.

Snyder started fishing for bass in the orthodox man- 
ner of the locals, using a long cane pole with minnows 
and frogs for bait.

Before long, other local metal- 
workers began manufacturing them commercially. Fish- 
ermen called them ‘“bait-casting” reels, because that 
was just what they did with them; they cast bait, live

now, fastened hooks onto it, and artificial bait-casting 
was born. “Plugs,” they called these newfangled fish- 
foolers, and so evolved the term “plug casting,’’ now 
more commonly used than the original term bait- 
casting. 

The hand-carved plugs were soon followed by spoons, 
then by fly-and-spinner combinations with a bit of lead 
up front to give the weight needed for casting. Plug 
casting was on its way, and now the fisherman could 
show his quarry a wide variety of. wares ranging 
through surface and underwater plugs, spoons, weighted 
bucktails, and spinners with pork-rind attachments, as 
well as an assortment of natural baits such as frogs, 
crawfish, minnows, hellgrammites, and night crawlers. 

Such far-reaching equipment naturally increased the 
fishing pressure, and soon the fish became more wary. 
In many lakes it became difficult to take them with a 
large plug that landed with a chunk, or a gob of bait 
plus lead that made a loud splash. Bass fishing began to 
be so short on reward that many fishermen stopped go- 
ing for them. Rumor said that the rivers and lakes were 
fished out. But such anglers as Ozark Ripley and Sheri- 
dan Jones suspected that the bass were as plentiful as 
ever, and as big, and that it was the angler who was at 
fault. They began the trend to longer, lighter rods and 
smaller baits for quieter delivery, figuring that these 
small plugs would hit with a lifelike spat and entice the 
fish into hitting. 

To Charlie Fox of Carlisle, Pennsylvania, goes the 
credit for pushing this trend to its logical conclusion- 
a long, light rod, a fast reel, and lighter lines and bait. 
Not only is he a student of the (continued on page 158)

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Plastic Worms

dew worm on a No. 6 hook and 
his eyes widened. “Do you really catch 
trout on those things,” he asked, “or 
are we so desperate you'll try any- 
thing?” 

We were desperate all right. This 
was last summer during that four- 
week spell when the 2 and 3-lb. rain- 
bow trout that inhabit New York’s cold 
Adirondack lakes all banded against 
the fishermen and refused to bite. At 
this inopportune time, Howie, who is 
assistant tackle buyer for a large New 
Jersey department store, decided to 
come up for a week’s fishing. 

We had fished one of our favorite 
lakes for two days, casting and trolling 
all the old standard lures that had 
proved so successful there over the 
years, and drawn frustrating blanks. 
To make matters worse, the fish would 
come up in the late afternoon hours 
and take large flies off the surface 
right under ovr noses. But no one 
could get a rise with even the most 
deftly cast fly or correctly trolled lure. 
It was especially maddening because 
all spring the trout fishing in that lake 
had been the best in years. Then came 
this sudden slump. 

On the third morning of Howie’s 
visit, I remembered some plastic worms 
lying in a drawer in my fishing cabinet. 
I dug them out and slipped them into 
my tackle box to try sometime during 
the day, if all else failed. I had never 
used plastics on rainbows in those 
lakes, preferring to fish flies, streamers, 


H OWIE BRANDT watched me pin 
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and wobbling lures and spoons. But, 
as Howie had said, we were now 
desperate. 

I didn’t try the worms at first. In- 
stead, we trolled the shoreline for an 
hour or so, changing lures every 15 
minutes, all to no avail. Then I dug 
out a plastic dew worm. I pinned it 
on a hook with an 8-in. leader behind 
the long chain of attractor spinners 
that I had been using with the other 
lures. We were fishing about 30 ft. 
down and trolling very slowly. Howie 
faithfully stuck to his favorite wobbler- 
type lure. 

We hadn’t covered 200 yd. when I 
got a good rap and hooked a dandy 
rainbow trout on the plastic worm. 
Somewhat surprised at this first sign 
of action, Howie quickly borrowed a 
dew worm from me. That started a 
most successful day for us both. I 
can’t say we wouldn’t have caught 
just as many trout on live worms, had 
we been using them. But I know that 
none of the five other boats fishing the 
lake that day took a trout, yet two 
of the boats were fishing live dew 
worms the same way we were trolling 
the licorice-flavored plastics. 

This reluctance to try plastic worms 
has been the fate of these lures in 
many areas since they were introduced 
prior to World War II. In fact, they 
gained national recognition only a few 
years ago, and then the news of their 
success as lures came from a most 
unexpected quarter—the Ozark Moun- 
tains of Arkansas. 

At first, bass and walleye anglers 


around Bull Shoals and Norfork Lake 
eyed the new lures with local skepti- 
cism, commented on how lifelike they 
appeared, but walked out without buy- 
ing. A few, however, bought some 
when no one was looking and slipped 
them into their tackle boxes. For a 
while, reliable news of how those 
baits were working on bass and wall- 
eyes was impossible to ferret out. 
Finally, the news of the plastic worm’s 
effectiveness on big brown and rain- 
bow trout as well as bass and walleyes 
leaked out and made angling head- 
lines all ever the country. 

The result has been a phenomenal 
boom in the manufacture of plastic 
worms. Today some of the largest 
tackle houses are turning them out for 
national distribution, and hundreds of 
individuals are supplementing their in- 
comes by making plastic worms in 
garages and basements. 

Yet it is only within the past two 
years that my mail has been growing 
heavy with requests for information 
about the plastic worms. Do they 
really catch fish, and how do you fish 
them, is the gist of the correspondence. 
My answer is that plastic worms, fished 
correctly, will take any fish that will 
eat natural worms. They are fished 
in much the same manner as live 
worms, except the angler provides the 
necessary action. 

Artificial worms aren’t new. The 
first ones made their appearance in 
the 1860’s, but they were fashioned of 
rubber and weren't lifelike enough to 
fool even a cockeyed robin. They were 
generally unsuccessful. 

What is new about today’s fake 
worms is the stuff they are made from, 
plus a bit of flavor and perfume. The 
material is a soft vinyl plastic, and the 
flavors are licorice and cheese, both 
claimed to be especially alluring to fish. 
Some worms are so lifelike that you 
half expect to see them wiggle. 

One of their most effective features 
is that when they’re fished with a lead- 
head they sink slowly, their long tails 
floating straight up toward the surface 
and wagging in a way many fish seem 
unable to resist. My first experience 
with plastic worms revealed the effec- 
tiveness of this wagging tail. I was 
in central Florida fishing a small, 
shallow river. The water is filled with 
grass beds and huge lily-pad areas in 
which lunker bass lurk. We were 
using floating plugs and having only 
moderate success with small bass. Our 
lures limited us to casting to large 
open holes in the weeds. The bass, 
however, were evidently deep in the 
grass and pads and wouldn’t come out. 

About midmorning a young fellow

showed up and began casting a lure 
that he slithered across the lily pads 
without getting snagged. When the 
lure reached a small hole between the 
pads, the angler let it sink among the 
stems, an impossible feat with our 
plugs. 

Finally my guide recognized the 
man as Tom Robinson, of Jacksonville. 
“He’s using one of them red dew 
worms,” the guide said. “You watch.” 


- about 10 minutes, the fisherman 
stood up and pointed his rod at the 
lily pads as if he were aiming a gun 
at a frog. For several minutes he 
remained motionless. Then he sudden- 
ly jerked his rod high and it went into 
one of those half circles that signals a 
big fish is hooked. The bass surfaced 
and began thrashing around in the 
pads. Then it dived again and even- 
tually got the line tangled in the thick 
stems. Here the angler showed his 
skill by laying the rod down and strip- 
ping off line. Then he paddled over to 
where his line was tangled, reached 
into the water almost to his shoulder, 
and came up with a huge bass and a 
bunch of weeds. By the time we’d seen 
Tom boat three large fish, I was ready 
to go ashore and hunt up some of those 
red dew worms. But first I wanted to 
know how to use them in such thick 
weeds. So we moved over to his boat 
and my guide introduced us. 

Tom showed us a 7-in. red dew worm 
pinned close to the head on a No. 2 
weedless hook with a black leadhead. 
The lure was tied to about 3 ft. of 
20-lb.-test monofilament leader which 
was attached to a short length of 16- 
lb. monofilament, which was also at- 
tached to an equally short length of 
12-lb. monofilament. This progressive 
leader was tied to his regular 8-lb.-test 
spinning line. The stout leader, he ex- 
plained, was to hold the fish when it 
tangled the line around lily-pad stems, 
weeds, or grass. This is quite a rig 
and will handle the most rambunctious 
bass if you are careful. Your weak 
spots are the knots, which must be 
tied carefully. 

Tom fishes the worm by casting a bit 
beyond where he wants to sink it. Then 
he slithers it across the pads in such a 
way as to disturb them slightly, but 
not snag the worm. This, he believes, 
attracts big bass on the lookout for 
food. When his worm reaches a likely 
hole between the pads, Tom pulls the 
lure into the opening, releases his reel 
bail, and lets the worm sink freely to 
the bottom. It dives head first with its 
long tail waving and wagging. 

Bass will belt a worm fished this way, 
then swim off slowly with it in their 
jaws, squeezing and eating it. After a 
bit they'll stop and swallow it, then 
move off again, just as they do when 
eating a live worm or snake. 

That afternoon we picked up a dozen 
licorice-flavored dew worms, six black 
and six red. We went back to the river 
and spent the day digging lunker bass 
out of their hiding places under the 
lily pads and weeds. Strangely, only 
the red ones produced in that river. 
This is one point that is advisable to 


note. In some areas, red worms are 
killers, in others (maybe only a mile 
or so away) the black or the natural- 
colored cnes are necessary to catch 
fish. This makes me think that some 
manufacturer may soon come out with 
a natural-colored leech in vinyl plastic, 
and I have a hunch it will be lethal for 
trout and bass. 

I have reports from friends who 
swear by fake worms for bass, wall- 
eyes, northern pike, pickerel, and trout 
in Great Lakes states, and for bass and 
trout in the far West and Northwest. 
In many areas of the South and South- 
west and along the St. Lawrence River, 
New York, anglers are switching from 
the once immensely popular jig and 
eel to the jig and worm and are claim- 
ing even better success. 

The worms are quite effective on 
trout, especially in the spring when 
streams are high and roily. In deeper 
rivers and large pools of streams, 
where lunker rainbows and browns are 
sought, the leadhead or jig dew worms 
with a single hook near the head are 
especially good. In smaller streams 
and brooks where the fish run lighter, 
I like the 3-in. garden worms in pink 
or brown without the leadhead. I pin 
these smaller imitations on a single 
trout hook, once through the middle. 
This allows the lure to drift freely and 
naturally. 

Ultralight spinning tackle is ideal 
for plastic-worming for trout in rivers 
and streams. By this, I mean a light- 
action rod designed to handle lures 
weighing between 1/20 and 4 oz., and 
the lightest of spinning reels filled with 
3-lb.-test monofilament line. I use a 
No. 6 or 8 hook and no leader or swivel. 
In fact, I find that a swivel interferes 
with the action of plastic worms. Tie 
your line directly to the hook ring. 

When trout are feeding in a stream, 
they usually lie where the most food is 
washed down to them. The largest 
fish always hold the best feeding sta- 
tions. You can discover these spots by 
tossing chips of wood into the stream 
and watching their course. Where they 
go, natural food will drift. 


mong the best places to try are the 
heads of pools where water boils 
in. Let the worm drift down into the 
pool and work around any rocks that 
might be there. Cast to any spot where 
two currents come together. Trout often 
lie in the quiet water just on the edge 
of the currents in such spots, ready to 
dash out for food. Cast to undercut 
banks, around submerged logs, big 
boulders, and rocks at the lip of pools. 
Work any ledges in deep pools, and all 
large rocks in long riffies, even shallow 
ones. I once took a 28-in. brown trout 
from under a rock in a long riffle that 
was only a foot deep. Thoroughly 
work the water around bridge abut- 
ments, and the mouths of creeks. 

In the Northeast, countless little 
mountain ponds contain native brook 
trout. Plastic garden worms, especially 
the 2 and 3-in. pink ones, are effective 
when trolled behind a small flasher 
spoon. For this, I like a 4-in. leader 
and a No. 8 hook. Troll slowly, keeping

Vinyl-plastic dew worms, either 
black or natural, are among the best 
artificial lures for large walleyes. You 
can troll them behind a June bug spin- 
ner, or cast worm jigs with a spinning 
rod. When fishing these worms for 
bass, walleyes, northerns, and pickerel, 
I suggest spinning rods with medium 
action or fast action, depending on con- 
ditions and size of the fish. The strength 
of the monofilament should be appro- 
priate also. 

Rivers such as the St. Lawrence and 
the Delaware, where walleyes are like- 
ly to run large, and lakes such as Black 
Lake in northern New York, and Lake 


| Champlain are ideal for trolling for 
| walleyes in midsummer when the fish 
|are deep. Spring and fall, the most 


effective method of worming for them 


| is to jig the shoals at sunup or sunset, 





and all day when cloudy weather pre- 
vails. 

Beginners who find it difficult to wait 
for a fish to swallow the lure should 
use two-hook rigs with one hook in the 
tail of the worm. This, however, is not 
the best way to fish these worms be- 
cause the rig interferes with the wav- 
ing action of the tail. If you can 
restrain yourself and wait for the 
walleye or bass to swallow the worm, 
by all means fish with one hook buried 
close to the head.

The stone fly, largest of the three 
types, has long flat wings that lay tight 
against its back. In most places stone 
flies hatch in late evening or after dark, 
after most anglers have quit for the 
day. 

Both May and stone fly nymphs have 
flat-oval bodies with the abdomen about 
two thirds the total length. When I first 
began tying these nymphs I did my best 
to make them as realistic as possible, 
feeling that an accurate copy would 
produce best results. It didn’t work out. 

I tried many different materials for 
my nymphs, including quill, molded 
plastic, and wool. The best trout-takers 
were the ones with bodies of wool or 
fur that only resembled the real 
nymphs in a general way. 

I finally settled on a May fly nymph 
made of fur, peacock herl, and quill, and 
I consider it to be the best artificial 
nymph I’ve seen to date. I make my 
caddis flies in two styles—the cased 
nymph and the worm. The cased nymph 
is simply a palmer-style fly of badger 
hackle or bucktail clipped off close to 
the hook shank. This represents the 
rough cases the worms build about 
themselves. The worm fly is tied much 
the same as a wingless wet fly, with 
badger hackle, wool, and peacock herl. 
I have found only two color phases of 
the caddis worm, one a pale cream or 
white, the other a light green. 

These nymphs all have one thing in 
common. Instead of being realistic 
copies they are merely suggestive in 
size, shape, and color. I find that exact 
duplication of the natural is seldom 
necessary or even desirable. Indeed, a 
fly that merely suggests seems to be 
much more effective. 

The fur bodies of the May and stone 
fly nymphs seem to give the same 
translucent effect as the naturals. This, 
I think, is what makes the fakes so ef- 
fective. Actually, I make very little 
distinction between the May and stone 
nymphs. The naturals themselves are 
very similar in size and appearance, 
and one pattern in varying sizes seems 
to work as well for one as for the other. 

I believe that both weighted and un- 
weighted nymphs are necessary for con- 
sistent success. I even make a distinc- 
tion in weighting materials, using steel 
wire for one type, lead wire for another. 

The high, cold water of early season 
calls for a lead-weighted fly. It is also

The first thing the angler should do 


| is poke about the bottom of the stream 


for a close look at the nymph life. This 
does away with any uncertainty as to 


| which fly to choose for the particular 


stream. 

After having examined a few of the 
naturals, tie on a large, lead-weighted 
artificial of similar type and color. The 
artificial will probably be somewhat 
larger than the real thing, but it makes 
no difference. There are plenty of large 
nymphs in every stream and the trout 
are used to them. 

If you're fishing a large stream you 
may find it necessary to use a sunken 
line to get the fly deep enough. For this 
purpose I carry an extra reel filled with 
fast-sinking line. It takes only a mo- 
ment to change lines while fishing, yet 
it can make an immense difference in 
the catch by the end of the day. 

I make up my own leaders of nylon, 
7% feet long tapered to .010 or 1X at 
the tip. I also carry extra 18-inch tip- 
pets ranging down to .006 (5X) which 
can be quickly added at streamside 


| when necessary. Never use a tippet less 


than 18 inches long. The longer the 
better, as the extra length absorbs the 


| shock of a striking fish much better 
| than a short piece does. 


The loop where the leader is joined 
to the line has a six-inch length of 


| nylon left protruding. To this I tie a 
| No. 6 dry fly, either a Royal Coachman 


or a White Miller. This fly isn’t in- 


tended to take fish, but to act as a 
| strike indicator. 


The nymph itself is 
ordinarily so deep you can’t see the fish 
strike, and trout usually take nymphs 
too gently to signal the strike by a tug 
on the line. 


he solution is to use a highly visible 

indicator fly and watch it intently. 
The first unnatural movement it makes, 
strike instantly. It’s just about impos- 
sible to strike too fast when using 
nymphs. 

Now let’s assume you're about to 


| make the first cast into a pool with a 


nymph. Here’s how it should be done: 
Approach the pool from below, stop- 
ping just above the bottom edge where 


the water tumbles away over the rocks. 


Make the first cast quite short, quarter- 
ing upstream. Allow the line to drift 


| naturally, just as you would a dry fly, 


all the while following its progress 


| with the rod tip. Gather in the slack 


line as the fly drifts down toward you 


| and watch the indicator fly intently. If 
| it so much as hesitates in its journey,

strike quickly. That’s all there is to it. 

If the first cast brings no action, 
guide the line out of the main channel 
with the rod tip and gently pick it up 
for the next cast. If a roll cast pick-up 
is used the fly can often be returned 
directly to the water without the aid of 
a false cast. This is desirable as it 
keeps the fly from drying out and so 
tends to make it sink faster. 

Fish the same drift with at least four 
or five casts. If you receive no rise, 
then is the time to lengthen the cast to 
cover the upstream portion of the pool. 
It’s better to maintain a fairly constant 
length of cast by wading up through a 
pool in steps than to throw too long a 
cast. The short cast can be thrown 
more accurately and it’s easier to see 
a rise and hook the fish on a short line. 





S° move slowly and cover every square 
inch of a pool thoroughly. Any 
fish hooked can be worked downstream 
quickly and played out in the lower 
reaches of the pool without alarming 
others which may be feeding there. In 
this fashion I have frequently taken 
three or four trout from one stretch of 
water. 

Often you will encounter quiet water, 
either in the center of large pools or 
where an undercut bank or brush jam 
impedes the current flow. Many anglers 
avoid such water, finding it difficult to 
take fish from it. But the experienced

In this case I like to use a lightly 
weighted nymph on a floating line and 
nine-foot leader tapered to .008. I use 
an artificial nymph that matches the 
type and size of the naturals that are 
showing. 

As the hatch progresses the fish will 
begin “bulging”. Usually only a swirl 
of the water will be seen, but some- 
times the back and tail of the fish will 
break the surface. This is the period 
when so many anglers put on a dry fly 
and cast fruitlessly. When they get no 
rises they repeatedly change flies in the 
mistaken belief that they have not 
“matched the hatch.” 

The truth is that the trout are not 
feeding on the surface at all, but just a 
few inches below it on the nymphs that 
are rising from the bottom. While 
their attention is on this area they 
never see a fly floating above their 
heads. 

The approach is identical to that of 
dry-fly fishing. Single out a rising trout, 
cast the unweighted nymph six or eight 
feet upstream of him, and allow it to

If you encounter a really good fish 
in a location where it’s impossible to 
float a fly far enough without getting 
drag, there are a couple of possible so- 
lutions. The first, which I prefer when 
possible, is to move directly upstream 
from the fish and float the fly straight 
down to him on a slack line. On big 
water where it’s impossible to wade 
above the fish, change the unweighted 
fly for a weighted one and cast as close 
as possible to the upstream side of the 
bulge of the trout’s rise. With a 
weighted nymph a drift of a few inches 
will get the fly deep enough. 

As the hatch progresses, the trout 
tend more and more to take the dry 
flies from the surface. There’s a dis- 
tinct difference in the rise when this 
begins to happen. While the bulging 
rise is noiseless, there’s a definite sound 
when a fish takes a fly from the sur- 
face—either a faint splash or an 
equally faint sucking sound. On the 
more rapid stretches of a stream this is 
sometimes difficult to hear, but on 
quieter water it’s readily identified. 

When the fish begin feeding on the 
surface I like to use a dry fly, as I feel 
this is the most exciting of all fly fish- 
ing. But here’s something interesting 
I’ve observed: When trout are feeding 
below the surface, no manner of dry 
fly will take them, yet those feeding on 
top will still gobble up a properly pre- 
sented nymph. In fact, I sometimes 
think nymphs catch more big trout at 
any time during a hatch. 

Perhaps the most challenging and in- 
teresting nymph fishing I ever enjoyed 
was for whitefish in northern Quebec, 
at a remote area called Chibougamou. 
This is without doubt the best area in 
Quebec for big trout. (John Durant told 
of the fine fishing there in “Chibouga- 
mou” in OUTDOOR LIFE for November, 
1951.) Lakes there are also full of 
whitefish. On summer evenings vast 
schools of these fish congregate at lake 
inlets to feed on hatching May and 
caddis flies. 


he fishing is truly wonderful. Five 

and six-pound whitefish are rising 
everywhere, and a drifted nymph brings 
a rise to every cast. The difficult part 
is that these fish have exceedingly 
tender months; seldom does the gent- 
lest hand land more than one out of 10 
hooked. It is truly the ultimate in 
light-tackle fishing, and the rewards 
are immense in satisfaction. 

But back to the business at hand. 
There remain two more distinct condi- 
tions where nymphs are superior to 
other flies. One is during periods of 
low, clear water late in the season, 
when few natural flies are hatching. 
The other is during the occasional sum- 
mer rainstorm that drives many fisher- 
men to cover. 

The low-water periods occur during 
late July and August when many trout 
fishermen are forced to take their va- 
cations. This is a poor time for fishing, 
but with the right nymphs it’s still 
possible to take some good fish. Here’s 
how to go about it. 

Trout at this time tend to move into

the deepest pools, which often are none 
too deep. By approaching these pools 
very cautiously gnd quietly from down- 
stream, it’s usually possible to actually 
see the fish finning away the time. A 
pair of good sunglasses is valuable 
here. 

Once a good fish has been located, 
tie your smallest nymph (one of the 
type with the steel wire in the body) to 
the lightest tapered leader you dare to 
use. I’m not going to say how light; 
that’s up to you. But anything thicker 
than .008 will be apt to scare the fish. 
Soak the leader and fly well before 
casting to insure that they will both 
start to sink instantly. Then move into 
a position where the trout can be seen 
and make a cast upstream so that the 
fly reaches bottom just ahead of the 
fish. 


no the reason for the lightly 
weighted fly becomes apparent. A 
lead-weighted fly would sink too rapid- 
ly, forcing you to make the cast close to 
the fish and run the risk of spooking 
him. A lightly weighted fly allows the 
cast to be made well above the trout 
where the nymph can drift into posi- 
tion with no disturbance. 

Usually a drift of at least six feet is 
necessary, but you'll learn to estimate 
that quickly enough. After the fly 
reaches bottom, simply let it rest there 
for some time, all the while watching 
the fish carefully. You may not be 
able to see the fly, but that isn’t neces- 
sary. 

If the fish moves forward to about 
where you think the fly should be and 
turns momentarily onto his side, that’s 
the time to strike. That’s how trout 
pick up a nymph from the bottom, by 
turning slightly. If you see the slight- 
est flash of the trout’s silver side, strike 
instantly. The indicator fly can be used 
here, as well, but I seldom find it neces- 
sary when the fish is in sight. 

If the trout doesn’t take soon, start a 
very slow hand-twist retrieve until the 
fly is directly at your feet. Sometimes 
the fish will dart swiftly after it just as 
you are about to pick it up. As long as 
the angler remains motionless and 
downstream of the trout he’s not likely 
to be noticed. 

By now you've probably decided you 
lack the patience for all this. I say it 
beats tearing along the stream all day 
in hope of finding a really hungry trout 
or two. 

During summer there’s a high inci- 
dence of heavy rainstorms which most 
anglers tend to avoid, not realizing that 
these storms bring some of the best 
fishing of midseason. Heavy rain cools 
the water of a stream rapidly and 
washes a considerable amount of food 
free, making the fish suddenly very 
active. 

The streams rise quickly and soon 
become discolored. At this stage a 
streamer or spinning lure will take 
trout, but during the time the water is 
rising (or dropping after the storm) 
drifting a sunken nymph will work 
wonders. This is when the fish are 
“tailing.” 

A “tailing” trout is one feeding on 





nymphs drifting along the bottom of a 


stream. The fish take up feeding posi- 
tions in relatively shallow water. When 
a nymph drifts by, the fish noses down 
to pick it up, almost standing on his 
head. The tail of the fish disturbs the 
surface, hence the term “tailing.”’ 

This is much similar to fishing during 
a hatch, for the angler can often see 
the trout’s position. Fish out any like- 
ly looking places carefully, particularly 
the smooth runs at the head or tail of 
any deep pool. These are the places 
the fish move into when they begin to 
feed. 

I remember one afternoon last season 
I was fishing the Quebec end of the 
Coaticook River close to Norton, Ver- 
mont. It had been raining for some 
time and the trout were taking. I al- 
ready had three heavy browns in the 
creel as I approached a long, quiet 
pool. 

Along the north bank, a densely 
wooded hill came right to the water’s 
edge, and the current had undercut the 
bank for 25 or 30 feet. At the tail of 
the pool the river bottom dropped away 
rapidly leaving a slick just ahead of 


the tossing white water. It was here I} 


spotted a tiny ripple that seemed to be 
a trout feeding. 

I cast a weighted caddis nymph a few 
feet above the rings. The indicator fly 


twitched as it came even with the fish. | * 


I struck and hooked a heavy fish. He 
sulked for a second and then surged to 
the top of the pool to come flying out 
of the water. He seemed to hang in 
midair for a moment. I dropped the 


rod tip instantly, but it was too late. | .. 


The trout came crashing down on the 
leader and was gone. It all lasted only 
a few seconds, but I can still see it as 
clear as a picture on a calendar. 

I fished that hole half a dozen more 
times that season, but either someone 
else caught the trout or he learned his 
lesson. I never saw him again. 

It just goes to show that sometimes 
the largest trout make the smallest 


significant rise. And be ready for a rise | 
the first time the trout sees your fly. | 


Your chances for a strike are at least 


five times better on the first cast than | 


the second, and 50 times better than 
the third. 

There are undoubtedly other ap- 
proaches to nymphing which will also 
produce excellent results. You may dis- 
cover them while using the methods 
described here, which cover the more 
common conditions throughout the 
season. 

Put a few nymphs in your box for 
the coming season and give them a try. 
You won’t be sorry. THE END

scamper through lush pastures and 
small woodlots in Green Lake County. 

My friend’s pet sport was fishing for 
the tremendous browns, to which the 
stream was host, with big bass bugs 
just as the last light of day was fading. 
He seldom failed to snag at least one 
bragging brown during an evening. 

The first two nights I fished with 
him, he landed four, two each evening, 
while I managed to net one each night. 
But what fish they were! We’d stand 
knee-deep in the tail of a pool and 
listen. When we heard something that 
sounded like a hog slurping swill, we’d 
cast toward the noise. Occasionally 
we'd be rewarded by a strike, and then 
the water would explode. We'd land 
only about one fish in three because 
the stream was full of brush and roots. 

There is a section of Wisconsin that’s 
a real wildwood full of beauty and fish 
lying within the 365-square-mile Me- 
nominee Indian Reservation north of 
Shawano. It has recently been opened 
to public fishing for a moderate rod 
fee and has just about everything— 
trout, smallmouth bass, northern pike, 
walleyes, sturgeon, and panfish. Top 
river there is the Wolf (see “Newest 
Fishing Area,” OUTDOOR LIFE, Febru- 
ary, 1960). 

On a Wisconsin road map, look west 
of the town of Marinette on Green Bay 
and you'll soon see the reservation. 
Through the middle runs Highway 55. 
Alongside it you'll see a thin blue line 
running north and south. That’s the 
wonderful Wolf, jampacked with trout. 

This, of course, is just the beginning 
of the Wisconsin story, but it includes 
most of the hotspots I’ve heard of 
recently. Use it as a springboard to 
your fishing this year, and see if you 
don’t double your fun. 

Next state in popularity, as far as 
out-of-state anglers go, is Wisconsin’s 
western neighbor, Minnesota. It has so 
many lakes the tabulators gave up 
counting and just said there are more 
than 10,000. Each lake contains at 
least one kind of piscatorial delight, 
and so does each of Minnesota’s hun- 
dreds of streams. 

The Gopher State has, within its 
borders, the headwaters of three of 
the continent’s greatest river systems, 
each teeming with fighting tackle- 
busters. First of these systems is 
what the Indians called the Father of 
Waters, the Mississippi. It rises in 
northern Minnesota at Lake Itasca in 
Itasca State Park, just east of the 
White Earth Indian Reservation. From 
there it grows windingly to a giant 
2,348 miles long and drains a 31-state 
system of some 1,244,000 square miles. 

To anglers, parts of this mighty river 
are pure heaven harboring some tre- 
mendous fish. And, strange to say, 
several parts of the upper Mississippi 
are lightly fished and little known. 
Much of the upper Mississippi is com- 
paratively narrow, fairly clear, and 
looks much like a good Eastern trout 
stream as it flows between limestone 


cliffs. Some of its tributaries are dandy 
trout streams, but the upper river rates 
as a blue-ribbon bass and walleye 
stream with some fair-size northerns 
and muskies to boot. 

Lake Itasca itself is a first-class 
walleye hole from which anglers reap 
a big harvest. From there on down for 
quite a piece, Old Man River is a fine 
walleye stream. 

Once, many years ago, I fished the 
upper reaches of the Mississippi with a 
young Indian guide on a float-paddle 
fishing trip. My guide and I fished a 
feeder stream and the river for more 
than a week, sleeping wherever night 
found us, and only once or twice en- 
countered another angler. The country 
was quite wild then, full of fat, yellow 
walleyes and battling smallmouths, a 
muskie here and there, and the kind of 
peaceful beauty you don’t forget. 

The bass, mostly one and _ two- 
pounders, plus a few heavyweights, 
would rise and smash our hair bugs 
with fury, but it’s the walleyes I 
remember best. They were everywhere 
and seemed starved. They fell all over 
streamers fished along the bottoms of 
the deeper pools in late afternoon and 
evening, and some of those fish were 
big. 

Unquestionably the walleye is Minne- 
sota’s star piscatorial attraction. This 
sweet-tasting gamester brings anglers 
by the hundreds of thousands to Minne- 
sota’s sparkling lakes and rivers. 

Many people, including my friend 
Hank Kehborn, outdoor editor of the 
St. Paul Pioneer Press-Dispatch, agree 
that the walleye is Minnesota’s big 
angling attraction. Hank says one of 
the most popular walleye lakes is Mille 
Lacs Lake, about 75 miles north of the 
Twin Cities. “More than 10,000 wall- 
eye anglers opened the season last year 
on Mille Lacs. Practically everyone 
went home with a boatload of walleyes 
and northerns,” he adds. But Hank 
knows of other hot walleye lakes. 

“Besides Mille Lacs,” he wrote to me, 
“I nominate Winnibigoshish, Leech, 
Owen, Upper Red, Kabetogama, most 
of the larger border lakes in the Su- 
perior National Forest, and, of course, 
the wonderful Rainy.” 


lip naming the Rainy, Hank touched 
one of my favorite walleye spots. I 
consider the Rainy River, with Rainy 
Lake, absolute tops, especially about 
the time the first snow flies and the 
big walleyes are steaming upriver from 
their summer sojourn in big Lake of the 
Woods. If there was ever a top-of-this- 
world walleye river, it is the Rainy. If 
you’re a walleye man at heart and 
haven't fished the Rainy, begin now to 
lay plans for a visit during the very 
late fall. This is the second great river 
system with its headwaters in Minne- 
sota, the Rainy in the North and the 
Red River of the North in the west. 
The two unite in Canada. 

Speaking of walleye rivers, Hank 
likes to fish the Rainy, the St. Croix, 
the Mississippi, the Kawishiwi, the 
Minnesota, the Tamarac, Snake, and 
the Kettle. To Hank’s list our readers 
add Lake of the Woods, Lake Ver- 





million, Birch Lake, White Iron Lake, 
Pelican, Big Detroit, Green, Reno, Min- 
newaska, and Basswood lakes. I can 
personally vouch for Lake of the 
Woods and Basswood as top walleye 
lakes. 

Minnesota has another gamefish that 
draws nearly as many anglers as does 
the walleye. This is the smallmouth 
black bass. According to Hank Keh- 
born, Minnesota’s record smallmouth 
is an even eight pounds, and Hank’s 
personal record is a six-pounder caught 
in Owen Lake near Park Rapids, a lake 
loaded with bass and walleyes. 

When tabulating results of my 
queries to readers and editors about 
Minnesota fishing, I found that two 
lakes tied for first place as best small- 
mouth lakes. One of them was Rainy, 
which is also known for northerns— 
some in the 20-pound class. I’m told it 
also holds some lunker sturgeon. 

The other lake picked as top small- 
mouth water was Basswood, near Ely. 
Certainly it’s one of the best I’ve ever 
fished outside of Maine. As a matter of 
fact, the entire stretch along the Cana- 
dian border from Rainy Lake to Clear- 
water is blue-ribbon smallmouth water. 


Am, if you want walleyes, small- 
mouths, lakers, or northerns in 
giant sizes, Ely is a place to head come 
fishing season. A note to the Ely 
Chamber of Commerce will get you 
descriptive literature, lists of guides 
and places to stay, fishing laws, vaca- 
tion attractions for the nonangling 
members of your family, and just 
about everything you could want to 
know. Ely is headquarters for famed 
wilderness canoe trips, as well as a 
base for comfortable fishing by out- 
board or cabin cruiser from plush 
camps on the big lakes. The area in- 
cludes some 5,000 lakes and many boil- 
ing rivers full of fighting fish. The 
walleyes run up to 12 pounds, the 
smallmouths to six or more, the lakers 
top 30 pounds, and the northerns go 
well past 25. 

This Go-for-Walleye state has some 
pretty fancy largemouth-bass fishing 
too, with nine pounds 14 ounces the 
state record to date. Hottest fishing, 
our readers say, is around Alexandria, 
with its more than 200 lakes, the 
Detroit Lakes area, with its 412 lakes 
within 25 miles of town, Park Rapids, 
Longville, Osakis, Glenwood, Spicer, 
Brainerd, Aitkin, Grand Rapids, Mar- 
cell, and even White Bear Lake near 
the Twin Cities. Hank won't like this, 
but his secret largemouth spot in all 
Minnesota is little-known Owen Lake 
near Bigfork. 

Minnesota is not as long on its 
stream-trout fishing as it is on wall- 
eyes, bass, muskies, northerns, and 
panfish, but it has a few trout waters 
that stack up favorably against most 
trout fishing around the Midwest. If 
you like the wily brown, try the White- 
water River in southern Minnesota, the 
tributaries to the St. Croix, and the 
famous Straight near Park Rapids. My 
favorite for browns is the Straight. 
There are still native brook trout in 
the far-northern rivers and streams 


bordering Lake Superior, and that 
brings us to the third great river sys- 
tem in Minnesota, the Great Lakes-St. | 
Lawrence system with good fishing all 
the way. 

Brookies in Minnesota generally are 
reported as not holding their own. On|} 
the other hand, the exotic browns and 
rainbows are on the increase and now 
supply most of Minnesota’s best trout 
fishing. Another one of her top trout 
streams is the Arrowhead near Grand 
Marais. 

The fast, cold-water rivers of the 
Lake Superior shore offer sensational 
rainbow fishing, and many of the big 
coasters in the lake itself—usually 
thought of as huge brook trout—are 
now rainbows. Virgil Rupp, outdoor 
editor of the Duluth Herald and News- 
Tribune, says the Knife and the Bap- | 
tism rivers are tops for rainbows. Best | 
of all lake-trout waters are now in| 
Snowbank and other border lakes. 

Minnesota’s muskie fishing, while | 
good, is not quite so spectacular as 
you'll find in Wisconsin. The best of it 
is found in Lake of the Woods, which 
runs way up into Canada. Another 
good place lies in the huge area east of 
Bemidji in north-central Minnesota. It 
includes many lakes in the Chippewa 
National Forest area, with particular 
emphasis on Leech Lake, Cass Lake, 
Winnibigoshish Lake, Deer-Moose 
Lakes, Federal Dam, Boy River, the 
Mississippi River (most of it within 
the state), the Big Fork River north of 
Marcell, and the lakes of the Mantrap 
chain near Park Rapids. Write Grand | 
Rapids and Park Rapids chambers of | 
commerce for places to stay, guide list, | 
and other information. For informa- | 
tion on Lake of the Woods, write the 
town of Warroad, Minnesota. 

Northern pike are found in great 
numbers from one end of Minnesota to 
the other, mostly in the lakes. Tops 
are Lake of the Woods, Rainy, Leech, 
and Pepin, the last actually a pond| 
within the Mississippi. In its abund- | 
ance of northerns, Minnesota is espe- 
cially blessed, for* the northern is 
becoming more popular every aenee. | 
 e- catfishing seems to be in st. | 

Croix River. I have reports of some 
real tugboats lurking in this water, 
especially in the region east of Minne- 
apolis-St. Paul. Though the big and 
little breeds of cats in Minnesota 
waters have thousands of ardent fol- 
lowers, I feel they are nearly all local 
anglers. As for crappies and bluegills, 
nearly every lake and river in the state 
is loaded with these delightful panfish. 

For complete information about any 
specific fishing area in Minnesota, write 
to John Henricksson at 213 State 
Office Building, St. Paul 1, Minnesota. 
John has all the dope and is ready and 
willing to lend a hand to anglers 
hankering to fish his state. 

Michigan enjoys third place in the 
number of nonresident fishing licenses 
sold each year, and most of the out-of- 
staters are undoubtedly attracted by 
the bluegill, bass, and northern-pike 
fishing. The state has some of the best 
trout. fishing in the Midwest, and it 
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shares with Minnesota the honor of 
having superlative walleye waters. 
Foremost among these are Big Bay de 
Noc and Little Bay de Noc, both in the 
upper end of Green Bay, a part of Lake 
Michigan near Escanaba, Michigan. 
Green Bay walleye fishing begins to 
get red hot around mid-May and con- 
tinues until late in July. 

One thing that walleye anglers love 
about Green Bay fishing is that there, 
unlike most walleye areas, excellent 
fishing can be had for them during the 
day. You can take walleyes by trolling 
from dawn to sunset in from four to 
20 feet of water. I like to fish a 
streamer behind a small, double-bladed

| those two bays, along with an esti- 


mated 250 miles of shoreline—some 
rocky, some with sharp drop-offs, some 
sandy and gentle. Whatever the shore- 
line, it frames a natural walleye hole 
jampacked with food, shelter, and 
everything a walleye likes. 

If you haul your own boat, there’s a 
fine sandy beach at the head of Big 
Bay de Noc beside the highway that 
makes a dandy launching place. If you 
need a boat and guide, try nosing 
around in Escanaba, Gladstone, Rapid 
River, or Garden. 

Another walleye hotspot is the Drum- 
mond Island area of Lake Huron, espe- 
cially around Raber Bay in the St. 
Mary’s River. Down at the south end 
of Lake Huron, the St. Clair River, 
connecting Lakes Huron and St. Clair, 
offers good walleye fishing except when 
too many smelt are around. Lake St. 
Clair itself, however, is a much hotter 
prospect. 

There are countless walleye spots 
along the lake shores and in the inland 
lakes and rivers of Michigan. Best 
inland lake for my dough is on the 
eastern tip of the upper peninsula, 
Caribou Lake, near Detour. Other good 
lakes are Gogebic, Manistique, and 
Houghton. A very popular walleye area 
of Lake Huron is Saginaw Bay, but it’s 
quite heavily fished during the height 
of the season. 

Many rivers in Michigan support 
good walleye populations and are well 
worth investigating, especially the re- 
gions within a dozen or so miles of 
the Great Lakes. 

Smallmouth and largemouth bass are 
high on the Michigan sport-fishing 
popularity list. Tops of all the state’s 
smallmouth waters for my money are 
the areas around Drummond Island in 
Lake Huron and the rocky reefs off 
Beaver Island in Lake Michigan. Lake 
St. Clair is also pretty good. Gordon 
Charles, outdoor editor of the Record- 
Eagle of Traverse City, has another 
tip for Michigan smallmouth fans. 

“Our Great Lakes have the best in 
the Midwest along the shorelines,” he 
says. “During the hot months of July 
and August, when fishing isn’t worth 
much in the inland lakes during the 
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day, you can take limit catches of 
smallmouths right in the bright sun on 
crawlers and spinning lures. Anywhere 
the shoreline is boulder strewn is a hot 
area for these bass. I can get all a guy 
could ask for right out in front of 
Traverse City in Grand Traverse Bay.” 

The finest bigmouth-bass waters in 
the Wolverine State lie in the marshy 
Wild Fowl and Sebewaing sections of 
Saginaw Bay, northeast of Bay City. 
There, along the miles of marshy 
shoreline, huge bass lurk in the cattails 
and under the various water weeds. 
And here, says my good friend Bud 
Canter of Detroit, is some of the 
fanciest bass bugging in Michigan. 
Lake Leelanau, west of Grand Traverse 
Bay, is one of the best lakes within the 
state for bass, including smallmouths, 
though lakes in the Kalamazoo and 
Pontiac areas offer pretty close com- 
petition for first place. 

Everyone agrees that the top muskie 
water in Michigan is Lake St. Clair, 
almost within sight of the skyscrapers 
of the automobile capital of the world. 
Other Michigan muskie waters right 
up there at the top are the Torch Lake 
Chain, near Rapid City, the Great 
Lakes themselves, and the Indian-Che- 
boygan River system. 

Michigan has won a_ tremendous 
trout-fishing following among many 
Midwest anglers, though its once-excel- 
lent lake-trout fishing has drastically 
suffered from the depredations of the 
sea lamprey. Now this eel is working 
on the rainbows and diminishing the 
spectacular runs of those trout up the 
lake rivers. However, those still pro- 
ducing the best runs of rainbows— 
locally called steelheads—-are probably 
the Huron and Ontonagon rivers flow- 
ing into Lake Superior at the western 
end of the upper peninsula, one on 
each side of the Keweenaw Peninsula. 
Last reports indicate that all of the 
rivers once famed for big rainbow 
runs, especially those on the upper 
peninsula, still have fish in the spring. 


rown trout, because they’re so diffi- 

cult for novices to catch, are pretty 
well holding their own in most of the 
larger rivers. Best of these are the 
Platte and Boardman near Traverse 
City. All the old thrillers, such as the 
Manistee, Au Sable, Sturgeon, Big 
Two Hearted, Pere Marquette, and 
others are drawing tremendous crowds, 
but the harvest of trout is, according 
to reports, somewhat short of expec- 
tations. Top lake for the wily brown 
is Leelanau. This 20-mile-long body of 
water, about eight miles northwest of 
Traverse City, holds some real lunkers. 
According to Gordon Charles, the trout 
average from four to six pounds, with 
fish over 10 pounds common. 

“There are also some so big no- 
body has yet been fisherman enough 
to land them,” he says. 

Northern pike are found in lakes all 
over the state and in the quiet waters 
of nearly all larger streams and rivers, 
with the top being in the lakes and bays 
of Isle Royale National Park. 

Outdoor editors and top anglers tell 
me that perch, bountiful throughout 





Michigan, are neglected. However, these 
sporty and tasty fish, some of them 
pretty big, can be taken from almost 
any dock, pier, or breakwater along 
the Great Lakes, and large runs are 
seen in many places. I once saw 
hundreds of youngsters catching perch 
on a dock near Bay City. From all 
accounts, come spring, perch fishing 
is hot all along the lakes, especially 
around Beaver Island in Lake Michigan 
and at the top of Lake Huron around 
Cedarville. 


he bluegill is one of Michigan’s 

most popular fish. These gamesters 
seem to be around by the zillions in 
weedy lakes, ready to take a fly dur- 
ing May and June when the big hatches 
are on. However, they provide real 
sport all season to hundreds of thou- 
sands of enthusiastic fans throughout 
Michigan, many of whom catch them 
on tiny jigging spoons in combination 
with live bait during winter. 

One of the greatest fishing areas of 
the whole Midwest is the Mississippi 
River. The fishing is' amazingly good 
throughout the maze of channels, pools, 
bayous, sloughs, and backwaters down- 
river through Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, and Illinois. Most of this area 
is overlooked by anglers. The river 
holds hordes of smallmouth and large- 
mouth bass, tons of Kentucky bass, 
plenty of walleyes, sauger, and north- 
erns. When it comes to perch, crappies, 
and sunfish, my readers tell me they 
are in Old Man River by the quadril- 
lions. There are also lots of channel 
and flathead cats as well as bullheads 
in its waters. “You can catch them by 
the bushel,’’ says Jim Dall of Daven- 
port, Iowa. “I caught one that weighed 
48 pounds last summer.” 

There are also spots where you can 
hook into worthwhile sturgeon and 
rainbow trout. And once in a while 
you'll run into one of those strange- 
looking paddlefish, though these are 
becoming quite rare. 

Sometimes it’s hard to realize, when 
passing through Ohio on high-speed 
turnpikes, that this is a pretty good 
fishing state. There is 10 times the 
fishing water that existed in primitive 
times, thanks to a network of lakes 
built for water supply, industrial use, 
flood control, and recreation. Burr 
Oak Reservoir, where the best of Ohio’s 
largemouth-bass fishing is now avail- 
able, is just one example. 

Ohio bass fishermen are fortunate. 
The Bass Islands area of Lake Erie 
north of Sandusky is one of the nation’s 
best for smallmouths, and nearby East 
Harbor is another largemouth hotspot. 
So are all of the Muskingum Lakes, 
especially Clendenning and Piedmont. 
And, while you’re at it, don’t overlook 
the fertile waters of the state’s 25,000 
farm ponds. 

Muskies are now catchable in several 
waters, most notably Leesville Lake, 
Wills Creek, Sunfish Creek, and Hoover 
Reservoir. Rocky Fork Lake near Hills- 
boro, however, is the best bet of all. 

Other spots are Mosquito Creek Res- 
ervoir for bass, Berlin Reservoir for 
walleyes, Portage Lakes for bass and 


panfish, and the streams of central 
Ohio for smallmouths and rock bass. 
Wills Creek and the Muskingum River 
are great for big catfish, and panfish- 
ing is pretty good everywhere. 
Indiana’s really good fishing is spotty. 
The best of it probably lies in the 
Tippecanoe River where there is some 
pretty fair smallmouth fishing. At the 
bottom of Lake Michigan, Indiana and 
Illinois share some of the hottest perch 
fishing in the lake. I’ve actually seen 
the Chicago waterfront lined with 
hundreds of men, women, and children 
hauling in yellow perch up to half a 
pound, while half a mile or so offshore 
boatloads of perch anglers were land- 
ing them up to 1% pounds and larger. 
Catfish, pretty well ignored in much 


of the North and Midwest, come into | 


their own in Iowa. There they are 
fished for almost as feverishly as are 


bass and walleyes across the border in | 


Minnesota. Hottest of the hotspots, 
according to Jack Fuller of Council 
Bluffs, with whom I once fished for 
outsized channel cats near Correction- 
ville, is the Little Sioux River. It 
starts in Minnesota and winds down 
into Iowa near Spirit Lake. From 
there to the distant Missouri, the Sioux 
is a pluperfect channel-cat stream and 
a@ crappie angler’s delight, looking 
much like a good trout stream as it 
flows sparkling through big, fertile 
farms and timber plots. It has fast 
rifles, snags, dark pools, deep holes 
under driftwood, and no still water 
anywhere. Anglers come from far and 
wide rigged for battle with giant chan- 
nel cats, and few go away disappointed. 
Another good spot is the Mississippi 
below Guttenberg Dam, where the flat- 
heads run up to 50 pounds. These are 
only two of the best of hundreds of 
choice cat waters in the Hawkeye 
State, all well worth fishing. Top Iowa 
walleye spots are Spirit and Clear 
Lakes. Lake of the Three Fires is 
excellent for bass, and Green Valley 
Lake, near Creston, is the state’s red- 
hot hole for crappies. 


| be the Dakotas, in a purely man-made 
chain of superlative fishing holes, 
you can hit the jackpot whenever you 
go if you’re in good with the weather- 
man. Here, both in and below the 
huge impoundments, an angler can 
find bass, walleyes, sauger, northern 
pike, channel cats, and bullheads as 
well as panfish by the million. 

Leading in this league of hot fishing 
spots is huge Garrison Dam Reservoir 
in North Dakota, running up the mighty 
Missouri for more than 150 miles from 
Riverdale almost to the Montana bor- 
der, a dream world for any angler. 
Here there are northerns up to 20 
pounds,

the Red River of the North are highly 
recommended. Heart Butte also offers 
plenty of bass, rainbow trout, big 
northerns, white bass, and heavy chan- 
nel cats. Lakes Darling, Ashtabula, 
Brush, and Tewaukon, as well as 
Jamestown Reservoir, are tops for 
outsize northerns. 

Of the two Dakotas, South Dakota 
is said to have the best trout fishing, 
mainly in the Black Hills where more 
than 300 miles of trout streams sparkle 
in the sun. But here, as in North 
Dakota, northern pike, bass, and wall- 
eyes make the fishing, and it is in the 
huge impoundments that it flourishes 
best—waters such as Shadehill Reser- 
voir on the Grand River and the Fort 
Randall Dam on the Missouri be- 
low Chamberlain. Many natural lakes 
throughout South Dakota, however, 
such as Big Stone and Traverse, offer 
pretty fancy fishing, and so do some 
of the streams that feed them. All in 
all, the two Dakotas have plenty to 
offer to enthusiastic anglers, and more 
and more fishermen every year are 
finding this out. 

We have now given you a brief idea 
of what this great Midwestern fishing 
area is like, so dig out your tackle and 
give it a whirl. You won't be disap- 
pointed. THE END

his latest scheme—a spring fishing trip 
to Quabbin Reservoir. 

“I know you fellows always go 
north,” he said. “John and I had a 
trip to Canada in the works, but then 
we started thinking about Quabbin. 
Why should we travel 500 miles when 
we've got a huge lake and king-size 
trout practically in our own back- 
yards?” 

We didn’t need Reg’s persuasiveness 
to spark our interest in this deal. The 
John he referred to was John Kana, 
vice president of a manufacturing 
company in Springfield, and a man 
who takes his fishing seriously. 

“Where else can you catch big brown 
and rainbow trout, lakers, bass, pick- 
erel, and perch all in the same lake?” 
John asked, “I think it’s a pious idea.” 

Besides Reg, John, and myself, there 
were present Ted Fisher, chief of po- 
lice in nearby Chicopee; Win Smith, 
head gunsmith of Noble Firearms, 
and Ray Sparrow, Springfield indust- 
rial photographer. All these men have 
fished from Canada to Florida. 

“Tll go,” Win Smith said. “I've al- 
ways wanted to give Quabbin a work- 
out.” 

“You can count me in,” Ted Fisher 
declared. “And if we get skunked— 
well, I’ve had that happen up north, 
too.” 

We set up the Quabbin jaunt just as 
though it were a trip to Maine or 
Canada, arriving at the lake on Mon- 
day morning and staying through to 
the end of the week. Besides having 


a good time, we thought of our trip as 
a sort of survey of what Quabbin has 
to offer visiting sportsmen. 

I'd fished there once before when the 
big reservoir was first opened to public 
fishing in 1952. I wrote about that ex- 
perience in the August issue of OUT- 
poOR LIFE for that year. 

To recap just a bit, Quabbin Reser- 
voir in central Massachusetts was built 
by the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion to furnish water for the city of 
Boston. With its 24,000-acre surface, 
its 175-mile shoreline, and 415 billion 
gallon capacity, it’s the largest reser- 
voir in the world created as a munici- 
pal water supply. Four towns—En- 
field, Dana, Prescott, and Greenwich— 
lie buried beneath its rolling waters, 
backed up behind the giant Winsor 
Dam. Today its 80,000-acre reserva- 
tion is almost as primitive as it was 
when the first settlers set foot in its 
green, rolling hills 300 years ago. 


Epon the first, Quabbin has teemed 
with fish. The West Branch of the 
Swift River and its tributaries, main 
feeders of the reservoir, had been 
famed local trout streams. A dozen 
or more ponds containing pickerel, 
bass, perch, and bullheads had been 
covered by the rising flood. The trou- 
ble was, no one was allowed to fish 
for them. Then in 1946 the lake was 
opened to shore fishing. In 1952 boat 
fishing became legal. 

Naturally, there was a mad scramble 
to get boats onto this big water. With- 
in days of the opening, lucky fishermen 
started coming in to the dock with six 
and seven-pound bass and pickerel, 
two and three-pound perch, and a lot 
of king-size bullheads. But it was hit- 
or-miss. The boys didn’t know where 
to go or how to fish this vast body of 
water. Curiously, the trout everyone 
knew had to be somewhere in the 
reservoir were conspicuously absent 
from anglers’ creels. 

Still, the fishing was plenty good, 
and the State Division of Fisheries and 
Game set out to make it better. Its 
long-range planning called for succes- 
sive stockings of lake trout, browns, 
and rainbows. The lake trout program 
was especially interesting to local ang- 
lers, for it was the first time Massa- 
chusetts had ever had water big 
enough, deep enough, and cold enough 
to support lakers. It gave the boys a 
new species to go after, and the lake 
trout were also supposed to maintain 
the reservoir’s balance by growing fat 
on suckers, pumpkinseeds, and other 
rough fish. 

Eggs and fingerlings from a neigh- 
boring state were held in the hatchery 
until the young lakers were 10 to 12 
inches long. Then they were planted 
in Quabbin’s cold, deep waters. After 
the first year, the lakers caught aver- 
aged two to 2% pounds. The following 
year they hit the four-pound mark, and 
they’ve been growing ever since. 

The story was the same with the 
browns and rainbows. From _ one- 
pounders the average rose to three, 
four, and five pounds. Quabbin’s new 
gamefish ate so greedily they began 





to clean out the rough fish, and in 1954 
the state stocked 40,000 smeit in the 
reservoir. Today there are an esti- 
mated 200,000 tons of smelt furnishing 
food for Quabbin’s gamefish. I don’t 
know how they arrived at the figure, 
but I do know that six tons of smelt 
were netted from the mouth of one 
small feeder brook during the annual 
spawning run last spring. 

Each year Quabbin’s fish grow larg- 
er, and last spring was no exception. 
The season opened on April 18 and on 
the very first day 13-year-old Stan 
Wrzesien of Ware hauled in a 1214- 
pound brown trout. Within the next 
few days, Fred Dirth of Orange came 
up with an eight-pound brownie. Rich- 
ard Tofil of West Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, topped it with a nine-pounder, and 
Richard Lynch of Grafton took a 7- 
pound brown. Frank Rosinski of Gran- 
by came in with an 8%-pound rainbow, 
and Joseph O’Malley of Holyoke 
creeled a 914-pounder. Arnold Fitch, 
who hails from Boston, wrestled in an 
11-pound lake trout, and Alicia Stowe 
of Worcester cranked in a 914-pounder. 

Meanwhile, our group read reports 
of these catches in the newspapers 
and jittered, waiting for May 4, when 
our turn would come. Not that we 
expected to emulate these feats, for 
there are too many X factors in an- 
gling. But fishermen are incorrigible 
optimists, and each one of us hoped 
that someone—preferably himself— 
would latch onto a monster. 

We arrived at Quabbin on Sunday 
evening, May 3. There are no sporting 
camps in the vicinity as yet, but we 
had a fine substitute in a motel at the 
intersection of Routes 9 and 202 in 
Belchertown, within easy reach of the 
reservoir. Here we unpacked and 
checked our tackle, eager for the morn- 
ing. 


hortly after dawn we entered Gate 8 
and drove three miles through veri- 
table wilderness area. It made me think 
of a logging road winding through the 
woods to some remote lake in Maine. 
When we reached the shore, a strong 
northeast wind, sweeping across 18 
miles of open water, had four-foot 
breakers crashing in spray against the 
rocky shore. 

“Just like Moosehead Lake in Maine,” 
Ted Fisher murmured. 

“This is starting out like most of my 
trips north,” Reg Alden sighed. “Only 
I’m usually caught out on the far side 
of the lake.” 

We waited hopefully, taking heart 
from every lull, only to lose it again in 
a new series of furious gusts. As the 
wind increased, we debated trying to 
find a lee. But then the M.D.C., which 
supervises the fishing, took the decision 
out of our hands. 

“No fishing today,” it decreed, and 
no one could argue with its wisdom. 

On the second day the wind had di- 
minished and by 8 o’clock we were 
afloat. The M.D.C. maintains three 
mooring areas with launching facilities 
at each. It also provides more than 100 
boats and outboard motors. You can 
bring your own outfit if it meets M.D.C.

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regulations. Boats must be at least 12 
feet long and must be equipped with 
buoyant cushions and fire extinguish- 
ers. Motors are limited to 10 horse- 
power. 

We brought our own boats and I was 
partnered with Ray Sparrow. Half an 
hour later I lost my big fish. I did some 
tackle overhauling then and changed to 
a 10-pound-test leader, the heaviest I 
had. 

As we coasted slowly down the 
wooded shoreline, Ray’s reel gave out 
with a shrill screech. Ray had been 
idly watching a squirrel on the shore, 
and if he hadn’t had the rod propped 
against the gas tank there’d have been 
another outfit in the drink. As it was, 
he grabbed it with one hand, threw out 
the clutch with the other, and settled 
down to battle an indignant lake trout. 


IT" deep water on a wire line, the laker 
is more a slugger than a speed- 
ster. In the spring, when he’s surface 
feeding, he’s a different proposition, 
especially on a small spinner and a 
five-ounce rod. This one did a fast- 
stepping underwater ballet around a 
quarter-acre of lake before Ray pumped 
it within reach of the long-handled net. 

We had all agreed earlier not to keep 
anything under five pounds. This fish 
weighed 4% pounds on Ray’s pocket 
scales. Ray looked a little glum as he 
slipped it back into the water. 

A few hundred feet farther on I had 
a strike that tore the shiner from my 
spinner. Ray picked up a brownie at 
the end of the run, but it was a small 


pounds. 

“If I caught this trout anywhere else 
in the state, I’d have my picture in the 
paper,” he said as he tossed it back. 

It was off the island that I finally 
| connected, and when I did it was with 
| @ 644-pound lake trout with smelt com- 

ing out of its ears. And then, abruptly, 
the fishing ended. That’s how it always 
| is in big lakes. Whether it’s barometric 
pressure, the sun, moon, or just plain 
contrariness, fish definitely have their 
| feeding periods. This one was over. We 
trolled till noon without another strike. 
When we met at the mooring area 
for lunch, we found that the rest of the 
gang had had some action, too. John 
Kana had a nice laker, Ted Fisher had 
another. Reg Alden had a 6%4-pound 
| bass. All of them had released several 
smaller fish. 

That afternoon I fished with John 
Kana in his comfortable 16-foot out- 
board boat, and along about 4 o’clock 
| the fish began to feed again. Off the 
| cliffs in a long, narrow finger of Area 
1, John and I ran into a school of 
brown trout rolling on the surface. We 
had a hectic few minutes casting small 
spinning lures. These fish ran from 11% 
| to two pounds, and we took and re- 
| leased four before the school went 
| down. About 100 feet below our keel 
| lay buried the once-thriving village of 
| Prescott. 
| Win Smith and Ted Fisher had left 
the dock when we came in, and when

rainbow ready for the ice. It was a 
warm day and he wasn’t taking any 
chances that his prize would spoil. 

Somewhere along the way, Reg Alden 
had decided it would help our survey to 
have the services of a couple of frog- 
men. For Reg it’s only a step from 
idea to accomplished fact, and on 
Wednesday morning the two frogmen 
were waiting for us at the dock. One, 
Al Popp of Holyoke, is a dealer in skin- 
diving equipment and head of the 
Western Massachusetts Underwater 
Recovery Service. The other, Harvey 
Mayo of Springfield, is a commercial 
artist who has taken up diving as an 
avocation. 

Reg had not only wangled permission 
for Harvey and Al to do some under- 
water exploring, but Roy Kimball, the 
efficient and co-operative superintend- 
ent of the big reservoir, had placed the 
commission’s 46-foot cruiser Greenwich 
at the divers’ disposal, under Russ 
Snow, chief forester, who supervises 
the three fishing areas at Quabbin. The 
M.D.C., too, was anxious to have an 
eyewitness report on its fish population. 

With Harold Mellin of the M.D.C. 
staff at the helm, we put out from the 
dock and rounded a rocky point. Here 
the divers strapped two 25-pound ccem- 
pressed air tanks to their backs, fas- 
tened 75-pound lead belts around their 
waists, and went over the side. When 
they were set, they grabbed a trapeze 
rig towing astern and the Greenwich 
slowly sea-sledded them along the 
shore some 50 feet below the surface. 

Every now and again, at a signal 
tug on the rope, the boat stopped while 
the divers explored their surroundings. 
An hour later, far down the shore, they 
came aboard again. They had a dozen 
or so spinners apiece which they’d 
found festooning submerged brush and 
trees. 

They'd gone to a depth of 80 feet and 
covered some seven miles of lake bot- 
tom. They had seen old stone walls, 
the remains of barbed-wire fences, old 
cellar holes, and—mute testimony of a 
bygone era—an old traffic sign. 

“We're the only people who have set 
foot in the streets of Enfield since 
1938,” Harvey declared as he relaxed 
in the broad cockpit. 

And they’d seen fish—mostly lake 
trout—in schools of 100 or more. “I 
chased one laker,” Al Popp reported, 
“that was at least 30 inches long.” 


he fish, they found, stayed pretty 

much in a 10-foot band of water 
some 10 feet below the surface. Near 
bottom they found no fish at all—useful 
angling information. 

I fished with Reg next morning and 
we ran our lures about 15 feet below 
the surface. By noon we'd picked up 
two lake trout over five pounds, as well 
as one brown and one rainbow, both 
under five pounds. The rainbow was as 
silvery as a landlocked salmon, with a 
broad, red stripe along his flanks. 

That afternoon we fished around a 
small, rocky island. The day before, 
Russ Snow had told us that during 
World War II bombing crews out of 
Westover Air Force Base had used the 





island as a target. It was here that they 
practiced the skip-bombing that later 
destroyed the Nazi submarine pens on 
the German coast. 

As we circled back of the island, 
Reg’s rod bent in a straining arc and 
60 feet behind the boat a gleaming 
rainbow jumped. 

“What'll he go, Reg?” I asked, pick- 
ing up the net. 

Reg grunted. “Twelve pounds 
lose him,” he said, pumping hard. 

He had hardly spoken when his rod 
suddenly straightened and the line 
hung limp. When he reeled in we saw 
that the line had been cut as if by a 
razor. Looking over the side we saw 
why—rusty fragments of metal scat- 
tered about on the bottom. 

Reg sighed. ‘‘That’s what you could 
call a delayed action bomb,” he de- 
clared sadly. “I’m a casualty of the 
war 15 years after it ended.” 

All week, as I fished this mighty 
lake, I couldn’t get over my wonder at 
its truly wilderness aspects. Once we 
entered Gate 8 each morning, we found 
ourselves in a world of dense woods, 
foaming brooks, vast space, and soli- 
tude. Deer came to drink at the edge 
of quiet coves, small animals rustled in 
the thickets, and eagles wheeled high 
overhead. A pair of these great birds 
has nested on the shores of Quabbin 
for the past 10 years. 


if I 


he next day Reg got another bass 

that went just five pounds and Ted 
Fisher creeled an eight-pound laker. 
The best I could do was a three-pound 
pickerel that lanced out of a pocket of 
weeds and torpedoed my pearl wobbler. 

That wound it up, and at a steak din- 
ner that night we recapped the week’s 
fishing and the results of our informa 
survey. In our considered opinion, 
Quabbin Reservoir has come a long 
way in the eight years it has been open 
to fishing. Any lake that produces 
1214-pound brown trout and nine-pound 
rainbows is a contender for national 
honors. Moreover, the lake is still 
young and its scientific stocking pro- 
gram still younger. 

Year by year, its fish are growing 
larger. Cheney Dodge, state fisheries 
expert, confidently predicts that any 
season now—possibly this one—Quab- 
bin will yield brown and rainbow trout 
of 15 pounds or more and lake trout up 
to 20. After that, who knows? With 
200,000 tons of smelt to feed on, there’s 
no telling what can happen. A world- 
record fish might be taken here. 

From the fisherman’s point of view 
it has much to offer. It’s accessible to 
Boston, New York, and other large 
centers of population, thereby reducing 
travel time and expense. And your 
chances of catching king-size fish and 
plenty of them are as good here as 
they are on any other wilderness water. 

Our party didn’t catch any record- 
breakers, but we were well satisfied. 
Reg Alden summed up the situation. 
“I believe, gentlemen,’ he declared, 
“that we owe it to ourselves and pos- 
terity to make this survey of Quabbin 
Reservoir an annual affair.”

plenty coons, and we'll give the dogs a 
chance to flush one out.” 

For quite a while we heard nothing 
from the hounds, so we just sat and 
talked coon hunting. While we were 
waiting, I asked Allen what advice he’d 
give to coon hunters just beginning to 
hunt at night. 

“Concentrate on training one or two 
dogs rather than a whole pack,” he 
answered. ‘And give the dogs plenty 
of running and plenty of hunting. They 
don’t learn anything in a kennel.” 

He pointed out that while he and his 
friends hunt the hill country, coons 
most places are more plentiful around 
swamps and marshlands. His advice is 
to spend plenty time around water. 
Allen likes the frosty, nippy nights 
better than the damp ones. 

Cecil recalled the time they were 
hunting near Cabin Creek, West Vir- 
ginia, and Queen struck a sizzling track 
near the edge of a coal strip-mining 
operation. It was more than 2% hours 
later when she finally pushed a big 
coon up a tree. 

“Where she’d found the track origi- 
nally,” Cecil said, “the giant bulldozers 
had toppled over a whole forest to make 
way for the stripping. Big trees were 
criss-crossed all over the place. The 
coon just dodged back and forth under 
the fallen tree trunks, and I must have 
traveled half a mile like Tarzan-—over 
the tops of them.” 

When Allen finally shot that coon 
out of the tree, the two hunters found 
it was the same three-legged coon 
they’d tracked unsuccessfully many 
times before. One leg had been lost in 
a trap. But even more unusual was the 
coon’s weight of 214% pounds, making 
it the biggest coon either man has ever 
caught. 

Coons do get heavier in captivity, of 
course, but it’s exceedingly rare when 
they do so in the wild. Besides, coons 
here in the hills of southern Ohio, 
where the living isn’t too easy, are 
longer-legged, more streamlined, and 


| faster than the coons I’ve seen in the 
| Deep South, or even around the fertile 
| cornfields of northern Ohio. 


We were still discussing the Cabin 
Creek hunt when Allen cautioned us 
to be silent. For a few seconds we 
heard nothing; then, faintly across the 
night, came the sound of a hound in 


| full cry. 


| Dolly!” 


Almost together my hosts said, “It’s 
Then Allen added, ‘“She’s 
struck over by Mud Fork.” 

Mud Fork must have been a mile 


| away, but the route we covered to get 


; the while 


there was vastly more than that. We 
followed Leading Creek until the under- 
brush got too dense and the stream 
turned too far south. We headed for 
high ground, but getting there was no 
small matter. 

First we ran head-on into a steep, 
sandstone cliff. Even Allen couldn't 
climb it, so we wasted 10 or 15 minutes 
trying to find a route around it. All 
we could hear the chase 


going full tilt in the distance. Although 
the acoustics in this country do strange 
tricks with night sounds, I could make 
out Sing’s high chopmouth on the trail. 
But evidently she was running well 
behind Dolly, a squealer whose voice 
doesn’t carry far when she’s on the 
track. Queen and even Patsy were in 
the race. It was a great temptation to 
stop and listen as the chase unraveled, 
but Allen Duff pushed ahead. 

“Let’s keep going,’ he said, “before 
they get out of hearing and we lose 
them.’' 

I remember crossing a barbed-wire 
fence and taking a step to follow Cecil 
Vance, who was nearest to me. Next 
thing I knew, I was tumbling head 
over heels down a steep grade. If I 
hadn’t managed to grab a tree, I think 
I'd still be rolling. After that we con- 
tined down the hill inches at a time, 
but even that pace didn’t keep Allen 
from temporarily losing his footing. 
He also managed to catch a tree. 

Any guy who bushwhacks through 
this upside-down country at night has 
to really enjoy coon hunting and moun- 
tain hound music. Before we reached 
the dogs, I had the following problems: 
1. My face was scratched by unseen 
blackberry briers. 2. I’d lost my cap. 
3. All the muscles in both legs were 
complaining. Then, as it frequently 
does in coon hunting, the unexpected 
happened. Even though we found 
Dolly whining, whimpering, and trying 
to claw her way to reach a mad, spit- 
ting coon in a hornbeam tree, we dis- 
covered that the other dogs were run- 
ning a separate coon track farther 
away. 


llen shot Dolly’s coon, put it in the 
sack with the first one, and hurried 
toward the other dogs at a full trot. 
We started after him, but Cecil sud- 
denly stopped and held up his hand for 
quiet. The dogs sounded as if they 
were breathing down the coon’s neck, 
but the chase had abruptly turned 
west. 

“Now they’re driving down Mud 
Fork,” Cecil told me, “and I think I 
know an easy way to head them off.” 

For several hundred yards he and I 
circled around a hillside until we found 
a cowpath parallel to a small meadow 
brook. We followed the path until it 
dead-ended into a fence. We climbed 
the fence and reached a gravel town- 
ship road. Now the dogs were closer 
and coming our way. We met them 
where the road crosses Mud Creek on 
an old concrete culvert bridge. In fact, 
Cecil and I were waiting there when 
the coon, the four dogs, and Allen—in 
that order—plunged into the water just 
below us. I almost forgot to use my 
camera when Dolly caught the coon at 
water’s edge. Maybe I should say the 
coon caught Dolly. There’s no telling 
for sure what happened except that fur 
flew and there was one furious battle 
going on. 

Almost any coon is more at home 
than a dog is in the water. A big boar 
like this one is especially formidable. 
Many a good cooner has been drowned 
in a set-up like this, but these dogs had 





been in similar situations often. Be- 
sides, the odds of four to one were too 
great against the coon. In five min- 
utes, Allen stuffed the animal in his 
gunny sack. I started to congratulate 
him on the fine dog work, figuring we 
were about to return home, but it 
didn’t work out that way. 

As we sat and lit up a smoke beside 
the culvert, Queen and Dolly slipped 
off into the darkness. They had a good 
10-minute head. start before Allen re- 
membered to call them, but it wasn’t 
any use. The dogs didn’t return. They’d 
found a brand-new track about half a 
mile away. 

“Those dogs don’t know when to 
quit,” Allen said. 

And neither did their masters. To 
men and dogs alike, finding that fresh 
coon track was like ringing a fire bell 
in front of an old fire horse. All at 
once the whole crew was in high gear 
again; I had no choice but to follow 
them. 

This must have been a bottom-land 
coon rather than one from the hills, 
because it didn’t take to high ground. 
Rather it ran an erratic, weaving pat- 
tern through the valley, keeping the 
yowling hounds half crazy most of the 
time. 

The coon would jump into a brook, 
follow it for a distance, and then jump 
out on the other side. Each time the 
coon tried this maneuver it caused the 
dogs to make a loss and gave him more 
running room. But each time the dogs, 
usually Queen or Dolly, found the spoor 
again and opened up. The race grew 
so exciting that I even forgot about 
the sore and tired limbs I was dragging 
around. One time the dogs seemed to 





have the animal cornered, but some- 
how he slipped away. Cecil thought | 
he’d slipped away for keeps. But the} 
coon made a mistake; he squirted out | 
into an open cornfield, and one of the | 
hounds was right behind him. 

The coon tried to dodge in and out | 
among the corn rows, but four dogs 
were simply too many to elude. They 
finally caught him, and from the sound 
of things, it must have been a tre- 
mendous fight. It was all over before | 
we got there. The coon was an 18-| 
pound male, a fine specimen anywhere | 
you find him. 

To me, this all-night hunt that took 
four coons was an extraordinary ex- 
perience. But for Allen Duff it was 
just a run-of-the-mill hunt. 

“The dogs were pretty sharp,” he 
conceded, “but they had it too easy. 
No really rough chases tonight.” 

“And the rougher they come,” Cecil 
Vance added, “the better we like ’em.” 

I just thought it wise to mention 
that last bit of conversation in case 
any OUTDOOR LIFE readers plan to ac- 
cept Allen’s standing offer to go coon 
hunting any night at all when the 
season is open. THE END

‘Touse

The only spot to place dynamite was at the small 
opening where the old coon hound pleaded for help 


toward a big coon hunt for that night. 
Long before the heavy shadows began 
to fall across the eastern slopes, the 
decision was made. 

The hunting party consisted of Luke 
and two of his sons, Aleny Owens and 
two of his sons, and also Bruce Nix and 
David, a brother to Luke. Final plans 
called for them to travel over about 15 
miles of mountain roads to a place 
where they would leave the car and 
take to the mountains on foot. The 
territory was known to be extremely 
rugged and somewhat perilous, in view 
of the rocky cliffs, but not a man in the 
party had a thought of anything un- 
usual happening.

seemingly unattached, wafted down- 
ward. 

I hesitate to call what happened a 
strike. Usually—in most types of fish- 
ing—there is first the jolt, then the 
short pause while the surprised fish 
hangs there, and you set the hook, and 
finally, the run. But when my first 
king hit he must have been traveling 
40 miles an hour. He’d seen the shrimp 
drifting down and had lanced at it from 
a distance. 

One second I was tensely holding the 
rod, the next I was raised out of my 
seat. The rod slammed into a curve, 
the straining line hummed as it sliced 
water, and the reel brake grated. 
As I laid back on the rod, my feet 
braced against the rail, I heard Mc- 
Carty shout, “Strike!” 

I was conscious of the action as he, 
too, got into position to fight a fish. 
Then the two rod tips swung close to- 
gether. We were both too busy to know 
what the other was up to. I was con- 
scious of another boat appearing from 
behind a swell. Two fishermen were 
standing in the aft cockpit, and each 
had a one-handed spinning rod. Both 
rods were bent. I saw Bob make a 
grab at the wheel and the gearshift to 
turn us a bit. There was another boat 
cutting across in front. When it came 
around into my view, I could see there 
were three men in it. All were play- 
ing fish. 

“They’re here in droves,” McCarty 
said. 

While his left arm held the rod high 
and back, his right, with a gaff in it, 
made a chopping pass over the side. 
He heaved a glittering, javelin-shaped 
kingfish aboard. Dropping the rod, 
McCarty grabbed the bat and clubbed 
the fish. Then he unhooked it and 
pitched it into a container. 

Then he moved across the boat with 
the gaff and leaned at the rail beside 
me. My king came in swirling around 
on top, throwing water in our faces. 
Bob made a pass and missed. The fish 
sounded. I worked it back up and it 
came around in another spray-tossing 
circle. It was still a bit green. I held 
it hard to keep its head up. Finally it 
slashed in close to the boat, and Bob 
swung the gaff in it and heaved it 
aboard. 

We looked at each other and grinned. 
“We've got it made,” I said. 

The first time I'd gone down to Port 
Aransas from the Texas hill country 
200 miles inland, I had been too early. 
Some Spanish mackerel were in, but no 
kings. McCarty had promised to let 
me know when they appeared, and 
when his card came saying the kings 
were on their way, I lost no time. 

The king, as most fishermen know, 
is an outsize mackerel closely related 
to, but averaging much larger than, 
the Spanish mackerel. It prefers the 
warm waters of the Atlantic and the 
Gulf of. Mexico, and travels in large 
schools like all its tribe. In some 
places there is a lot of confusion about 


the name and identity of this fighter. 

Most books call the species cero 
or king mackerel, while anglers usual- 
ly refer to the fish as kings or kingfish. 
The main confusion stems from the in- 
sistence in some quarters on calling 
the whiting, a bottom-feeding croaker 
of the surf and shallows, a kingfish. 
This totally unrelated fish bears no 
physical resemblance to the king 
mackerel. 

The ones we had just brought aboard 
weren’t big; they were average. 
Although king mackerel reach 70 to 80 
pounds occasionally, and those of 25 
or more are not rare, they usually run 
from five to 15 pounds. That’s plenty 
of fish when you know how this racy 
predator operates. It is doubtful if any 
salt-water gamefish can beat kings for 
speed and brute strength. 

As I got my next shrimp over the 
side I could see several silver streaks 
passing like jets below. One broke 
away and banged into the shrimp. 
“No wonder this is one of the most 
popular gamefish in the sea,” I grunted 
to Bob. “When they’re in they’re 
swarming.” 


y now there were more boats in the 

area, and I could see their occu- 
pants fighting fish. The boys with the 
light, one-handed spinning rods were 
still working away at their first ones. 
They were finding out just how long 
it takes to lick a good king on a limber 
rod. But they were having great sport. 
They were fishing lead-head jigs in 
yellow and white, I learned later. I 
could see another member of their 
party casting and letting his lure drop 
20 feet or so. This is a good method. 
Kingfish are not deep-water fish. They 
cruise in the wide-open spaces most of 
the time, but they feed fairly close to 
the surface. 

I could see another boat, a small one 
with a big outboard motor. Its two 
occupants were using regulation, fresh- 
water, bass-casting tackle. A lot of 
this is done off the Texas coast, and I 
suddenly wondered how a king would 
be on a fly rod. I had taken Spanish 
mackerel on one, with a white streamer, 
but had never tried the rig on kings. I 
was sure it would work. 

McCarty nodded toward the small 
outboard. “I don’t like to see them way 
out here,” he said. “I know those guys 
think they’re perfectly safe, but last 
year seven of these little boats sank, 
and we had to pick up the fishermen. 
This water can get mighty rough in a 
hurry.” 

I got my fish aboard and reached for 
my camera as other boats drifted near- 
by. I was thinking about the numerous 
winters I had spent in Florida, about 
the kingfishing there, and how meth- 
ods differ. The Texas coast variety 
isn’t widely known, and few anglers 
realize its great potentialities. No 
port along this coast is crowded, and 
charter prices are reasonable. Mc- 
Carty’s rate card, for instance, lists 
a dock-to-dock price of $35 for an 
eight-hour day for one or two fisher- 
men. Additional anglers pay $5 each. 

There’s something else about this

counted 20 boats scattered in a broad | 


area over the blue swells, all sticking 
fairly close to the streak. Not a boat 
was trolling. Southeastern fishing for 
kings is seldom anything but trolling. 
Trolling is fine, but it’s been my ex- 
perience that some skippers who do it 
rarely stop their boats to let their 
customers play fish. Off Texas, the op- 
posite is true. Sporty fishing is what 
everyone wants, including the skippers. 
Using light tackle, free shrimping, 
drifting, and casting are all popular. 
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I have yet to see a really heavy rig | 
used by any knowledgeable fisherman | 


after kings along the Texas coast. 


McCarty and I discussed this while | 


we watched the show around us. “I 


think some of the sportiness of king- | 
fishing here is because the fish itself | 


is not much handled commercially,” 
said Bob. 

This puzzled me. 
kingfish can’t be topped, but many 
Texas coast anglers don’t care to eat 
them and give their catches to orphan- 
ages or other public institutions.

“Why aren’t they in the green) 
water ?”’ I asked. 

He shrugged. “Light, maybe. Per- 
haps there’s better protection in the 
dark-blue water. It’s interesting, too, | 
that kings seem to hit best on sunny, | 
fairly calm days. Rough water’s never 
as good.” 

Just then, ahead of us, spray flew 
as small fish leaped wildly out of the 
water. A school of bonito was after 
them. We saw several more bonito 
schools as we went on in. 

Next morning I met Bob at the 
wharf shortly after daylight. He was 
making some new rigs, twisting hooks 
and jigs onto stout wire leaders. One 
look at the needlesharp teeth of a 
king and you know why you have to 
have wire leaders. I told Bob how I 
used to troll with a spoon garnished 
with a strip of mullet, and how kings 
would hit short and exasperate every- 
one by slashing the bait off at the hook. | 

“That’s one reason we like free | 
shrimping better,” Bob said. ‘When 
they take it, they’ve really got it.” 

Bob had a party to take out that | 
morning, but I was going along to take | 
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pictures. Business was picking up now, 
This was Memorial Day weekend—a 
good date to remember. It generally 
marks the beginning of the really good 
kingfishing. 

Kingfish are skittish of the cold and 
disappear from this part of the Gulf in 
winter. They migrate back up from 
Mexican waters as spring arrives, mov- 
ing with the advance of hot weather 
up the long stretch off Padre Island 
from Port Isabel—on the southern tip 
of Texas—and continuing beyond the 
north end of Padre Island, opposite 
Corpus Christi. Mustang Island begins 
here and runs north 18 miles to end at 
Port Aransas. 


here are, of course, many places 

below and above Aransas where 
kings can be caught, but this old is- 
land village—now a booming resort—is 
really geared to it. Boats are numer- 
ous, there being about 42 charter-boat 
skippers in the Port Aransas Boat- 
man’s Association. The big free pier 
and the long jetties on either side of 
the mile-long ship channel offer no-cost 
fishing for hundreds of anglers. Out- 
board boats can safely fish on calm 
days all through the channel and 
around the ends of the jetties, which, 
with their tide rips, are hot locations. 

There are all manner of accommo- 
dations, from inexpensive housekeeping 
cottages to the plushiest motels. There 
are also good restaurants and stores. 
For family fishermen, who need to keep 
everyone entertained, there are miles of 
free beaches and sand dunes. 

Presently McCarty’s customers, Bob 
Bailey and his daughter Mrs. Janet 
Barnes, were settled aboard and we 
headed out the channel. Bailey, from 
Martinsville, Indiana, was visiting his 
daughter in Corpus Christi and they’d 
decided to have a go at the kings. Soon 
we were out among the gathered boats 
on the same grounds as before. 

Someone in another boat shouted 
and held up a monster king. It certain- 
ly weighed 25 pounds or more. “Just 
landed it,” the excited angler yelled. 

I could see that McCarty was ex- 
cited. ‘“I’d like to hit those,” he said. 
And then, as Janet looked question- 
ingly, he explained. “Kings seem to 
hang together by size, or, I suppose, 
age. Hit a school of small ones and 
they’re all small. Catch a big one and 
they’re all likely to be big.” 

Just then the lady had a hit. Almost 
immediately her father was into one 
too. I shinnied up to the galley roof 
and took pictures as they played their 
fish. From then on there was continu- 
ous action all morning. 

At one point McCarty swung a fish 
aboard by the wire leader instead of 
gaffing it. It flopped and snapped its 
jaws wildly as Bob reached for his club. 

“Never touch one until he’s had it,’ 
McCarty said, tapping the fish smartly 
on the head. “They’re vicious.” 

I recalled that once in Florida I'd 
seen an excited fisherman try to re- 
move a hook from a king before killing 
it. He was lucky he had any hand left. 

We didn’t hit into the 25-pounders 
that morning, and I remembered that 


big kings often break the clear-water 
rule and frequent somewhat murky 
waters close to shore.. Why, I don’t 
know, but while I was at Port Aransas 
the bulk of the big ones I saw caught 
came right off the pier. 

It was about 1 p.m. when we docked, 
with the anglers well sunburned and 
pleasingly weary from fighting kings. 
The fish can couldn’t have held another. 
I bid McCarty good-by. 

My Gulf fishing was about over. I 
was due in northern Michigan in five 
days, but late that afternoon, when the 
tide was moving in, I couldn’t stand it 
any longer. I took a one-handed spin- 
ning rod with plenty of backbone, a | 
reel loaded with 200 yards of 10-pound | 
monofilament, put a few yellow and | 
white jigs and a few short wire lead- | 
ers in my pocket, and worked my way | 
out on the slippery south jetty. 

This is a dangerous place when it’s | 
wet. The best way to negotiate it is to | 
wear ice creepers. At the end of it 
great waves were breaking over the | 
huge fill rocks, and swirling frothy rip | 
poured around to the right. Birds were | 
picking at baitfish that skittered along 
the edge of the swirl as I snapped on a | 
white jig and hurled it as far as I} 
could. It fell into the clear, blue-green | 
water at the edge of the murk. I let it | 
sink, picked up sharply and reeled fast, | 
jerking the rod tip in short sweeps. | 

The jig had made no more than four 
or five surges when the strike came. 
Mackerel? Blue runner? Jack? I} 
never thought the 10-pound line would | 
stand that run, but finally the fish 
turned and I won back some monofila- | 
ment. At last I got him up on the | 
rocks. He was a king. 

I missed some strikes and lost sev- | 
eral fish. Two cut me off because my | 
wire leaders were too short. When I | 
quit a couple of hours later I had 
three fish. I crept back along the 
jetty and drove past the dock to put | 
them on ice in one of the fish houses. 
Behind Fisherman’s Wharf a boat had | 
just come in. Somehow its occupants | 
had missed the schools and had just | 
one fish. But what a specimen! I 
stared at it, thinking how glad I was I | 
hadn’t hooked one like it out on the | 
end of the jetty. The skipper put it on | 
the dock scales. It weighed just ad 
pounds. 

“How was it?” I asked the fellow | | 
who’d caught it. 

He nodded toward his rod, which | 
looked light for that size fish. ““Whew!” | 
he said. 

I knew what he meant. I feel the | 
same way about this Texas king- | 
fishing. THE END

using different offerings, as we were, to 
find out what would connect. 

I picked up the rig and adjusted the 
tension on my reel. I was using a free- 
spool casting reel of the type designed 
to use monofilament line; my rod was 
a medium-action glass model. Dusty’s 
outfit was nearly identical. 

Past experience proved to me that 
Watauga smallmouths are first cousins 
to tigers, and using light spinning 
tackle along the brush and stump- 
infested banks can spell disaster. A 
bass can make one quick dash into 
these obstacles and be gone. One needs 
tackle with enough backbone to snub 
a run. 

Actually, the tackle displayed in our 
boat might have surprised many fisher- 
men. In addition to the outfits just 
described, we each had a spinning rod 
and a heavy trolling rig. A full day of 
fishing on this lake would give us an 
opportunity to use all three. Occasion- 
ally I also stow a fly rod aboard, when 
fishing Watauga, for bugging for bass 
or bluegills. On this trip it was too 
early for top-water action. 

Dusty dropped his lure at the base of 
a stump projecting from the water and 
began bumping the jig slowly down the 
steep contour of the bank. He immedi- 
ately became lost in concentration as 
he felt out the obstacle-strewn bottom. 
I cast ahead and eased the spinner 
along slowly, allowing it to sink deep. 

A whoop from the distance indicated 
that Bill had scored. It was still too

dark to see what he had, but I was sure

| almost whipped the rod from my hand. 


My reflexes weren’t fast enough, and I 


| was left with a limp line and a sinking 
| feeling. Dusty hadn’t noticed it, and 


when I cussed he turned my way. 

“Backlash, or was it a... whoa!” 
He stoppéd talking and hauled back on 
the rod. Seconds later the water 30 
feet away was lashed to a froth as a 

| smallmouth exploded and tailwalked 

along the surface. Three such exhibi- 
| tions and several minutes later, I 
| Slipped the net under two pounds of 
smallmouth fury. 

Dusty was catching his breath and 
shakily lighting a cigarette. “Now 
what was that sequence?” he asked. 
“Smallmouths, largemouths, crappies, 
and trout? I’m due a largemouth next, 
| huh?” 
| What I hadn’t mentioned to Dusty in 
| listing our possibilities on Watauga 

were the other species we might take. 
There is a kaleidoscopic offering in this 
high, mountain-bordered TVA lake, and 
in addition to the species already men- 
tioned there are brown trout, walleyes, 
cutthroat trout, kokanee salmon, and 
kamloops trout. The latter, a member 
of the rainbow family, is the holder of 
the world-record weight in that divi- 
wa caught in Pend Oreille Lake in 
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Idaho. The kamloops trout is a fairly 
recent arrival in Watauga, but biolo- 
gists hold much hope for it as a lake 
trout species for Tennessee. 

Relatively isolated, and _ receiving 
only token fishing pressure, Watauga is 
situated in the northeast corner of 
Tennessee, that portion bordered by 
both Virginia and North Carolina. It 
is one of the youngest TVA impound- 
ments, and has been open to anglers 
since 1950. Yet in that short period it 
has developed into one of. the finest 
fishing lakes in the TVA chain. But 
due to its location, few know of it. 

Fishermen coming to Watauga will 
find everything they need in the way of 
accommodations. Nine boat docks are 
scattered around the lake, five of which 
offer cabins for rent on a daily or 
weekly basis. Hotel and motel accom- 
modations are available in Johnson 
City, Tennessee, which lies just 30 
miles from Watauga. Other motels and 
restaurants can be found between 
Johnson City and Watauga, though 
most are located at Elizabethton and 
Hampton, two smaller towns on the 
route. Prices range generally from $5 
to $8 daily. 

Sportsmen planning to camp will 
find several TVA access areas along 
Tennessee Highway 67, which borders 
the lake. These are equipped with 
tables, fresh water, toilets, and sites to 
pitch tents or park trailers. Boats can 
be launched at these areas. All of 
Watauga’s boat docks have rental boats 
and motors. Boat rentals average from 
$2 to $3 daily, while boat and motor 
combinations range from $5 to $10 a 
day. 


gf Rawerresenety nonresident licenses are 
reasonable. Three-day sport-fishing 
permits are available at $1.50, with a 
10-day permit running to $2. Both 
resident and nonresident fishermen are 
required to purchase a special trout 
stamp, costing $1, in addition to their 
permit. 

Watauga has produced smallmouth 
bass of nearly nine pounds, and large- 
mouths running even bigger. Walleyes 
of better than 15 pounds have been 
taken, but they are by no means a 
prominent species. Crappie and blue- 
gill fishing is especially good. 

One of the big drawing cards is the 
bragging-size rainbow trout in Wa- 
tauga. Ten-pound-plus rainbows have 
been taken from the lake, and a 12- 
pound 10-ounce trout was taken in 1959 
from Doe Creek during the spectacular 
winter spawning run. These fish, which 
stay in Watauga during the principal 
part of the year, begin moving up into 
Doe Creek during October—usually 
about midmonth—and continue to run 
through February. Peculiarly, there 
are two separate periods when there 
are heavy concentrations of trout in 
Doe Creek, one in “November, and the 
other beginning in late December and 
continuing through January. 

Due to the attraction of the Doe 
Creek run, the Tennessee Game and 
Fish Commission opened an experi- 
mental winter season on this stream. 
Under these special regulations, the 





portion of Doe Creek lying below the 
bridge on Highway 67 remains open 
for trout fishing year-round. The por- 
tion above the bridge is closed during 
November and February to take pres- 
sure off the spawning fish. 

Trout taken during the Doe Creek 
run average over three pounds, and in 
the past few years, six and eight pound- 
ers have not been uncommon. 

Dusty’s fish had put me behind, so I 
cast again where I got my first strike. 
A thorough working of the spot didn’t 
produce, so I eased the boat farther 
along the bank. 

I was paying more attention to what I 
was doing now. Snaking a cast into a 
spot between two rocks did the trick. 
The lure hardly hit the water when I 
saw a swirl. é struck instinctively, and 
was fast into a bass. 

The fish seemed determined to sound 
the bottom; it angled away from the 
shallow water and drove down toward 
the depths. I checked the run, and it 
came straight up and out like a rocket. 
My heart skipped a beat when I caught 
sight of the smallmouth. Before it had 
time to skip a second beat, the fish was 
back down and boring away again. I 
tightened up a little on the star drag, 
turned the bass, then had to reel like a 
maniac when the fish came directly 
toward me and darted under the boat. 

It seemed like a week before Dusty 
succeeded in getting the net under the 
fish. We finally managed to get the 
chunky smallmouth safely aboard. My 
knees felt as if they’d turned to jelly. 
Dusty’s scale showed it to be 5% 
pounds. 

We worked the rest of the bank with 
only one more flurry. A pint-size small- 
mouth swatted my spinner, then tossed 
it free. Doing so saved me the trouble 
of releasing it, for it was quite small. 
Tennessee has no size limit on bass, 
but I never keep small fish unless they 
have been injured by the hook. 

We picked another bank and worked 
it thoroughly. Dusty scored with a 2% 
pounder, then I boated one which went 
344, pounds. Shortly afterward, small- 
mouth action went dead. Nothing 
would coax them into striking. 


he first sign of sunlight projected 

beams of light into the coves, and I 
had a hunch it was time to switch 
tactics. Watauga smalimouths often 
stop feeding early, just about the time 
largemouths begin to prowl. 

Dusty, looking back into an inviting 
hollow, suddenly stiffened. “Did you 
see that?’’ He was almost shouting. 
“Look!” 

He was frantically probing into his 
tackle box before I saw what had ex- 
cited him. A school of small shad 
minnows were skittering across the 
surface, leaping and scattering like a 
covey of quail on the rise. A big bass 
was gathering breakfast. 

I knew what Dusty was doing with- 
out even looking. We have fished to- 
gether for almost 15 years, and in that 
time a fellow’s methods become pretty 
familiar.

He would rather 


wind a lure at top speed than eat. 
Only top-water fishing offers any com- 
petition for this obsession. He was 
switching to an underwater lure that 
could be reeled fast without losing its 
action. 

I didn’t bother to put on another lure. 
Instead I put the boat in position for 
Dusty to get what he considered an 
ideal shot at the spot. He wanted to be 
eight or 10 feet out from the bank, 
positioned for a parallel cast. He laid 
out a long cast, lowered the rod tip, and 
began furiously retrieving the lure. 


Dy had the lure halfway in be- 
fore it stopped with a jolt. A strike 
and a snag feel identical when one is 
moving a lure that rapidly. Dusty’s 
fish was a scrappy largemouth weigh- 
ing a shade under two pounds. I 
slipped the bass on the stringer. Two 
casts later he had another. 

“The Old Master,” he boasted, “is 
giving lessons in the fine art of bass 
fishing. Watch carefully and you may 
someday learn my touch.” 

One more frying-size bass was all he 
could make the cove produce. If there 
was a big bass in the vicinity, Dusty 
wasn’t able to interest it. A _ short 
while later when Bill and Bud pulled 
up beside us, Dusty was about to launch 
into a long tale of how fish cannot 
resist the ultrafast retrieve. Their 
appearance saved me. Besides, I had 
heard the story before—several times. 

“Tf you have no fish to display, move 
on and don’t interrupt us,’’ Dusty said. 
He was itching to haul up our stringer, 
and waited for the first reasonable 
opportunity to make a grab for it. 

Bill beat him to the punch, producing 
a stringer with four nice bass on it, 
three smallmouths and a largemouth. 
“This should be a good enough ticket 
to entitle us to talk ... if we wanted 
to,” he said. “However, we haven't 
time to waste gabbing with amateurs.” 
Bud gunned the motor and they were 
gone before Dusty could reply. 

Farther up the bank we passed a 
fisherman who was having a heyday 
with crappies. Fishing with a tiny 
1/16-ounce bear-hair jig, he was bring- 
ing in a fish with almost every cast. 
The light spinning rod he was using 
gave the fish an opportunity to have 
pretty much their own way until they 
were thoroughly tired out. In cold 
water, such as that in Watauga, crap- 
pies have plenty of fight. 

Dusty and I tried for bass once more, 
then gave in to the temptation of faster 
action. We rigged our spinning rods, 
tied on tiny jigs, and spent the next 
hour taking crappies. 

Tennessee’s liberal fishing laws allow 
30 crappies daily, and during the spring 
runs it is not difficult to take this many 
in a couple of hours. Dusty and I 
weren’t interested in a string of them 
now, so we released all we caught. But 
the chunky fighters provided fast action 
and lots of fun. 

Dusty was getting impatient. “Now 
what about those trout I’ve been hear- 
ing about? Let’s round out the sched- 
ule.” 

Hoping to hit the big rainbows was 
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The minutes you lose in tying hooks are 
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| the biggest gamble of all. Unlike the 
| other species we had been seeking, 
| these fish stay deep and are difficult to 
locate. Occasionally, they can be taken 
as shallow as 30 feet, though ordinar- 
ily, they will be found between 80 and 
100 feet down. A thermometer is the 
best guide for discovering the ideal 
depth—trout prefer water of about 65°. 
But a layer of water of this tempera- 
ture may be fairly broad in a deep lake 
such as Watauga, and finding the right 
temperature is only one step toward 
putting trout in the boat. 

Most Watauga trout fishermen use 
heavy trolling rigs, the type used for 
light salt-water fishing, with large 
capacity, star-drag reels. Monel line 
will get the lures down deep, although 
led-core line, the kind which has a 
different color every 10 yards, is prefer- 
able. There is a good reason for this 
preference. Dock operators, when asked 
how deep the trout are, will generally 
reply in terms of “colors.” For in- 
stance, 5144 colors would mean that 
fishermen were letting out 55 yards of 
line to hit the right depth. This type of 
trolling requires a motor that will 
throttle down smoothly to low speeds. 
Trout fishermen can be spotted on 
Watauga easily. Their boats move so 
slowly it’s unlikely they could be after 
anything else. 


here is little trouble involved in 
picking the right medicine for these 
trout. Plugs that will retain their ac- 
tion at slow speeds, or spinners, ac- 
count for 90 percent of the trout taken. 

I had loaned Dusty one of my heav- 
ier outfits, equipped with lead-core line. 
The spare I had was filled with Monel, 
so I would have to guess the depth. 
Hank, back at the dock, had said six 
colors should put us in trout territory, 
so Dusty let out line to that point and 
settled back. 

“Think this rig will hold one?” Dusty 
had a touch of sarcasm in his voice, 
implying that he thought the big tackle 
was a bit absurd. 

“You'll be glad you have it if a big 
rainbow takes hold,” I replied. “And 
it’s possible you might wish for some- 
thing bigger.” 

I wasn’t joking. I had caught these 
silvery sluggers before, and I’d seen 
bass-size plugs with the hooks ripped 
out as a result of a losing battle with 
the big ones. 

Once, quite by accident, I got hold of 
one of these rainbows on a light spin- 
ning outfit, and handling it was like 
walking a tightrope. When I finally 
boated it—something I was sure would 
never hapren—I quit for the day. Even 
staying in control with the trolling gear 
is often impossible. Big trout will wind 
the line around them, get slack line, 
and shake or tear loose. 

We moved slowly down the deep 
main channel of the lake, tensely await- 
ing a strike. As time passed, we 
experimented with different depths. 
Twice we met boats with fishermen 
who were also after trout. None had 
fish, and in one of them I recognized 
Frank White of Elizabethton, Tennes- 





| see. Frank, who takes more trout from 
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Watauga than any other fisherman in 
the region, said he couldn’t find the 
right level, or at least couldn’t coax 
the trout into striking. 

“Maybe we could rest ’em awhile, 
then try again later,” Dusty said hope- 
fully. I agreed, and we reluctantly 
reeled in and headed down the lake to 
find Bill and Bud for our lunch rendez- 
vous. 

The April day had warmed up plenty, 
so after lunch we stretched out on the 
soft pine needles and indulged in a 
short nap. Only Bill resisted. He began 
plugging a rock bank across the cove. 

I was awakened by the breeze caused 
by Bill swinging a fish back and forth 
past my face. When I opened my eyes, 
all I could see was smallmouth bass. 
His bass, laid side by side with my big 
one, looked like a twin. There was only 
an ounce difference in weight. In less 
than five minutes time everyone was 
back plugging again. But Bill’s catch 
had been purely a stroke of luck. 

By midafternoon Dusty was getting 
eager to go after trout again. He 
wanted to fulfill the four possibilities 
I’d mentioned in the morning. Trout 
would fill him out. 

A black thunderhead that had been 
building up over the high ridge to the 
south suddenly began descending the 
slopes, cutting our trout attempts short. 
We saw it coming and decided to start 
back toward the dock. Wind whips 
Watauga into a froth in a hurry, and 
this storm was packing plenty of it. 
Before we pulled into the protection of 
the harbor, whitecaps danced around us. 

Bill and Bud pulled in ahead of us, 
and we quickly gathered our gear. 

Hank Johnson, the dock owner, 
looked sourly at the rain. ‘You're 
through fishing today, boys. This one’s 
set in for the rest of the day.” 

Dusty was hanging on to the idea of 
getting a trout, and received the bad 
news with a grimace. “Three down 
and just one to go. Darned if I don’t 
hate to get so close and not make it.” 

Hank laughed. “Why don’t you bring 
him up next weekend and see if you 
can’t put him onto a Watauga Flush.” 

And Dusty, without further prod- 
ding, came back at me immediately, 
“Yeah, pal, why don’t you. All I need 
is an invitation.”

Transporting Minnows 


Hs a way to transport minnows 
so they’ll stay alive and full of 
pep. Get a good used inner tube, a 
valve cap, and a 3-ft. length of rubber 
or plastic tubing of a size that will 
fit snugly over the end of the valve. In 
preparing for your trip, inflate the 
inner tube and then unscrew the valve 
core so that some air is escaping. 
Screw on the valve cap. When you’ve 
bought your minnows and are ready to 
go, take off the valve cap, fasten one 
end of the tubing over the valve, and 
put the other end into the minnow 
bucket, making sure it’s under water. 
A properly inflated inner tube will keep 
oxygen going into the bucket for sev- 
eral hours.—Paul D. Brey.

The way 
was steeper than the day before and 
more rocky, with great slabs 15 or 20 
feet high.

It took from daybreak 
until noon to reach the first cave. But 
there were no jaguars and no tracks. 
There was nothing under the massive 
rock walls, and none of the dogs let out 
a peep. 

We sat down to rest. I was dripping, 
thirsty, and hungry, but I didn’t see 
anything that looked like lunch. I real- 
ized hopelessly that a noon meal was 
the last thing American outfitters 
would think about. Their minds are 
always on the hunting, but not so the 
Mexicans. They cut hanging vines 
about three quarters of an inch across 
into three-foot lengths and held them 
vertically over their mouths. A sweaty 
man shoved one at me. 

“Water vine,” Prock said.

I held it up, and a quarter of a cup 
of fairly cool water trickled into my 
mouth.

leaves with the ticks. 

One by one the Mexicans woke up. 
I'd hoped we'd be going down, but no 
such luck. Parra and Prock headed for 
the caves farther up. The slabs grew 
higher and the air fresher and thinner. 
There was still not a sound from the 
dogs. 

Then I heard a shout. I dragged my- 
self up to see what was going on and 
found the men huddled at the mouth of 
a large cave. They’d found a good- 
size jaguar track, But it was ancient 
and scentless. The dogs turned up their

noses at it without a yelp or quiver. I 
decided this hunt was going to turn out 
like all the rest I’d been on for jaguars 
—hours of back-breaking work, miles 
of country covered, and no big, spotted 
cat to show for the long journey from 
my home in Redlands, California. 

A former naval officer, engineer, and 
real estate broker—now retired—lI’ve 
hunted in many parts of the world, in- 
cluding India for tigers, Alaska for 
brown bears, Africa, South America, 
Canada, and many of the Western 
states. But I’d continued to return to 
Mexico, hoping I'd eventually get a 
tigre. This was my fifth attempt in as 
many years. 

The first and second times I tried to 
shoot a jaguar, I hunted in the moun- 
tains of Sinaloa Province east of 
Mazatlan, and the third time in Sonora. 
The last time, Ethie and I were with 
Ramundo Aubert in Nayarit near Tux- 
pan—not too far from where we were 
hunting on this present venture. 

It took all the hot afternoon to climb 
down the mountain and hike along the 
little dirt road to the trucks.

tonight,” Adrian barked when we ar- 
rived back at the house. “You sure are 
beat up.” 

Next morning he awakened us at 
2:30. He had decided to come with us 
because he wanted to try calling a jag- 
uar. Without breakfast, and without 
Parra, we headed west until we felt the 
soft air of the sea. 

Adrian jumped off the truck and 
vanished into the blackness. Soon we 
heard the weird wail of his pujadera- 
a large gourd with the ends cut away, 
one covered with thin animal hide and 
the other open. By rubbing the fingers 
over the taut skin, the call of a jaguar 
could nearly be duplicated. 

At different spots he called, and 
called, and then called some more. Fi- 
nally it began to get light, and V’s of 
high-flying ducks winged overhead. But 
the jaguars weren't enticed by the arti- 
ficial sounds. 

“Adrian, you've had your fun,” said 
Prock. “Now let’s do some real hunt- 
ing.” 

Adrian jumped aboard the truck 
without a word. 

On other trips I’d spent a month of 
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nights with Ethie on mountaintops lis- 
tening to the Mexicans behind us blast 
out strange noises from pujaderas and 
the similar bule. I’d never heard a 
jaguar answer nor even seen a good 
footprint called up. But the crude in- 
struments probably work sometimes, 
and many ranchos have their specialist 
callers. Prock, however, a husky, con- 
siderate man of great patience who 
knew his business well, didn’t have 
much more use for the call than-I did. 
“The best way to come up on these ani- 
mals is with dogs,” he said. 

Prock slowly guided the truck along 
a faint curl of wagon tracks. We were 
not far from the ocean on a sandy flat 
spotted with dense jungles of thorny, 
pink-spined, wild maguey, creepers, and 
thick, clutching vines higher than my 
head.

| so compact there would be no retreat

Followed by the other dogs, they 
leaped out and, noses so close to the 
sand it seemed as if the skin would 
wear off, they circled over the fresh 
trail and then bounded straight into the 
tangle of wild maguey. 

I pulled my .30/30 Winchester with 
Lyman sights from the_ scabbard, 
shoved in four cartridges, and lit out 
after the dogs. I had sighted in the 
rifle with 150-grain bullets at 25 to 50 
yards and knew I could shoot fast if I 


used the big opening in the tang peep. | 


I jogged along behind Prock and 
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followed by Ethie. Suddenly I heard a 
different tone to the dogs’ barking, in- 
sistent, deep, as if the animals were 
trying to tell us something. But the 
sounds came from two directions. 

“I don’t figure it,” Prock said, shak- 
ing his head. “Must be two jaguars. 
The pack has separated. Rattler’s over 
there.’ He pointed in the direction of 
the deep-throated barking. ‘‘The rest of 
them are over here.” He nodded toward 
the left. 

We ran to the edge of the sandy jun- 
gle where the main pack was.

N PRIME DEER country last fall, 

bowhunter Tom Kressler hunted 

hard all through the first day of the 
season without getting a shot. Late in 
the afternoon, when he joined his two 
hunting partners, he discovered that 
both of them had bagged deer. Instead 
of lamenting his own tough luck, Tom 
was happier than if he had nailed a 
buck himself, because his two success- 
ful partners were his wife and his 11- 
year-old daughter, Alberta. 

Another bowman surprised by his 
wife’s hunting prowess is Pennsyl- 


| vanian Wayne Nichols. He outfitted his 
| wife with a good-quality, 30-lb. bow 
| and some arrows to match it. Then he 


taught her how to use them. But when 
the archery season started in their 
state, Mrs. Nichols was unable to make 
the hunting trip to the mountains with 
her husband. 

While he was away, however, Mrs. 
Nichols had some free time and felt the 
urge to try bowhunting in the area 
around home. Once the _ breakfast 
dishes were washed and put away, she 
removed her apron and strapped on a 
loaded quiver. As she was stringing 
her bow, she realized she’d never shot 
her hunting arrows, though she’d put 
in plenty of practice with field arrows. 
“I won’t let that stop me from hunt- 
ing,” Mrs. Nichols thought. “When I 
reach the woods, I’ll take a few shots 
at leaves or spots on the ground just 
to get the feel of the broadheads.” 

But as soon as she reached the woods 
—a few hundred yards from the house

The 
legendary Amazons, for instance, were 
a fierce tribe of female warriors who 





did their fighting with bows and arrows 
so effectively that they dominated their 
male adversaries. The ancient Romans, 
in selecting a deity to represent hunt- 
ers, didn’t use a male symbol. Instead, 
they picked the goddess Diana, who is 
usually depicted in statues and paint- 


ings with a bow in her left hand. 
Usually, the ladies are surprised to 

learn they don’t need the strength of a 

female gorilla to enjoy archery.

struction in bowmanship. Few real 
archers feel that way, though. Most of 
them get so much fun from bowhunt- 
ing, field and target archery, or just 
plain plinking, that they’re usually glad 
to share their enjoyment. 

Too many men make the mistake of 
pressuring their wives into learning to 
shoot a bow. Archery for the woman 
should not be a chore that she performs 
to please a man. But if it’s presented 
as an enjoyable sport, she'll try it. A 
man who forces a woman or a young- 
ster into archery may wind up with an 
ex-archer on his hands. 


he best way for a man to introduce 

his wife, daughter, sister, or girl 
to archery is with a bow that’s easy to 
draw. Many women make a trial draw 
with a man’s bow and become discour- 
aged at once; they can pull it back only 
a few inches. Using a lightweight 
weapon with a draw weight of 20 to 
25 lb., even a frail female can draw the 
bow without difficulty. 

If possible, the arrows should be 
good ones, matched to the bow. How- 
ever, if the lady’s first couple of at- 
tempts at archery are merely to 
determine whether she likes the sport, 
it would be foolish to invest in a lot of 
expensive tackle. Unmatched arrows 
will do as a temporary expedient, but 
you must inform your student that she 
can’t expect consistent accuracy from 
them. If she develops a fascination for 
the game, you should buy her a set of 
matched arrows. Otherwise, when she 
makes a wild shot, neither of you will 
know whether it was caused by an 
error in aiming or a bad shaft. 

In accessories, it doesn’t matter 
much which type of quiver a woman 
uses during her first few lessons. Her 
shooting glove or tab, however, must 
be thick enough and fit well to protect 
her three drawing fingers from the bow- 
string. The most important accessory 
is the armguard, which should be of 
the maximum length and width, so that 
it offers complete protection to the 
inside wrist and forearm of her bow 
arm. If the bowstring whacks across 
her unprotected forearm a couple of 
times, she'll have a_ black-and-blue 
memory of archery that won’t contrib- 
ute much to her enthusiasm. While the 
woman is shooting, check the position 
of the armguard and make certain that 
it doesn’t slip and expose any vulner- 
able portion of her arm. 

See that the first two or three shoot- 
ing sessions don’t last too long. Guard 
against having your student reach the 
point where she must strain to execute 
a full draw. After the first 10 minutes 
of shooting, watch her bow arm. When 
it starts to shake while she’s aiming, 
you'll know it’s time to stop. If your 
pupil’s arms grow tired, tell her that 
archery gives a workout to some 
muscles that are not used much, and 
that by the time she has completed a 
few more lessons she’ll be in shape. 
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Most women, when first holding a 
bow at arm’s length, have a tendency 
to bend the elbow inward, placing the 
joint in a direct line with the path of 
the bowstring. Keep on the alert for 
this, so you can properly position her 
arm before she releases. She'll drop 
her archery lessons like a hot skillet if 
she experiences the painful slapping of 
the string against the inside of her 
elbow. 

Newcomers to any sport will be en- 
thusiastic if they can get results at the 
outset. In archery, a woman will feel 
the thrill of accomplishment when she 
sees two or three of her first six arrows 
hitting fairly close to the bullseye. So, 
to get the lady off to a good start, place 
her within 15 to 20 ft. of the target. 
The backstop should be ample, and the 
target face should be a large one. 

At first, concentrate on basic shoot- 
ing technique rather than accuracy. 
Check your protégé’s stance, draw, and 
release. Watch her anchor, and make 
sure it’s tight against her face and in 
the same spot every time she draws. 
Don’t let her fall into the habit of 
creeping—letting the drawing fingers 
move forward a trifle just before re- 
leasing the arrow. You must not take 
the lessons too seriously; be patient 
when she repeats her mistakes. Re- 
member, if she has fun during her first 
try at bow shooting, your pupil will 
most likely want to continue. 

Demonstrate the proper form by 
taking a few shots yourself with your 
trainee watching you from all angles. 
You may find that your own form will 
improve, because you'll be more con- 
scious than usual of the basic steps. 
For instance, if you’ve just corrected 
the lady for a bad release, you'd better 
make sure your own release is perfect 
when she observes your shooting. 

Confine the first two or three sessions 
to close-range work. When the pupil’s 
archery form improves, and she man- 
ages to group her shots fairly well, 
you can move back a few paces. Don’t 
go beyond about 20 yd., though, until 
she can hit the bullseye, or close to it, 
regularly. At this point you can’t ex- 
pect her to shoot accurately unless her 
arrows are matched to each other and 
to her bow. If she’s still interested in 
archery after the third lesson, it’ll pay 
to buy her a dozen good arrows. 


by igre back yard, if it has enough 
space for safe shooting, is an ideal 
place for training a woman in elemen- 
tary archery technique. It’s accessible, 
and no time will be lost in getting to 
and from the shooting grounds. When 
she gets some confidence in her bow 
handling, you should take her to the 
range of a field-archery club. There 
she’ll be able to practice from varied 
distances and at different-size targets. 
Also, she’ll probably meet other women 
archers, some of whom may be experts. 

Fellows who've converted their mates 
into bowhunters sometimes do such a 
good job of teaching that they’re re- 
duced to second place in the family 
deerslaying standings. Gene Camp, a 
farmer on Maryland’s Eastern Shore, 
found this out. In 1953, he coached his 





wite, Genevieve, in archery technique 
so she could join him in trying to out- 
smart the big whitetail deer that often 
grazed on their farm. 

Two years later Gene made a fine 
shot and dropped a beautiful buck, the 
heaviest one killed in the state that 
season. Mrs. Camp didn’t score, al- 
though she did her share of hunting. 
The Camps both blanked during the 
next two deer seasons, and in ’58 there 
were three bow hunters in the family; 
their 13-year-old son, David, had be- 
come an archer too. 

As the trio started to hunt one 
afternoon, David needled his mother, 
telling her she might as well stay home 
and get dinner ready instead of wast- 
ing her time trying to hit a deer. This 
good-natured ribbing failed to ruffle 
the confident Mrs. Camp. Her stand 
afforded a broad view of a large, heav- 
ily tracked field in which the hay grew 
knee-high. After quietly surveying the 
field for about 30 minutes, Genevieve 
glanced to the left, then stared bug- 
eyed at a bowhunter’s dream. Three 
deer were coming directly toward her 
position. 

Fighting a bad case of buck fever, 
the huntress steadied herself and pre- 
pared to draw on the largest of the 
animals. At 25 yd. she released an 


‘ arrow, which was driven by her 44-ib. 


bow deep into the buck’s vitals. 
Partly because she knew better than 
to chase after the buck, and partly 
because the tension had all but para- 
lyzed her, Mrs. Camp didn’t move from 
her spot. After a while, as dusk was 
beginning to fall, her husband joined 
her, empty-handed except for his bow. 
They decided it would be better, due 
to the fast-falling darkness, to wait 
until dawn before following up Gene- 
vieve’s deer. Early the next morning 
they found the buck, all 230 lb. of him, 
only 100 yd. from Mrs. Camp’s stand. 
He was a 10-pointer and earned first 
place in a national bowhunters’ contest. 
Women don’t need to win awards, 
either for hunting success or for out- 
shooting others, to enjoy archery. 
Merle Wimer is a good example of 
what the sport can mean to the ladies. 
A West Virginia housewife and mother 
of two grown children, she won the 
women’s crown in the national field- 
archery tournament a few years ago. 
Here’s how Merle expresses her feel- 
ings toward archery: “Winning the 
championship was secondary. The 
thing I love best about archery is the 
enormous amount of fun I get from 
the fellowship of archers and bow- 
hunters.”—-G. Howard Gillelan.

western North Carolina and across the 
line into Georgia. Notwithstanding all 
the talk about how to get the dogs out, 
Luke and the other men who had seen 
the crevice knew what they were up 
against. Their best hope of ever seeing 
those dogs again rested on the dogs’ 
losing weight until they could squeeze 
through the opening through which 
they had passed. 

On the fifth day after that fateful 
night, Little Pearl came out, showing 
definite signs of having gone without 
food. But Old Touse was considerably 
larger than Little Pearl, and they 
doubted whether he would survive until 
he could squeeze through the opening 
by which Little Pearl had wiggled to 
freedom. Moreover, Touse had a dead 
coon all to himself, and even though 
hunting dogs don’t ordinarily eat raw 
coon meat, they reasoned that under 
the circumstances he would this time. 

After waiting 13 days, and making 
almost as many trips to the crevice, 
and still no Touse, they decided to try 
hammer and chisel. Luke and his 
brother, David, along with several 
others, tackled the almost hopeless job. 
After working nearly two days, one at 
a time in very close quarters, they were 
convinced that their only hope was to 
use dynamite. A heavy charge set off 
from the outside with a flashlight bat- 
tery blew off the granite rock suffi- 
ciently for a small man or boy to pass. 
Someone dared to squeeze through, 
and after crawling about 40 feet, he 
came to what appeared to be the end 
of the crevice. But it wasn’t, for there 


was Old Touse sticking his nose 
through an opening between two big 
rocks, whining and pleading to be let 
out. To find him alive and to see his 
nose brought a surge of new hope to 
each man present. Plenty of good food 
was poked through the small opening 
for Old Touse, after which the men 
started wearily, but more hopefully 
now, on their four-mile trek back to the 
car. 

Next day, Luke and some of his won- 
derful friends returned to the crevice 
more determined than ever to complete 
their job. Once a man got to the nose 
of Old Touse it was easy to understand 
what had happened. As Little Pearl 
wiggled and squirmed through the 
small opening in the awkwardly placed 
rocks, one was triggered, causing it to 
drop down, sealing Old Touse seem- 
ingly forever. The rocks were entirely

a close place, and too large and hard 
to break with a hammer and chisel. 


Conference after conference was held | 


around the mouth of the 80-foot crevice. 

The time had come when a big de- 
cision had to be made, and Luke was 
the man to make it. It was evident to 
everyone who had worked so long and 
so hard to get the dog out alive that 
they must resort once more to the use 
of dynamite.

‘Y>JOR OVER 100 YEARS those who 
re“ like to shoot rifles and to smell 

burning powder have been arguing 
the virtues of high velocity. Some have 
been sold on it, and some can take it 
or leave it alone. 

Before the days of chronographs, it 
was generally believed that the killing 
power of a rifle was in direct propor- 
tion to the weight and diameter of the 
bullet. Continental sportsmen, who be- 
lieved in plenty of lead, couldn’t see 
how American backwoodsmen killed 
anything with the light, fast-stepping

. Later, in the early days of black- 
powder metallic cartridges, the advo- 
cates of plenty of lead quarreled with 
those who liked express rifles. These 
used light, hollow-point bullets—backed 
by heavy charges of black powder— 
which traveled at higher velocity than 
the solid lead bullets from the old 10 
and 12 gauge rifles. 

Then came the first military car- 
tridges using lead bullets jacketed with 
steel or cupro-nickel and driven by 
smokeless powder to velocities of 
around 2,000 ft. seconds. Pioneers were 
the 8 x 57 German Mauser military 
cartridge, the 7 x 57 used by Spain, the 
6.5 x 54-R used by Holland and Ru- 
mania, the .303 British, and our own 
.30/40 Krag. These were quickly fol- 
lowed by special sporting cartridges 
such as the .30/30 Winchester and the 
.303 Savage. 

The conservatives took one look at 
the relatively tiny bullets of small di- 
ameter and said that these new, high- 
power cartridges couldn’t possibly kill 
as well as the big-bore, black-powder 
jobs. Those who used them said they 
shot flatter, hit harder, made more 
deadly wounds, and didn’t fill the at- 
mosphere with smoke. 

Something is always cooking in the 
world of the rifle. In the very early 
years of this century, the Germans 
found that if they lightened the 236-gr. 
bullet in their 8 mm. Mauser and put a 
sharp point on it, they got much higher 
velocity and much flatter trajectory. 
The result was the 1905 version of the 
8 mm. Mauser military cartridge. It 
used a 154-gr. sharp-point—or spitzer 
—bullet at a velocity of around 2,800 
ft. seconds. 

The American ordnance people heard 
of these light, sharp, German bullets. 
So in 1906 they dropped the 220-gr. 


bullet in the new 1903, .30 caliber car- 
tridge intended for the new Model 1903 
Springfield rifle and substituted a 150- 
gr. bullet at the then very high velocity 
of 2,700 ft. seconds. Before long, Amer- 
icans were using remodeled Spring- 
fields with these full-metal-case mili- 
tary bullets on game. They claimed 
killing power was superior to that of 
the 220-gr. bullet in the 30/40 Krag, 
the 165-gr. bullet in the .30/30, and the 
250 and 300-gr. bullets in the .35 and 
.405 Winchester cartridges, both of 
which gave velocities of around 2,200 
ft. seconds. 

By 1914, special, ultrahigh-velocity 
sporting cartridges had been designed 
—the Canadian .280 Ross that gave a 
145-gr. bullet a velocity of 3,050, the 
British .275 Magnum with its 160-gr. 
bullet at 2,750, the .22 Savage Hi- 
Power with a 70-gr. bullet at 2,800, and 
the .250/3000 Savage with an 87-gr. 
bullet at 3,000. These new cartridges 
were named high-intensity cartridges 
to separate them from cartridges giv- 
ing velocities of around 2,000 ft. sec- 
onds, but the term for some reason 
never caught on. 

The British 375 Magnum cartridge 
with a 235-gr. bullet at about 2,800, a 
270-gr. bullet at about 2,650, and a 
300-gr. bullet at about 2,450, as they 
were then loaded, came out just before 
World War I, as did various German 
high-velocity cartridges such as the 
7x 64. 

One of the principal advocates of 
ultrahigh velocity in those pre-World 
War I days was the late Charles New- 
ton, who had designed the .22 Hi-Power 
and the .250/3000 cartridges for Sav- 
age. He manufactured rifles for a 
whole line of cartridges—.22, .256, .280, 
.30, and .35. All gave bullets of good 
shape and sectional density velocities 
of around 3,000. In those days most of 
the high-velocity enthusiasts were

Newton fans, just as they are Weather- 
by fans today. 

The Newton concern had tough sled- 
ding, and after the war it gradually 
faded out of the picture. But, in the 
main, velocities continued to go up. In 
this country, Winchester brought out 
its still extremely popular .270 in 1925. 
Velocity with the 130-gr. bullet was a 
sensational 3,160. In England, Holland 
& Holland designed the cartridge they 
call the Super .30—but which we call 
the 300 H. & H. Magnum—with a 
150-gr. bullet at around 3,000, as first 
loaded, and a 180-gr. at a bit over 2,900. 

Newer powders brought out after 
World War I enabled older cartridges 
to be speeded up. Velocity of the 150- 
gr. bullet in the .30/06 went from 2,700 
to about 2,950, and the 180-gr. bullet 
was jumped from about 2,500 to 2,700. 
The old .30/40 was given a boost so 
that its 220-gr. bullet traveled at 2,200 
instead of 2,000, and the cartridge com- 
panies brought out loads for it giving a 
180-gr. bullet about 2,500 and a 150-gr. 
bullet about 2,700. In Canada, the old 
.303 British cartridge has likewise 
been supplied with goat glands and 
now gives very respectable ballistics. 

Most of the cartridges designed be- 
tween wars were high-velocity jobs. 
Winchester put on the market a whole 
line of hotshot .22’s, the queen of 
which was the great .220 Swift with a 
48-gr. bullet at the stratospheric veloc- 
ity of 4,140. An exception was the .348 
Winchester for a revamped version of 
the old Model 86 Winchester called the 
Model 71. Both rifle and cartridge 
were out of tune with the times. The 
rifle is now obsolete and the cartridge 
is quietly dying. 

After World War II, Roy Weatherby, 
the present-day version of Charles 
Newton, came skyhooting over the 
horizon with his line of large-capacity, 
super-Magnum cartridges—the .220 
Rocket, the .257, .270, 7 mm., .300, .375, 
.378, and .460 Weatherby Magnums. 
Weatherby claims some pretty hairy 
velocities for his cartridges—about 
3,200 with the 180-gr. bullet in his .300 
and over 3,500 with the 150-gr. With 
his .257 Magnum he lists over 3,700 
with the 87-gr. bullet and over 3,500 
with the 100-gr. 

Remington’s postwar cartridges are 
high-velocity jobs. The .222 and the 
.222 Magnum are varmint cartridges 
that push the bullets right along, and 
the .280 is a sort of off-size .270 Win- 
chester, using .2835-.284 bullets instead 


of .278 bullets as the .279 does. The 
100 and 125-gr. .280 factory loads give 
a bit more velocity than the .270 with 
bullets of slightly inferior sectional 
density. 

The popular .308 Winchester is sim- 
ply a sporting version of the 7.62 mm. 
N.A.T.O. military cartridge, and it was 
designed not for ultrahigh velocity 
but for compactness and for function- 
ing in automatic weapons. It uses 
bullets of the same weight and diame- 
ter as the .30/06 but at somewhat 
lower velocity. 

The .358 Winchester gives ballistics 
about identical to the old .348, but in 
spite of the fact that it is an excellent 
timber cartridge it has never become 
very popular, probably because of its 
moderate velocity. The .458 Winchester 
Magnum is no high-velocity job, since 
it was designed to duplicate the bal- 
listics of the famous .470 Nitro Ex- 
press elephant cartridge. 

Red-hot Winchester jobs that are 
right in the high-velocity groove are 
the spectacular .338 and .264 Magnums 
for which Model 70 rifles are cham- 
bered. The .264, with its 140-gr. bullet 
at 3,200 in a 26-in. barrel and the 
100-gr. bullet at 3,600, has the high- 
velocity enthusiasts jumping for joy. 
Equally good is the .338 with its 200-gr. 
bullet at 3,000 ft. seconds and its 
250-gr. bullet at 2,750. With a 180-gr. 
bullet, the .338 will make the .300 
Weatherby lcok to its laurels. The 
.243 Winchester and the .244 Reming- 
ton, with their 75, 80, 90, and 100-gr. 
bullets at high velocity, are crack 
cartridges for deer and antelope as 
well as for varmints. 

As we can see, the evolution in hunt- 
ing cartridges has been toward higher 
average velocities for the past 75 years. 
What are the advantages? 

The most obvious advantage is flat- 
tened trajectory that makes easier hits 
at long and unknown ranges. Let’s 
take a typical black-powder trajectory, 
that of the .45/70 with its 405-gr. 
bullet at 1,320 ft. seconds. Between 
the muzzle and the 200-yd. mark, that 
bullet must rise 13 in., and between 
the muzzle and 300 yd. it must rise 
32.5 in. A rifle using a cartridge of the 
44/40, 38/55, or .45/70 class, if sighted 
to hit the point of aim at 100 yd., shoots 
around 9 or 10 in. low at 150 and 
around 18 in. low at 200. With well- 
placed shots such cartridges had 
reasonably adequate killing power, but 
if they were turned on anything over 
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| 125 yd. away the rifleman had to hold

seconds, the 180-gr. .30/06 bullet rises 
only 3 in. over a 200-yd. range and 
only 7 in. over 300 yd. It is perfectly 
reasonable to sight in a .30/06 with 
iron sights to hit the point of aim at 
200 yd., and the bullet will fall only 
9 in. at 300. A hold in the center of the 
chest is good for a hit to 250, and a 
hold on the backbone will bring home 
the bacon at 300. Here for the first time 
we have a trajectory which makes hits

Other cartridges with similar veloci- 
ties have similar trajectories—the .280 
Remington with the 125-gr. bullet, the 
.300 H. & H. with the 150-gr., the .300 
Weatherby Magnum with the 180-gr. 
This trajectory remains about the top 
if the bullets used are of sufficient 
weight and sectional density to make 
them practical on big game. However, 
some cartridges used on varmints and 
the smaller varieties of big game flat- 
ten the trajectory still more. Examples 
are the .270 Winchester and .280 Rem- 
ington with the 100-gr. bullets, the .243 
Winchester and the .244 Remington 
with the 75 and 80-gr. bullets, and the 
.220 Swift. With these it is practical 
to sight in to hit the point of aim with 
scope sight at 300 yd. At 300 yd. the 
midrange rise of the 48-gr., .220 Swift 
bullet is only 3.8, that of the .243 with 
the 80-gr. bullet 4.7, and of the .270 
with the 100-gr. bullet 4.8. 


he great advantage of high velocity 

and flat trajectory for shooting long 
and unknown ranges is obvious. How- 
ever, believers in high velocity claim 
greatly enhanced killing power. Speed- 
ing up a bullet multiplies its energy. 
An 86-gr. .25/20 bullet with a muzzle 
velocity of 1,460 turns up 405 ft. pounds 
of energy at the muzzle, but an 87-gr. 
.250/3000 Savage bullet with its muzzle 
velocity of 3,030 turns up 1,770 ft. 
pounds, or over four times as much. 
Velocity alone has turned the little 
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.25-caliber bullet from one adequate 
only for varmints to one that kills deer 
and black bears spectacularly. The 
100-gr. .32/20 bullet at 1,290 ft. seconds 
has only 370 ft. pounds of energy, but 
speed a 100-gr. bullet up to 3,480, as 
is the case with the one of that weight 
in the .270, and the energy becomes 
2,690. This energy, the result of veloc- 
ity, will perform a lot of work. Slip it 
between the ribs of a moose and he 
isn’t long for this world. I once saw a 
grizzly killed stone dead in his tracks 
by a tiny 41-gr. bullet driven at over 
4,000 ft. seconds from a .22/.250. 

The faster the bullet is traveling 
when it hits, the harder the blow it 
strikes and the greater the damage it 
does. The bullet that strikes when it is 
traveling at high velocity does damage 
out of all proportion to its weight. A 
wound channel made by a 130-gr. .270 
bullet shows much more extensive 
damage, for example, than one made 
by a 220-gr. bullet from the .30/40 
Krag. 


he use of high-velocity bullets on big 

animals has come in for a great 
deal of criticism in the past. Those 
who did not like them said they were 
unreliable, that they often blew saucer- 
size holes on the surface and did not 
penetrate. A famous example of this 
was when George Grey, brother of an 
eminent British statesman, was killed 
by a lion in Kenya just before World 
War I. He was using a .280 Ross rifle 
with the 145-gr. bullet at 3,050. The 
bullet completely blew up in the mas- 
sive chest muscles of the big cat. Grey 
was mauled and died. 

Much of the criticism, however, 
should be directed not at the concept 
of high velocity but at poor bullets. 
Used to making jacketed bullets to 
stand velocities of a bit over 2,000 ft. 
seconds, manufacturers were lost when 
they tried to make bullets that were 
reliable at 3,000 ft. seconds and above. 
In the early days of the so-called high- 
intensity cartridges, I had §87-gr. 
.250/3000 Savage bullets blow up on 
deer—and likewise some of the older 
150-gr. .30/06 bullets when the manu- 
facturers first started pushing them 
along at close to 3,000 ft. seconds. 

It did not take the factories long to 
discover that they could not use thin 
jackets and soft lead cores on bullets 
that were pushed out of the muzzle at 
high speed. Today there are many 
excellent bullets that hold up well at 
high velocity and give deep penetra- 
tion, even on fairly large animals. 

Critics of high velocity likewise say 
that in order to step up velocity, bul- 
lets have been made so light as to be 
ineffective, that these light bullets do 
not maintain their velocity or penetrate 
well. 

Often this is true. The 110-gr. .30/06 
bullet at a muzzle velocity of 3,310 is 
a pretty worthless object for anything 
except varmints. In spite of very 
respectable energy figures, the light, 
fast bullets used in such .22 hotshots as 
the Swift proved erratic even on such 
animals as deer and antelope. 

However, rather high velocity can 





be given bullets of strong construction 
and adequate sectional density, and 
these, in my experience, generally kill 
game quicker than the heavier, slower 
bullets. High-velocity enthusiasts speak 
of “‘shock.” Precisely what that means, 
I cannot say, but it is a fact that a 
bullet with an impact velocity of over 
about 2,500 will lacerate tissue and 
spread destruction over a good deal 
wider area than will a bullet with an 
impact velocity of 1,800 to 2,000 ft. 
seconds. 

As we have seen, speeding up a 
bullet loads it with energy. I am con- 
vinced that on light, thin-skinned ani- 
mals such as antelope and deer, the 
faster the bullet slows down and loses 
this energy once it gets inside the 
animal the greater the destruction and 
the quicker the kill. 

I have shot enough game with the 
180 and the 220-gr. bullets in the .30/06 
to know that the 180-gr. bullet will 
usually kill quicker with the same 
placement. On lighter animals, the 
150-gr. bullet generally kills quicker 
than the 180-gr. 


+ ring bullet I ever used on the 
small Arizona whitetail deer was a 
special 120-gr. soft point driven along 
at about 3,250. On lung shots, the deer 
were killed so fast that often they were 
down and out of sight before I knew 
what had happened to them. A fairly 
fast-stepping bullet of proper construc- 
tion and adequate sectional density is 
the medicine for most game. 

The .300 Weatherby Magnum is a 
powerful, high-intensity cartridge, but 
we must not forget that so are the .375 
Magnum with its 270-gr. bullet at 2,740 
and the .338 with its 200-gr. bullet at 
3,000 and its 250-gr. bullet at 2,750. 
Both of those cartridges are ire- 
mendous killers, but they owe their 
power as much to the velocity as to 
the bullet weight. 

When does bullet weight become 
more important than velocity? In situ- 
ations where deep penetration must be 
assured at all costs—on such large and 
dangerous animals as_ elephants, 
rhinos, and buffaloes. Bullet weight 
is also exceedingly important when 
shots are taken at heavy bone, as on 
the shoulder of an Alaska brown bear 
or rhino or the skull of an elephant. 
Then the big bores and very neavy 
bullets are the things to choose. In such 
cases it is wise for the man shooting a 
high-velocity rifle to use the strongest, 
heaviest bullet available—the 300-gr. in 
the .375, the 250-gr. (or even heavier) 
in the .338, and the 220 in .30 caliber 
rifles such as the 300 H. & H., .30/06, 
and .300 Weatherby. 

But of all the various virtues of high 
velocity, the one I hold in highest re- 
gard is flat trajectory and the resultant 
ease of hitting at doubtful ranges. 
Once the bullet hits the right spot, the 
job is pretty well done if the bullet is 
of proper construction to get inside. 
The velocity simply means, once the 
bullet has hit, that tissue destruction 
will be greater. 

In certain situations, ultrahigh ve-

jan actual handicap. For hunting in 
brush at ranges of not over 150 yd. and 
where bullets may strike limbs and 
| twigs, no one has any use for velocity 
at the muzzle over about 2,400-2,500 ft. 
seconds. Higher velocity, particularly 
|if combined with a light, sharp bullet, 
| simply makes greater the chances that 
| the bullet will be deflected from its 
| path by a twig or blown up on a limb. 
| But high velocity sells cartridges these 
days. 

Anyone reading this will be struck 
| by the fact that, although average ve- 

locity has gone up in the past 40 years 

| or so and more persons today are using 
| fast-stepping bullets, the practical ve- 
| locity peak for cartridges using prac- 
| tical hunting bullets was reached long 
| ago. 

The .280 Ross, with its 145-gr. bullet 

at 3,050, was a formidable cartridge 
when it came out 40 years ago, and 
it is still a formidable cartridge. The 
.280 Remington, which appeared in the 
past few years, doesn’t have much on 
the .256 Newton which appeared 
around 1915. The .300 Weatherby isn’t 
much superior to the old .30 Newton, 
|}and the new .338 Winchester is, for 
most purposes, a .35 Newton on a 
belted case. The .270, which is about as 
| good a mountain cartridge as exists, is 
not much inferior to the newest hot- 
shot, the .264. 

The reason for all this is that veloc- 
|ity is obtained by increasing the pow- 
| der charge and by lightening the bul- 
| lets, and by both roads to ultrahigh ve- 

locity one runs into the law of dimin- 
ishing returns. Lighten the bullet too 
much and it loses velocity rapidly and 
lacks penetration. Put in more powder 
and pressures go up. Progressive burn- 
| ing powders that came out in the 1920’s 
speeded up velocities. So did the slow- 
burning powders like No. 4350. But 
made no _ spectacular 
jumps in the past 70 years comparable 
to what happened when smokeless 
powder first came along. To push bul- 
lets faster we need an entirely new 
propellant. Maybe someday we'll be 
shooting brown bears with 50-gr. bul- 
lets at 10,000 ft. seconds.—Jack O’Con- 


nor.

an account of the tom that slipped 
past him, so close that he could almost 
have reached out and touched it with 
his shotgun barrel. He discovered the 
fresh tracks just under the contour 
of a hill. 

“He must have had his head within 
inches of the ground as he sneaked 
along,” the forester said. “If he'd 
stood up straight, or if he’d been any 
closer or farther away than 10 vards, 
I couldn’t have missed him.” 

After a bit of good-natured gigging 
| by his fellow diners, Charlie Stein- 
| winder told us why he gave up turkey 
hunting. 

Charlie's first efforts were 
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the days when it was legal to use 
tame turkeys as decoys. Since he 
couldn’t seem to lure one of the big 
birds within shooting range on his own, 
he borrowed a tame turkey from his 
boss and staked it out in the swamp. 
The barnyard tom was lonesome and 
really singing, and soon the engineer 
thought he heard a wild bird answer. 

Charlie was a novice at the game, 
so instead of waiting he deserted his 
makeshift blind and tried to stalk the 
sound he'd heard in the swamp. The 
woods were dense. He got completely 
turned around and ended up by stalk- 
ing his decoy. Charlie was crawling 
along on his belly when he saw the 
tame tom stretch its neck to gobble. 
The engineer clobbered it with one shot. 

“That broke up my turkey hunting 
for a while,” he said, ‘“‘and it also made 
my boss wonder if I was fit to keep 
my job.” 


\ hen live decoys went out of style 

and his fellow workers around the 
table continued to talk turkey, Charlie 
got the hunting bug a second time. He 
bought a cedar box—one of those with 
the lid attached—and spent two un- 
successful seasons trying to call a 
bronzed bird to him. Toward the end 
of the second season, he was coming 
out of the woods one morning, with the 
cedar box in his hunting coat pocket. 
He paused at a small spring branch io 
get a drink. When he dropped to his 
hands and knees and put his head 
down to the water, the movement of 
his hunting coat caused the lid to 
scrape against the cedar box with just 
the right note. The box said, ‘““K-yalk!” 

Almost immediately, there was an 
answering gobble from a few yards 
away in the underbrush. 

Charlie kept his nose in the creek, 
wondering what to do next. He knew 
if he raised his head or shifted his 
body the tom turkey would vanish. So 
he wiggled his hind end, and the box 
eall in the flapping coat pocket yelped 
again. 

He could hear the turkey walking 
in the leaves.

After supper we moved out to the 
front porch for more turkey talk. I 
got the impression that the barometer 
of a fellow’s social prestige around 
those woods and swamps, was how he 
could handle a box or other contrap- 
tion for talking with the bronzed toms. 
We learned that someone had left a 
note on Turkey Johnston’s door, and 
I was disappointed that he hadn’t ap- 
peared by bedtime. Since we apparent- 
ly wouldn’t have Turkey Johnston to 
guide us, Bob Hutchinson agreed to go 
along and show us some of the more 
productive turkey woods. 


Clarence and I borrowed an alarm 





clock, set it for 3:30 a.m., and put it on 
the table between our beds in the 
guest house. It seemed that I'd just 
closed my eyes when I heard footsteps 
on the front porch. I was struggling 
awake when a door slammed and bright 
light flooded the room. I opened my 
eyes to find a gangling fellow dressed 
in a camouflage suit standing over us. 

“I’m Turkey Johnston,” he announced. 
“Thought I'd better come on over. 
Alarm clocks just ain’t reliable.” 

I propped myself up in bed and 
glanced at the clock. Its hands were 
angled at 3 a.m. on the dot. Then I 
shook hands with Johnston. 

“We followed you all over the place 
yesterday afternoon,” I said, “trying 
to roost you.” 

“Don’t reckon I was aimin’ to be 
found,” he said. “But I brought good 
news.” 

He told us that at sunset he’d been 
in a distant swamp. He was crouched 
against an oak when a flock of turkeys 
fed past him, just out of range. When 
they were safely out of sight, he dug 
for his cedar box. But before he had 
a chance to use it, they began flying 
up to roost. He couldn’t tell whether 
they were close enough to see him if 
he moved, so Turkey kept his seat 
under the oak until black dark. Then 
he slipped out of the woods as quietly 
as possible to keep from flushing the 
birds off the roost.

bie Turkey Johnston’s jeep, we turned 
off the main road into a dim, over- 
grown lane. With brush dragging at 
us, we snaked along the almost im- 
passable path and shot suddenly over 
the brow of a slope and downhill 
toward a yawning ravine. In the car’s 
yellow lights, it looked like the end of 
the trail. Turkey fed more gas and 
steered straight for the ravine. 

We shot across the deep cut at such 
speed I thought the jeep had jumped 
it.

Turkey hesitated, and I sensed he was 
me in the darkness. 

“I wasn’t aimin’ to,” he said. 

I moved away, trying to walk like 
a browsing deer. Even though the 
earth was saturated, it was carpeted 
with a layer of leaves and brittle sticks. 
It seemed to me I made an uncommon 
lot of noise, though Turkey told me 
later that I seemed to vanish com- 
pletely, causing him to wonder if I'd 
gone more than a few yards off the 
game trail.

D awn was slow in arriving. It

| a morning choir of small birds. 


A cardinal on my right led 
Then, 
with the growing light, a turkey let 
out an explosive ga-lobble-obble-obble 


100 yards deeper in the swamp forest. 


By the growing daylight, I saw that 
my position wasn’t as good as I'd 
Except for a few scrubby 
patches of swamp growth, I could see 
and be seen for 100 yards around me. 
The large tree I’d chosen in the dark- 
ness stood alone and isolated. It was 
too late to change positions or try to 
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build a blind. The only thing I knew 
to do was hunker down and make 
myself as inconspicuous as possible. 

Above the songbird music, I heard 
one of the turkeys fly down off its 
roost. Then another flew, and that 
seemed to be the signal for a general 
exodus from the trees. The sound of 
wings was a couple of hundred yards 
away. 

One of the birds hit the ground 
gobbling, and I waited about 10 minutes 
before I cautiously reached for the 
cedar box in my pocket. As I was 
stripping off the rubber band which 
held the lid tight, Turkey Johnston 
broke in with a yelp on his cedar-box 
call. It was the first time I knew he 
was stationed about 50 yards to my 
left. The quality of his call was good 
enough for me. I leaned my own cedar 
box against the tree trunk behind me. 


he gobbler replied to Johnston’s box 

before he got through yowking it. 
I couldn’t see the bird from where I 
sat, but his throaty voice indicated he 
was a big one. I forgot about my 
cramped position and cold feet some 10 
minutes later when the tom turkey 
stepped into view about 150 yards 
away, at the other end of a narrow 
corridor through the trees and brush. 
He spread his big fan and strutted, 
but didn’t answer the call. 

Off to the right of the tom I 
made out the smaller, darker body 
of a hen. Johnston clucked again 
and was answered immediately by 
a hen somewhere behind my tree. 
When she yelped, the gobbler yowked 
and strutted, dropping his wings and 
performing a little dance that carried 
him out of sight into the brush. 

Soon two more hens were visible, 
and from what I could see and hear, 
I figured there were seven females 
responding to Turkey Johnston’s flirta- 
tion with the big gobbler. 

I'm an old and experienced turkey 
hunter, but the sight and sound of 
wild turkeys near my stand never fails 
to skyrocket my blood pressure. Mov- 
ing very slowly, I shifted my position 
to get down even lower against the 
tree trunk. That slight movement 
startled the hen behind my tree—and 
obviously closer than I first thought. 
With a roar of heavy wings, she took 
off through the treetops. 

I thought the jig was up, 
sudden departure of the hen didn't 
seem to disturb the remainder of the 
scattered flock. When Johnston called 
again, the tom turkéy came into view 
in another swamp corridor, yards to 
the right of where I'd last seen him. 
He spread his tail, dropped his wings, 
and the woods rang with his challenge. 

He seemed to be circling to the call, 
and if he completed the arc he'd 
started it would bring him close enough 
for my shot string. That he was tak- 
ing his time is a gross understatement. 
For an hour I sat as motionless as 
mortal man can sit. My legs had long 
since lost their feeling for lack of 
circulation.

in for a landing, felt them drive their 
rapiers to the hilt.

I was wondering how much human 
flesh could endure when a tom turkey 
I hadn’t seen appeared in the picture. 
He was less than 100 yards away and 
coming straight for me. I forgot my 
aches. He wasn’t as large or as stately 
as the old patriarch, but even at that 
distance I could see his beard. It was 
short and heavy, with the appearance 
of having been scrubbed against the 
ground. 

The gobbler came on, stopping to 
pick at tidbits on the swamp floor, 
raising his head to scan the woods. 
In the background, still twice the 
distance my shotgun pellets would kill, 
the big turkey continued to strut. 

The smaller tom got within 32 steps 
of me (we paced it off later) before 
he saw me reclining against the tree. 
I knew he’d spotted me by the way 
he suddenly stopped, lifted his head, 
and slowly raised it higher and higher 
until he appeared to be standing on 
tiptoe. 

I didn’t bat an eyelash, and for a 
minute he simply stared in my direc- | 
tion. Then he decided his situation was 
definitely unhealthy. One stride carried 
him out of sight behind a tree. The 
instant he vanished, I raised my gun, | 
ready to shoot when he reappeared. 

I couldn’t see the gobbler after he 
ducked behind the tree, but Turkey | 
Johnston could. He knew the bird was | 
alarmed. If it flew, the bird might | 
spook the rest of the flock, with the | 
possibility that neither of us would get 
a shot.

I was glad of the opportunity to 
stagger stiffly to my feet and follow my 
partner to his kill.

“Gad,” he said. “I wouldn’t have 
pulled the trigger if I'd known you 
were that close.” 

“Who pulled the trigger makes not 
the slightest difference,” I said. ‘That | 
was just about the grandest show I 
ever watched in gobbler woods.” 

To make our morning hunt a complete 
success, Clarence Streetman came in 
bug-eyed with a young gobbler he and 
Bob Hutchinson had lured within range 
of their guns. The two men were muddy 
and wringing wet from the waist down. 

We solemnly shook hands all around. 
Turkey Johnston squinted at me and 
said, “Sure hope you can come again 
and help me look for that old gobbler 
we saw this morning.” 

“Come another spring,” I said, “I 
might do just that. In the meantime, 
if you get a bead on him, don’t wait | 
for me.”

Now the little carbine is in pro- 
duction. It is called the Deerslayer, 
and a logicai and fascinating little 
weapon it is. It weighs 5 lb. 12 oz., 
| has an over-all length of 36% in., and 
a barrel 1814 in. long. The barrel has 
12 grooves and a rifling twist of 1 in 
38 in. It is assembled to the receiver 
| by 20 pitch screw threads. 

The stock has a length of pull of 

13% in., a drop at comb of 1%, and a 

| drop at heel of 2% in. Sights consist 
|}of a Sourdough front and a folding- 
| leaf rear. The receiver is drilled and 
tapped for a scope mount. Sling swivels 
| are optional. 

The tubular magazine has a capacity 
| of four cartridges, and a round in the 
| chamber makes it a five-shot weapon. 
| The receiver is machined from a solid 
block of AISI 4150 steel, and the bolt 
and other stressed parts are made of 
high-quality alloy steels. The carbine 
has been proofed at a pressure of 
80,000 pounds per square inch. 

The action is gas-operated and ener- 
gized by a short-stroke piston driven 
| by a small portion of the gas tapped 
from the barrel during firing. The 
piston stroke is only 3/16 in., and by 
the time it has been completed the 
| bullet has left the muzzle and the

action slide has been accelerated to 
maximum velocity. A coil spring re- 
turns the slide to battery position. The 
rotary-type breech bolt has three lock- 
ing lugs at the rear. 

The magazine is loaded through an 
opening on the underside of the stock. 
The carbine will operate with any .44 
Magnum ammunition. 

Ballistics, according to Remington, 
show that the 240-gr. bullet has a 
muzzle velocity of 1,825 ft. seconds and 
muzzle energy of 1,820 ft. lb. At 100 
yd. the velocity is 1,450 and the energy 
1,120. At 200 yd. the big bullet is 
still rolling along at 1,150 and produces 
705 ft. lb. of energy. Midrange tra- 
jectory over 100 yd. is 1.6 in., and over 
200 yd. it is 8.4. 

The first question the reader may 
ask is, “Why bring out a rifle for a 
revolver cartridge?” 

The answer is, I think, that the .44 
Magnum is for some purposes a pretty 
darned good rifle cartridge. With its 
good bullet weight, its respectable 
velocity, and its reasonably flat tra- 
jectory, the .44 Magnum fired in an 
181g-in. barrel at a muzzle velocity of 
1,825 isn’t anybody’s toy. 

Many conservative hunters swear 
by the old .38/55, but in the carbine, 
the .44 Magnum has it whipped hands 
down—1,825 ft. seconds velocity com- 
pared with 1,320, and 1,820 ft. lb. of 
energy at the muzzle as compared 
with 985. The old Winchester .40/82 
black-powder cartridge was considered 
ample for about anything one would 
want to shoot at ranges to 150 yd. 
Yet it used a 260-gr. bullet at 1,500 
ft. seconds with a muzzle energy of 
only 915 ft. lb. Over 200 yd. the 
trajectory was 11 in., whereas that 
of the .44 Magnum fired in the carbine 
is 8.4. The .40/82 was considered a 
red-hot moose rifle, incidentally. 

Even the fabled .45/70 with its 405- 
gr. bullet at 1,310 turns up only 1,545 
ft. lb. at the muzzle, less than that of 
the 44 Magnum, and the midrange 
trajectory over 200 yd. is 14 in. 

The Deerslayer carbine was designed 


| Ruger’s new .44 Magnum carbine. Called the Deerslayer, it is now in production 
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as a light, handy, fast-shooting woods 
rifle for whitetail deer and black bear. 
For that purpose it will be hard to 
beat. Its big, fat, blunt bullets will get 
through the brush far better than 
lighter, faster ones, and they’ll arrive 
where the game is with adequate killing 
power for anything of the deer and 
black bear class. 

It is generally agreed that the great 
majority of whitetail deer in the wooded 
East, and indeed over most of the 
whitetail range, are killed within 100 
yd., and few are killed over 150. In 
fact, more are probably killed under 
75 yd. than are killed at over 100. 

Report of the carbine is loud, but 
nothing like the report of a 44 Magnum 
revolver. Firing a box of ammunition 
rapidly failed to produce a malfunction. 
The carbine is so light and handy it 
can be carried all day without a sling. 

This is no rifle for the long shots 
one often has to take at Western 
antelope and mule deer, and now and 
then at sheep and goats. I would 
want somewhat more 200-yd. energy 
for elk. 

But all that is quibbling. As a 
light, sweet-handling deer rifle, this 
little carbine is the nuts. Bringing it 
out is a bold venture, as a great many 
of us have been pretty well brain- 
washed on the subject of high velocity. 
However, for most deer hunters this 
is an extremely logical development, 
and it will fill with joy the souls of 
those wanting a rifle and a handgun 
to take the same cartridge. 


Calling the Shot 


| hes many years I have made it a 
practice to call my shot, to remem- 
ber exactly how my sights looked when 
the rifle went off. This has saved me 
many a good trophy. Often an animal 
will give no sign of being hit even 
when fatally wounded, but if the hunt- 
er’s sights looked right he should al- 
ways follow up his game and more 
often than not he’ll find he’s hit it. 

A desert bighorn I once took a poke 
at with a .30/06 showed no sign of a 
wound, but the sight picture looked 
right and I found I had shot it through 
the heart and it had traveled but 30 yd. 
In 1959 I got a fast, running shot at a 
greater kudu in the Tanganyika brush, 
also with a .30/06. The bull didn’t even 
flinch, and my white hunter and gun- 
bearer thought I’d missed. But I had 
called my shot and insisted we look for 
blood. We discovered a blood trail and 
at the end of it found a 60-in. kudu 
bull, one of the three largest ever shot 
in East Africa. 

But as a shot-caller on big game I 
am still in kindergarten. In a book on 
an African hunt I read once, the white 
hunter was so good that when he shot 
at a running antelope at 200 yd. he 
changed his sights because he had 
missed the spot he aimed at by 1 in. 

In the same class is an American 
who tells how he took a shot at a black 
bear running uphill. He held to break 
the backbone with a 7 mm. bullet. 
When he shot, the bear fell, got up, 
went over the hill. The hunter didn’t

find the bear, but he says he missed its 
spine by 1 in. If he had used a .300 
Magnum instead of a 7 mm., he wrote, 
he would have got the bear. This char- 
acter is way out of my class. He can 
call a hit within 1 in. on a moving ani- 
mal at 200 yd., and he could also tell 
precisely where he hit that animal in 
spite of the fact that it got away. 

My explanation is much simpler. I 
don’t think he hit within 1 in. of the 
backbone. I think he hit well off the 
backbone and through the intestines. 
It is a peculiarity of bears that a hit 
almost anywhere will roll them. I have 
seen grizzlies roll from a shot in the 
paw. But unless a bear is hit in a vital 
place (and sometimes even when he is) 
he’ll be up and off like a flash. My own 
notion is that our boy would have 
wounded and lost the bear with a .300 
just as neatly as he did with the 7 mm. 
He would likewise have wounded that 
bear if he had used a .458.

Today’s light, compact craft fit easily into 
the sportsman’s modern pattern of living 


Prams offer many advantages—are stable, 
haul good loads, and are easily handled 


NHE 1961 LINE-UP of craft that 
do not require trailers for highway 
transporting are, in my opinion, 

the best to date. There is a greater 
variety of types and models available 
than ever before, and the price range 
puts a boat of this type within most 
any sportsman’s budget. 

Their big appeal, of course, has al- 
ways been to fishermen and hunters, 
and more recently to car campers and 
owners of house trailers. However, an 
important reason for their growing 
popularity is the fact that these light, 
compact craft fit easily into our mod- 
ern pattern of living. So often, when 


Duck boats are well-adapted for fishing 
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owning a conventional outboard would 
be entirely out of the question, a port- 
able turns out to be quite practical. 

For instance, I’m often asked by 
apartment dwellers for advice on buy- 
ing boats. It’s often evident that they 
live some distance from water, have 
done little or no fishing, and have 
never owned a boat. But they would 
like to try fishing and boating. Gen- 
erally, I can suggest a suitable craft, 
one designed to be compact in col- 
lapsed form and be stowed in a con- 
fined space, possibly a clothes closet. 

Of course, some readers are more 
demanding. Often a fisherman wants 
a minimum-size, ultralight craft for 
backpacking long distances to ponds 
and potholes. Other sportsmen are 
mainly interested in fishing nearby 
waters. There also are readers who 
want an efficient boat for wilderness 
trips. 

The majority of questions I’m asked 
concerning portable boats almost al- 
ways involve the need for a light, com- 
pact craft that can be hauled conven- 
iently and economically. However, a 
more recent trend in this field is the 
use of a small boat in corjunction with 
large outboard-powered craft, inboard- 
outboard boats, and houseboats. Craft 
such as these are placing their owners 
in the same category as those with 
inboard-powered cabin cruisers which 
have traditionally towed or carried a 
small boat, calling it a tender or 
dinghy. 

In this type of service, the tender 
towed astern makes for safety and 
convenience. But in the outboard fish- 
erman’s case, the second boat can be 
particularly advantageous. Instead of 
running an outboard boat dangerously 
close to a rocky or snag ridden shore- 
line, he can anchor offshore and use 
the small boat for navigating shallow 


Station wagon and portable combination 
eliminates costly, troublesome hauling 


water. Youngsters can also use it to 
learn how to row effectively and master 
the rudiments of small-boat handling. 

For all practical purposes, auto-top 
boats, tenders, or dinghies are alike. 
They’re chunky craft, beamy and full- 
ended, stable, and good load carriers 
for their size. Weights are kept as low 
as possible. All-important is the con- 
struction which is likely to give a hull 
few or no seams, one that will remain 
tight despite being kept out of the 
water much of the time. 

For ordinary service involving auto- 
top carrying or use in conjunction with 
a large craft, a 7 or 8-ft. boat is prac- 
tical. Above that length a boat tends 
to get too cumbersome and heavy for 
average fisherman’s use. Under 7 ft. 
generally means a one-man craft, and 
care must be taken where and how it 
is used. Weight-wise, 85 to 100 Ib. is 
the traditional limit set for convenient 
auto-top carrying. 

As I’ve said, there is a wide choice 
of models, but you'll find that the type

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of construction—the material and the 
way it is used—largely sets the hull 
shape, the weight, and even the price. 
However, the old supposition that the 
higher the price the better the boat no 
longer holds entirely true for the 
newer’ constructions. The molded 
plastics, for example, appear to be 
|making it possible to turn out thor- 
| oughly satisfactory craft at low cost. 

Canvas-covered, fiberglass, alumi- 
num, fiberglass-covered, and plywood 
craft dominate today’s small-boat field. 
Unfortunately, it is impossible to deter- 
mine a boat’s physical characteristics 
and price by only knowing the par- 
ticular material used in its construc- 
|tion. The range of offerings even in 
any one of these materials is too great 
for that. However, for initial planning 
purposes, the over-all price range is 
usually $75 to $300. 


18 seamen the round-bottomed mod- 
els, with a conventional sharp bow, 
cost more than the snub-nosed prams 
and johnboats. But, again, the modern 
constructions are upsetting traditional 
standards. For example, a 71,-ft., 
molded-fiberglass pram with a beam 
| of 49 in. and weight of 70 lb. is priced 
| by one manufacturer at about $130, 
while a round-bottomed model weigh- 
ing 10 lb. more is listed at $140. Most 
of the round-bottomed boats are rather 
high-sided with the beam carried well 
into the ends, making them comparable 
to prams so far as seating and safety 
are concerned. Canvas-covered offer- 
ings of about 8 ft., which are invari- 
ably round-bottomed models, range up 
to $280 and weigh around 75 lb. Beau- 
tifully built, with treated coverings 
which make the hulls remarkably im- 
mune to damage, they tend to be the 
de luxe offerings in the portable-boat 
field. In direct contrast, aluminum 
prams and johnboats can be had for 
under $100. Plywood prams of match- 
ing length and comparable weight can 
be bought for around $75—generally 
$25 extra if the boat is fiberglass 
covered. 

If you want to build your own port- 
able, I suggest you use a kit. For such 
a small and simple craft, there’ll be no 
need to hunt up materials, fastenings, 
and so on. Nor will you have a lot of 
waste stock left over. Plywood kits, 
particularly for prams, predominate in 
most cases. There are also several kits 
for small aluminum craft and molded- 
fiberglass boats. Generally, a 25 per- 
cent saving can be expected. 

The next-best sellers in this portable 
field are canoes and the inflatable rub- 
ber rafts and boats. After lagging for 
several years, there has recently been 
a marked revival of interest in canoes. 
I believe this is a result of the current 
wider range of models and the greater 
choice of constructions. Although 
finely built, all-cedar canoes were 
always available, the canvas-covered 
type was the traditional sportsman’s 
canoe. Then aluminum and molded- 
fiberglass canoes appeared. Now manu- 
facturers in these different fields of 
construction compete for a growing 
market. Which type is the better? 
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Who can say? I know that canvas- 
covered canoes have been improved, 
particularly in their coverings; that 
aluminum canoes have proved very 
durable, and that the faults of the 
earlier fiberglass canoes have definitely 
been corrected. What is important to 
my mind is the resultant wider choice 
of canoes and greater range of prices. 

Standard length canoes—around 16 
ft.—are used satisfactorily where car 
carrying or even portaging is con- 
cerned. However, the ideal type for 
ordinary use is the so-called hunting 
canoe. These run about 12 ft., but are 
flat-floored and full-ended enough to be 
stable and good load carriers. They 
are light (50 to 60 lb.) and the narrow, 
long hull (around 36 in.) makes for 
convenient carrying. Prices average 
about $200. In the $100 price bracket 
are several offerings of a new type of 
canoe—the semi-V bottomed models 
built of panel plywood. These have 
the additional advantage of being 
available in kit form. 

Inflatable rubber rafts and boats 
have also enjoyed increased interest in 
recent years. While most boats of this 
type can be classed as rafts, being oval 
or doughnut-shaped, some inflatables 
have boat characteristics in that they 
are long, narrow, and have a blunt, 
raised bow. Surplus offerings—rafts 
produced for the Armed Forces—are 
less in evidence. Pricewise, the « itire 
field ranges from $30 to $300. But 
somewhere between these extremes the 
fisherman can find an inflatable that 
should work in perfectly with his plans. 

Another branch of this market, aside 
from the higher-priced models, are 
those offerings slanted at big-boat own- 
ers wanting a rubber boat or raft for 
emergency use or occasional service as 
a dinghy. 

As an example, let me describe a 
friend’s outfit of this type. As an 
apartment dweller, he is forced to con- 
fine his ownership of boats to the type 
that, as he says, can be dry-docked in 
his clothes ‘closet. He has a 71-ft. in- 
flatable boat. It takes a 214-horse- 
power outboard motor which pushes it 
at about 5 miles an hour, and a gallon 
of fuel will suffice for a weekend’s 
fishing. The boat also rows satisfac- 
torily, using jointed aluminum oars. It 
weighs 30 lb., and, when deflated, is 
carried in a 30 x 12-in. bag. It takes 
only minutes to inflate, and can be 
deflated in seconds. The boat costs 
around $125. The outfit suits his pur- 
poses ideally. 


Or feature that I would want in 
an inflatable, but which is missing in 
many of low-priced offerings, is multi- 
tube construction—two or more en- 


tirely independent air chambers or 
tubes allowing a safe margin of flota- 
tion. 

In addition to these standard types 
of portables, a wide variety of mis- 
cellaneous designs is available. Some 
fishermen prefer a short, lightweight 
hunting boat for its stiffness and ma- 
neuverability on narrow streams. Also, 
the low-sided hull is a good design for 
carrying on a car. In the molded- 








fiberglass field, you'll find some offer- 
ings with comparable qualities which 
are combinations of the canoe, the 
hunting boat, and the kayak. Or where 
compactness for carrying or stowing is 
a consideration, a folding-type kayak 
works out well. Even a 12 or 14-ft. 
model of this type would not be im- 
practical. Kits for rigid hunting boats 
and kayaks are available. Other old- 
time favorites include collapsible can- 
vas-type boats and canoes. 

Undoubtedly these small craft will 
become increasingly popular, especially 
with fishermen. One reason for it could 
be the restrictions already in force or 
proposed on many waters. Such re- 
strictions, directed largely at big, fast 
outboards, most likely will force own- 
ers of such craft to confine their ac- 
tivities to larger waters. To fish 
smaller waters, a small, portable boat 
that can be used with a small motor, 
or even rowed or paddled, will become 
highly desirable. Fortunately, the cost 
of the extra fishing made possible is 
infinitesimal. The yearly maintenance 
that may be required to keep such a 
craft presentable and in dependable 
condition will rarely be more than 
what one might spend for a couple of 
cartons of cigarettes or a bottle of 
good Scotch—J. A. Emmett.

Then for three days the radio spoke 
only of “a series of gales moving in 
from the Pacific,” and how right those 
reports were. We couldn’t even cross 
the wind-lashed channel between the 
islands. 

By keeping on the lee side, however, 
we made several trips to Canoona 
River, and we found many salmon in 
the stream. But even there it was very 
tricky to get down into the jumping 
skiff from the rolling boat with all our 
gear. We also had trouble getting to 
shore and back again in the strong tide 
currents. Despite these conditions, we 
were able to spend three days sitting 
in the rain among rotting salmon on 
the river banks, waiting for bear while 
the wind lashed the treetops. The wet- 
weather tricks and gear I’d developed 
from many soggy hunts allowed us to 
be comfortable enough and ready to 
shoot (see “Let It Rain,’’ OUTDOOR LIFE, 
April, 1953). 

Fresh sign was everywhere, and 
beaten paths were lined with heads of 
fresh-eaten salmon. A white bear had 
been seen once a few weeks before by 
the engineer of a crew building fish 
ladders on the river. Blacks were said 
to be numerous, but even they were 
not for us to see. 

Finally the storm abated enough for 
us to cross the channel and round the 
north end of the island. As we rolled 
into Barnard Harbor after a plunging, 
spray-drenched passage, the sun broke 
through the scudding clouds, and our 
hopes grew brighter. This was a shel-

|area thus appeared before our eyes as 
| if by magic, ana our excitement rose. 

But by deer dusk we'd seen no 
| activity, and were about ready to signal 
| by flashlight to the boat for the out- 
board skiff to come in for us. Then 
| Harold crept back from around a rocky 
| point and excitedly said he’d seen what 
|he thought was a white bear 

In the growing darkness, I stumbled 
across the barnacle-crusted rocks after 
him and focused my binoculars on a 
dim, white object several hundred yards 
away at the head of the valley. 

Whatever it was had gone slowly 
back into the timber, apparently un- 
disturbed, so we started moving quietly 
in that direction. We nadn’t gone 50 
yards when, stopping “c glass again 
with the 9 x 35’s dimiy saw a white 
back moving above the grass. It was 
a bear, and it was again in the open. 

We zot down into the bed of the 
stream that now meandered only inches 
| deep through the gravel. Crouching 
| below the bank we hurried with as 
little splashing as possible toward the 
| bear. In the race with darkness, I was 
| thankfui for the .enses in my shooting 
| glasses. which gathered enough light 
| So that I could still see to shoot 

Coming up on the gravel bar, we saw 
the white form again got in a good 
| sitting position sling on and was 
| vastly relievea ‘co tine that I could 
| still just see the black crosshairs on 
the white shape ot the bear in the 4X 
| scope. He was shuffling toward us at 
about 125 yards, a dream shot 

With crosshairs steady on his right 
| Shoulder, I caught my breath to fire, 
| figuring the bear would take two more 
steps toward us. But just then we 
heard a sound that didn’t belong; it 
| was the outboard starting at the boat. 
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Instantly the startled bear swung 
his head toward the timber at his right. 
With one fluid motion, his white body 
followed it into the darkness, leaving 
me with nothing in the scope but black- 
ness. 

I couldn’t believe that we’d come 
so close to success and yet missed 
after two long, expensive trips by air, 
steamer, charter boat, and skiff, and 
after bug-bitten days of hard work in 
the bush. That crushing disappoint- 
ment will haunt me forever. 

We couldn’t blame the Ind‘ans. They 
were greatly concerned for us in the 
darkness and incoming tide; the on- 
rushing sea would soon be 15 feet deep 
where we stood. All we could do was 
curse the faithful motor that started 
on the first turn. Just one preliminary 
sputter, just one more pull on the 
starter cord, and we'd have had a 
beautiful white bear 

That wasn’t the end of our bad luck 
Next morning, knowing for sure where 
a magnificent specimen was, and look- 
ing forward keenly to the evening’s 
watch, we found that the starting 
battery on the Trump’s diesel engine 
was dead. This could have stranded us 
in the remote inlet without even our 
radio transmitter operable. Fortunate- 
ly, however, the fish-patrol boat was 
still anchored nearby, and its electrical 
system used the same voltage. Oscar 
Olson kindly brought his battery over 
in the skiff to start the Trump’s engine. 
Once started, the diesel would run 
without further electricity, but if it 
stopped, we couldn’t start it again with 
our dead battery. 

Feeling completely frustrated, and 
becoming convinced that the white 
bears had a special protecting spirit, 
we sadly pulled anchor and headed for 
port. We wouldn’t have time on that 
trip to make the run back to Barnard 
Harbor, and thus ended trip No. 2. 

After getting a new battery at Bute- 
dale, we passed Gribble Island on 
the homeward run to Kitimat. Dave 
Duncan showed us a lake where, ac- 
cording to Indian folklore, the two 
white bears had been killed that make 
up the Denver exhibit. Farther down 
the island we went ashore and followed 
far up a rushing stream along steep, 
slick mountainsides in a driving rain, 
and sat watching over a broad, grassy 
river flat that Dave knew, but we saw 
no activity. He doubted that any white 
bears still remained on Gribble, though 
I’m glad we've since learned of a young 
one seen several times from a fishing 
boat. 


fi. No. 3 began with the same old 


job of finding a suitable boat. Steen 
Diderickson, caretaker at the Prince 
Rupert Yacht Club, opened a bonanza 
for us by arranging for the Advance 
II, a 52-foot halibut boat. Her owner, 
Slim Rensvold, had his able son Irwin 
as crew. 

With Harold Yocum and me in Sep- 
tember of last year came Dr. Charles 
S. Cooper of Kansas City, Missouri. 
Chuck is a husky, happy character, and 
a boatman on inland waters. He was 
to be of great help. Besides, it was 





comforting to have such a highly skilled 
medical man aboard. My back, injured 
on a cougar hunt years before, had 
kicked up again just before our sched- 
uled departure, and after an extra week 
of therapy, I'd decided to try it, wear- 
ing a brace. 

After traveling two days and nights 
by steamer from Vancouver, we met 
the Advance at Butedale—in the rain, 
of course. I’d been most anxious to 
return to Barnard Harbor, and we 
spent our first days there. For an hour 
one drizzly day, Harold and I watched 
a big wolf chase skittering salmon 
80 yards in front of us as we scanned 
the tidal flat from the forest rim. 

It was a dreadful temptation to put 
an easy shot into the big tawny-yellow 
body as the agile beast caught fish after 
fish, carrying them up on the bank and 
then returning to eat the heads one by 
one. When a black bear of moderate 
size showed up and caught a fish, the 
wolf ran him off, nipping at his back- 
side. Both the wolf and the bear could 
have been bagged easily, but fear of 
chasing off the one specimen I'd come 
for deterred my trigger finger. 


B* my restraint was in vain, for 
no white bear came. So we ran for 
many hours in the good ship Advance 
up Surf Inlet, down long channels, and 
through wide sounds around the island 
to Laredo Inlet, up it into Alston Cove, 
Bay of Plenty, Mellis Inlet, and Fifer 
Cove. In those wiid, remote, and beau- 
tiful spots we watched tide flats, fol- 
lowed tumbling streams, and climbed 
steep hillsides over giant windfalls. 
Bear sign was plentiful, but the makers 
remained invisible. The moon was full, 
and the bears were out mostly when 
there was no shooting light. 

Fifer Cove produced a weird ex- 
perience. There’s a wide, flat river 
running straight for half a mile up to 
a lake, a very rare stream among the 
mountains. A well-used bear trail ran 
beside the salmon-filled stream, and 
though no white bear had ever been 
reported there, we followed it up to 
a barricade of huge logs that had been 
piled across the river in spring floods 
years before. Silt had collected between 
the logs at high water, and moss and 
small trees overgrew them. As we sat 
quietly on this log pile above the 
stream and 30 feet from shore, we 
heard a rumbling grunt very near. It 
was repeated at frequent intervals, 
apparently between us and shore. We 
expected to have a bear in our laps 
at any instant, for we had no way to 
escape. Search as we might, we could 
see no bear. 

Finally Harold and I maneuvered 
carefully about on the slippery moss, 
to see the. two sides while Chuck 
covered us from the end. I mean 
covered visually, for I had the only 
rifle. And even if the grumbling bear 
went for Harold or Chuck, there wasn’t 
much I could do in the tangle of brush. 

After much stealthy investigation, 
we determined that the bear was actu- 
ally in the pile of logs beneath us and 
was snoring! We found a recently 
used tunnel entrance leading down 
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| between a couple of logs five feet in 
| diameter. First we got positioned with 
that entrance between us and shore, 
so we'd not be overrun if, as we hoped, 
he headed for shore. Then we started 
beating on the logs. 

Do you think that bear would come 
out? No sirree. He rumbled and 
grumbled so we could feel the vibra- 
tions, but he might as well have been in 
Fort Knox. We finally gave up and 
went our way, hoping he was black. 

In Laredo Inlet we were delighted 
to see the Helmer Hermansons on fish 
patrol there. This erudite couple, be- 
yond middle age, know the area mi- 
nutely, and their eagerly shared vast 
knowledge of the plant and animal 
life had delighted us when we met them 
on our first trip. The Hermansons 
spend the summer on their small boat 
in these remote inlets, making long 
government fish-counting surveys far 
up the difficult streams. Traveling the 
bush and shores day in and day out, 
they had seen the white bears on a few 
occasions, and gave us hope and help. 

Finally, after two weeks of search, 
Chuck had to return to his practice, 
as I also needed to, but we’d seen no 
white bear. We took Chuck into Bute- 
dale, where he got the steamer south. 
I had determined to try for two more 
days. The weather had turned wet 
again, which seemed to offer more 
promise than the bright days. 

We had another fish-patrolman’s re- 
port of sighting a white bear at Barn- 
ard Harbor, and the tide cycle—50 
minutes earlier each day—had again 
come around to its favorable evening 
low after being wrong for several days. 
I hoped I could justify the delay at 
home. 

After making the 3%2-hour run back 
to anchor in Barnard Harbor, we took 
the skiff to shore. Then we found a 
new lookout point on a big  brush- 
screened, moss-draped stump overlook- 
ing the tidal flat, and hopefully spent 
the rest of the day at the binoculars 
as we'd done so many times before. 
In vain we kept our vigil till after dark. 


Ns day, absolutely our last, fol- 
lowed the same pattern: off before 
dawn in the skiff through the eerie 
tide channels, then the watch, return- 
ing to the boat during high tide, and 
back for the final evening’s vigil. Our 
hopes were failing with the quickly 


fading light. Deepest disappointment 
and defeat flooded through me, for I 
had already put too much time and 
money into these efforts. 

The evening neared the same last 
dimness as when the bear had appeared 
the year before and been so agonizingly 
lost. Peering across the dark expanse, 
I couldn’t help picturing him again in 
my scope and reliving that blazing mo- 

ment so quickly turned to ashes. 

| Some time before, we'd heard a faint, 
| querulous grunt a couple of times be- 
| hind us up the mountainside, and while 
| listening intently for more had been 
startled when an eagle made a heavy, 
| flapping landing in a tree just above. 
Td dismissed the grunts then. 
| 





But Harold had not. Unknown to 
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me he’d slipped through the trees to 
the other side of the point we were on, 
with some sixth sense—or maybe only 
a hope—that something had circled 
above us on the slope. 

I now heard Harold moving through 
the dark forest brush, and before I 
knew it he was at my elbow. I could 
see his eyes shining in the dimness, 
and he grabbed my arm and whispered 
hoarsely, ‘“‘There’s a bear, a white bear, 
crossing the flat! You'll have to come 
over here, to see him.’’ He wheeled off. 


grabbed my rifle in trembling ex- 

citement and followed as fast and 
quietly as I could through the swishing 
brush and over the slippery, moss- 
covered windfalls. It seemed to take 
forever to travel the 35 feet to the 
opposite, open side of the point. When 
I looked through the last screening 
boughs, it was terrifyingly dark in the 
open beyond. Scanning with the glases, 
I was misled by a whitened driftwood 
stump while Harold frantically tried 
to tell me where he saw the bear. 

Finally I caught a movement in the 
glass far beyond where I’d fixed my 
attention, and realized the bear was 
clear across the flat, and moving 
toward us along the far edge of the 
timber. I scrambled up onto a little 
level area of moss-covered windfall 
just wide enough for a sitting position, 
and gathering the surrounding brush 
under my legs to get it out of the way, 
slipped the sling loop up my arm. 
Finding the bear in the scope, I noticed 
that, just as before, I could see little 
but the dim white form of the animal, 
and nothing of the crosshairs when 
they weren’t against it. 

I'd previously stepped off the distance 
across the flat at 250 yards, and real- 
ized this was farther, at a considerable 
angle. With my improved .300 Magnum 
sighted in at 200 yards, I’d need an 
eight-inch-high hold for 300 yards. 

I could pick up the vertical crosshair 
all right, but trying to catch the hori- 
zontal one just on the top edge of the 
shoulder was nearly impossible. The 
animal looked very small in the scope. 
He was still coming in our direction, 
and Harold whispered to ask if I could 
wait for a closer shot. But the faint 
light was fading so fast that I knew in 
two more minutes I could see nothing. 
It was now or never. 

Then to my dismay I noticed a small, 
bushy pine limb, too far to reach, run- 
ning just under my line of sight with 
the scope. That put it right in line 
with the barrel below. Lifting myself 
from the sitting position to a high, 
ridiculous-feeling, balanced position, 
I prayed the barrel was above the limb, 
and was relieved to see that despite the 
strain of keeping suspended and the 
wild pounding of my heart, I could still 
hold fairly well on the bear. 

Now came the test for all the hun- 
dreds of dry shots I’d squeezed off at 
home on a miniature white bear from 
all angles. As the real thing moved 
slowly toward us, I waited till it quar- 
tered to my left, and touched off the 
shot. There was a blast of flame from 
the short barrel, and a sheet of smoke 





and fog—-condensed from the wet air 
by the blast-shot out for yards in 
front, blotting out all vision ahead. 
Against this cloud I saw the little pine 
branch in front of the muzzle dancing 
wildly, and I prayed it was only from 
the blast, and not the bullet. 

We couldn’t see for nearly 10 seconds, 
but when the cloud at last drifted away, 
we could dimly discern the bear still— 
or again—on its feet, and moving. I 
agonized through another shot, search- 
ing for that horizontal wire. I'd have 
called it good, too, but again the smog 
screen blotted out all. 

As it cleared, the bear still appeared 
to be up, but dragging in the aft sec- 
tion. A third blast roared out. Harold 
had moved farther to the side then 
with the binoculars, away from the 
forming cloud, and said the bear had 
dragged itself into the woods. 

We splashed and stumbled across the 
soft tidal flat to the far side. To our 
vast relief, we found in our flashlight 
beams great splashes of blood leading 
from the barnacled rocks into the tim- 
ber. Just 30 feet away, in the edge of 
the forest on the mossy carpet, lay the 
white bear, dead. He was so perforated 
from shoulder rearward it was difficult 
to say if two or all three of the shots 
had struck home, but we had our rare 
white bear. 

Next day I counted off 335 long steps 
across the valley to where the shots 
were fired, and had the pleasure of 
cutting off that worrisome pine branch 
before taking a picture from there to 
where the bear lay. 

The pelt--beneath its yellow, cedar- 
stained tips—-was snowy white, the 
nose a grayish beige, and the eyes 
brown. The pads of the feet were red- 
dish brown. Harold did a masterful 
job of skinning and trimming out the 
entire skeleton on deck as we traveled 
joyfully homeward, after gathering a 
boatload of the different mosses, leaves, 
berries, ferns, and boughs for the fore- 
ground material in the museum exhibit. 

This specimen of euarctos ameri- 
canus kermodei will spend the rest of 
his days before the admiring gaze of 
generations of school children. I hope 
his spirit will be happy there. I know 
mine will. THE END 


Disposable Anchor 


mpty 5 to 10-lb. cloth bags, such as 

dog-food or sugar bags, when filled 
with stones, make handy, disposable 
small-boat anchors. One advantage 
they offer is that you don’t have to 
bother carrying around a regular iron 
anchor or cement-filled pail. Instead, 
when you find a fishing spot, just go 
ashore and fill two bags two thirds 
full of fine or coarse stones. Two bags 
will hold a boat in an ordinary breeze 
or current. After filling the bags, tie 
a strong '4-in. rope around the neck of 
each bag, and fasten it with a slip 
knot. Let the bags over the side and 
secure the rope ends to a cleat or bow 
ring. When you're through fishing, 
pull up the bags, untie the rope, and 
let the bags sink to bottom.-Ben C.

shot, and poisoned. A bounty has been 
placed upon his head, and specialists 
have made their living hunting him. 
Sportsmen have shouted for his ex- 
termination because he kills deer, elk, 
bighorn sheep, and antelope. Cattlemen 
hate him because he is destructive to 
their herds. 

And indeed the wolf and civilization 
do not get along well, as the wolf is a 
hungry carnivore and a fine hunter. 
When the Western prairies swarmed 
with buffaloes there were tens of thou- 
sands of the big gray wolves hanging 
around on the outskirts of the herds. 
They preyed on the old, the young, the 
sick, the wounded, and the foolish, and 
they also raided the herds to pull down 
the strong and well. 

When the buffaloes were shot off in 
the late 60’s and early 70’s and cattle 
were introduced into the plains, the 
wolves turned to this new source of 
food. Pioneer cattlemen took heavy 
losses from the wolves, but the wolves 
in those days were fairly unsophisti- 
cated and they were shot, trapped, and 
poisoned until the remnants were driven 





- | back into the mountains and badlands. 


J 


| Then knowledge of traps and poison 


seemed to spread among the surviving 

wolves. They became more difficult to 
| see, more difficult to trap, and by the 
| late 1880’s or early 1890’s they were 
| on the increase again and causing great 
losses to cattle and sheep men. 

In 1918, the President of the New 
| Mexico College of Agriculture, as re- 
| ported by Seton, estimated that wolves 
| killed in New Mexico about 34,000 head 
|of cattle and 165,000 sheep annually. 
| One wolf was believed to have killed 
| about $5,000 worth of stock in six 

months. One Wyoming wolf killed 30 
head of cattle during one spring. 

Touch a man in his pocketbook and 

you have made an enemy. Associations 
of cattlemen and game departments put 
| bounties on wolves. In some cases re- 
wards of as much as $1,000 were of- 
fered for individual wolves. Many men 
| made their living as wolf hunters. They 
| worked out careful and cunning meth- 
|ods of trapping. They used deadly 
| poisons. Gradually they whittled down 
the number of wolves, and by the late 
1920's the animals were just about 
extinct. 

Not only were the wolves killed off 
| by traps and poisons, but the fact that 
| they were continually harried probably 
| kept them from breeding normally. 

Wolf hunters located dens by following 
adult wolves carrying game to their 
young, then dug out and killed the pups. 

Even continual harrying alone will 
| make a pack of wolves leave the coun- 
try. The late Bert Riggall, the dean of 
| Alberta sheep hunters in the days when 
| the Alberta Rockies were the greatest 
| bighorn country in North America and 
| the guide who led Martin Bovey to the 
| world record bighorn ram, told me this 
| one. A troublesome pack of wolves was 
| killing cattle and game in southwestern 
| Alberta, he said, and the animals were 


so smart that they were almost impos- 
sible to trap, shoot, or poison. A Ger- 
man immigrant guaranteed to get the 
wolves out of the country for a price. 
The desperate ranchers agreed, but 
with the provision that there would be 
no pay unless all the wolves were gone. 

The German took up the tracks of 
the pack in the winter when snow was 
on the ground. A tough hombre, he 
carried his little camp on his back. Al- 
ways he was after them. Never was 
he far behind them. From dawn to 
dusk the wolves knew this implacable 
human being was on their trail. He sel- 
dom saw them; he didn’t kill a one. 
But the knowledge that they were con- 
stantly pursued was too much for them. 
They left the country, and for years 
there was not a wolf in the area. 

Hunters and outfitters hate the wolves 
almost as much as ranchers do, and 
every few years they raise a great hue 
and cry that the wolves are destroying 
the game of the wilderness areas. For 
years a very good friend of mine who 
guided in the Alberta and British Col- 
umbia Rockies—in writing me a sort of 
annual report—told me that his country 
had gone to pot because of the great in- 
crease of wolves. 


bee or 12 years ago, guides and hunt- 
ers over the Yukon, northern British 
Columbia, and Alaska were saying that 
the game of this wild, wonderful coun- 
try was doomed unless there was more 
wolf control. Some even recommended 
wolf extermination. 

The relationship of wolves to game is 
a complex question, and one on which 
I am surely no authority. Undoubtedly 
there are cycles of wolf abundance and 
scarcity in wilderness areas, and it is 
also an undoubted fact that at certain 
times in the cycles the wolves prey 
heavily on the game. An intelligent and 
observant trapper who had lived for 
many years among the game of the 
north told me that he thought wolf 
abundance followed the abundance of 
arctic hares. When these hares were on 
the upper portion of their cycles and 
plentiful everywhere, the wolves sub- 
sisted largely on them. They had no 
trouble procuring food for their young 
and they raised large litters. Then 
when the rabbits died off, as they do 
every few years, the wolves did more 
hunting of the larger game. 

The primary victim of the wolf in the 
far north is the caribou, and there are 
always wolves in good caribou country. 
Wolves always follow the large caribou 
migrations. Moose are also heavily 
preyed upon by wolves, and in the snow 
a pack can pull down the largest bulls. 

Although wolves kill many sheep and 
are surely a factor in limiting sheep 
numbers, I doubt if the wolf is a natu- 
ral predator of sheep. In first-class 
sheep country, the soft-footed wolf 
would have a great deal of trouble fol- 
lowing sheep into the rocks. I have 
seen wolves try to catch sheep running 
up shale and rockslides, and it is simply 
no contest. The wolf is quickly out- 
distanced and gives up. The sheep 
know that once they gain the cliffs and 
slides they are safe, and when they are 





in their refuge country they do not 
seem to be afraid of wolves. 
I believe the bulk of wolf predation

A certain amount of wolf predation 
is probably necessary for a healthy 
sheep herd. It has been the history of 
the wild sheep that whenever the herds 
get too large they contract disease and 
die off. I remember one area in north- 
ern British Columbia where there were 
many Stone sheep and where a favorite 
bedding ground on level country right 
at the edge of high cliffs was as deep 
in sheep dung as a domestic sheepfold. 
I saw no wolf sign in the area, and 
probably the sheep would have been in 
better shape if there had been some

of camping as a family recreation 

is introducing thousands of en- 
thusiastic but inexperienced campers 
to all sorts of unfamiliar equipment. 
Many cf them discover right away 
that there’s more than one quality of 
gear. Others, not so fortunate, find 
out too late. 

This month I'd like to point out some 
ways to distinguish quality camp gear 
from inferior. And I suggest that be- 
fore you buy anything in this line, 
look it over with a sharp eye. 

Many campers fill at least part of their 
equipment needs by buying military- 
service surplus gear. You may find in 
such gear just what you want, and at 
prices greatly reduced from original 
cost. There are many reliable stores 
where such bargains can be found, but 
along with these items you may also find 
some that merely look like authentic 
surplus. These may be termed army- 
type or navy-type such-and-such. Or 
they may be surplus of the army or 
navy of some other country. 

Tf you’d like to check whether or 
not a piece of gear is genuine U.S. 
surplus, look for the contract number 
printed or stamped on it, or ask the 
clerk to show proof that it is as adver- 
tised. Paint or fabric of certain colors 
are not always guarantees of authen- 
ticity. 

Another point to remember is that 
equipment made 15 or more years ago, 
even though genuine U.S. service gear, 
may have deteriorated. Look over such 
items for signs of failure. Leather 
may be dried out or brittle, and stitches

or fabric may be rotted. Bend or fold 
leather sharply, and look for small 
cracks or even a break in the surface. 
If the clerk objects to your testing in 
this way, it’s a sign to beware of the 
item. 

Check canvas equipment for condi- 
tion of seams; if you find a bit of loose 
thread, pull it to see if it is still strong. 
If it breaks easily, be suspicious of 
threads throughout. 

If you are determined to buy such 
an item, however, and the body of the 
gear is still good, you may want to 
have the seams resewed and leather 
parts replaced. Or, if the leather is 
not too brittle, you may be able to 
revive and soften it with several ap- 
plications of neat’s-foot oil or linseed 
oil. But if you have to go to such ex- 
tremes of reconditioning, you might be 
better off buying a modern item from 
a regular outfitter. 

Hardware such as shovels, cutlery, 
and mess kits in surplus stores are 
more than likely worth the price. 

In other than surplus camping equip- 
ment, what are the signs of quality? 
Let’s start with tents and canvas goods. 

Tents can be roughly divided into 
two categories: 1. The economy grades. 
2. The better-quality and higher-quality 
grades designed for longer service and 
more convenience. Most of these tents 
will give good service if used for what 
their designers intended. 

The economy tents are designed for 
short-term camping and will give good 
service if used with reasonable care and 
if not too much is expected of them. 
One of my tents is an economy lean-to

proximately 10 or 15 minutes, turning. 

Drain, salt pieces very lightly, and 
chill them overnight. Remove them 
long enough before cooking so they 
reach room temperature. 

Meantime, crumble potato chips 
with rolling pin, and melt about % 
cup of butter, enough for next step. 

Dip fish portions into melted but- 
ter and roll them in crumbled potato 
chips. Put pieces in baking pan, and 
pour remaining butter over them. 
Bake in very hot oven until pieces are 
golden brown. Try not to overcook. 
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model that has given excellent service 
for many years. 

Better-quality tents will give more 
satisfaction for longer periods, but you 
have to pay more for them. Disappoint- 
ments come when economy tents are 
confused with higher-priced models. 
Be sure you know what you’re buying. 

The better-quality tents are made 
from tight-weave materials that reveal 
no thin spots when held to the light, 
the seams are lap-felled (no raw edges 
showing), and the corners and strain 
points are reinforced with extra mate- 
rial. The stakes are of metal, or if 
of wood, they are straight-grained, 
sturdy, and smoothly finished. Guy 
ropes are of good quality hemp and of 
generous length. Often extra stakes 
and guy ropes are supplied with good- 
quality tents. Metal grommets are 
securely attached with plenty of stitches 
and reinforcements; stake loops are 
well-sewed and generous in size and 
number. The poles in a quality tent 
will be of either steel or heavy alumi- 
num, and usually will telescope for 
easier packing. If, because of extreme 
length, wooden poles are required, 
they’re straight-grained and well fin- 
ished. Any such poles that are in 
sections are joined with sturdy metal 
plates or sockets. 

Another feature of better-quality 
tents, unless they’re too large, is a 
strong sewed-in floor. Such tents also 
have heavy-duty, smooth-running zip- 
pers on all screened doors, windows, 
and flaps. The sewing on these tents 
is even, spaced well back from the 
edges of seams, and doesn’t run off the 
seam edges. It is of heavy thread and 
looks like quality workmanship. 

These same marks of quality can be 
found on better-grade flies, rectangular 
pieces of canvas to be pitched over your 
tent for better protection or over your 
eating or recreation area for shade 
and rain protection. Better-quality flies 
have rope sewed into the edge seam 
for protection against wind tears, have 
plenty of brass grommets along the side 
seams for lashing and guying, and 
usually have a double thickness of 
material across the center where the 
fly will be hung over a rope or a ridge- 
pole. Inexpensive flies may lack some 
or all of these quality features. 

In better-quality canvas goods such 
as duffel bags and knapsacks, you'll 
find large flaps at the top. All seams 
are well sewed and often bound in more 
of the same material or in leather. 
Leather straps used in the better grades 
of such gear are oil-tanned, heavy, and 
well stitched and riveted to the canvas. 
Oil-tanned leather has a slightly oily 
feel; when sharply bent, the leather 
becomes lighter in color as the oil is 








forced out of the toid. After the 
leather is released, the color darkens 
again as oil returns. Try this test on 
leather that’s claimed to be oil-tanned. 
Beware of cheap leather parts or those 
made of plastic in place of good, sound 
leather. 

The buckles and metal parts of all 
better-quality canvas gear, for pro- 
tection against rust, is nickel-plated 
or else of solid brass or stainless steel. 
Galvanized fittings may be adequate, 
but the others are preferred. 

If there are zippers on outer pockets 
or flaps of such gear, they should be 
of heavy-duty variety and of nonrust- 
ing metals. The metal in packframes 
should be of light metal alloys that 
won’t rust and won’t get brittle under 
strain. If the straps and harnesses of 
such a pack are of woven webbing, this 
does not mean the pack is inferior; 
many campers prefer such straps. 
They’re strong, and if well-woven and 
attached securely, they are excellent. 
Some woven straps are stronger than 
leather and less effected by changing 
weather. 

Cheap packs lack many of these 
quality features and are skimpy in such 
things as seams, pockets, and harnesses. 
Look over any such items carefully be- 
fore investing. 

Sleeping bags, which are perhaps the 
most important camping gear you'll buy, 
are also the center of more arguments 
than is any other piece of equipment. 
There are all kinds of quality in sleep- 
ing bags, and usually you'll get just 
about what you pay for. 

The efficiency of any sleeping bag 
depends mainly upon the type and 
amount of insulation within the case. 
The cheaper the bag, the poorer the 
efficiency of the insulation, and—in the 
end—the less satisfaction for the user. 
Look for quality, and buy the best you 
can afford. 

A sleeping bag of better quality has 
certain distinguishing marks. Look for 
a good, heavy-duty zipper with pull 
tabs both inside and out, and a storm 
flap inside to cover the zipper. The 
zipper should open all the way down 
one side and across the bottom so the 
bag can be opened up flat to air, so you 
can attach liners, or so you can join 
two bags for double sleeping. 


Sen bags usually have at least one 
air-mattress pocket—maybe two 
—between the shell and the insulation. 
Bags with an air mattress pocket both 
above and below can be used with the 
zipper opening on either side by merely 
flopping the bag over and putting the 
air mattress into the appropriate pocket. 

The outer covers of better-quality 
bags are made of tough, tight-weave 
materials with no rubber. If rubber is 
used, the bag cannot be dry-cleaned. 
Worse yet, it will retain moisture from 
your body and breath and get clammy. 
Use a separate waterproof ground cloth 
under the bag, but never have a water- 
proof fabric over the bag. The bag’s 
outer shell should be somewhat water 
repellent, but should permit body mois- 
ture to escape. 

If the bag of your choice measures 


up in every other way, yet lacks an 
attached pillow or hood, do not reject | 
it as inferior. Some bags of high |} 
quality are made without them, or may 
be made so that they attach with snaps. 

Quality bags usually have an at- 
tached tag showing exactly what the 
insulation is, and how much is used. 
If the bag is said to be filled with down, 
be sure that it is virgin down and not 
feathers, or reprocessed feathers or a 
so-called down-type insulation that may 
be far less effective than virgin down. 


like a sleeping bag to have a flap into 

which the bag can be rolled for 
carrying, and such a flap should have 
either a zipper or stout cords to hold 
it around the rolled bag. Economy 
sleeping bags may lack many or all | 
of these quality details. 

Air mattresses, another important 
part of your sleeping gear, vary greatly | 
in price and quality. One type is made 
of plastic sheet welded together to 
form tubes; this type frequently has a} 
pillow attached. The other main type} 
is made of rubberized cloth formed in- | 
to tubes of other shapes. This type may | 
or may not have a pillow attached. 

Plastic air mattresses are less ex- 
pensive than those of rubberized cloth, 
and even among the plastic types there 
are different qualities. Some of the 
less-expensive ones are slippery, mak- 
ing them difficult to sleep on, and have 
a minimum of material around joints 
and seams. They’re not meant for 
heavy use. Their valves may not hold 
air, and the thin fabric is easily rup- 
tured or punctured. Such mattresses 
should be avoided except for beach 
sport or casual use. 

The next grade of plastic air mat- 
tress is made of heavier material, fin- 
ished with a slightly rough surface, 
and equipped with a good metal or 
plastic valve. There’s plenty of material 
around seams. I have used such mat- 
tresses with quite a degree of satisfac- 
tion, but they have to be treated with 
care. Sparks will ruin them, and even 
stiff pine needles can puncture the 
plastic. 

The best air mattresses (and the 
most expensive) are made of rubber- 
ized cotton fabric and have a brass) 
valve set into a corner and protected | 
with a flap of the mattress material. | 
These mattresses will take rough wear, | 
stay inflated for a long time without 
loss of air, and give fine service. Look 
for plenty of extra material along 
seams and good, solid valve fittings. 
These valves screw one way to open, | 
the opposite to seal. 

After you buy an air mattress, test | 
it by blowing it up and letting it stand | 
on end for several days to see if it holds | 
air well. If it leaks, return it; it will | 
be more bother than worth on a camp- 
ing trip. 

Most reliable manufacturers of air 
mattresses advertise their products by | 
inflated size rather than by deflated | 
size, or at least tell you which way a/| 
mattress ‘has been measured. Manu- | 
facturers of cheaper mattresses almost | 
always list the deflated size, which is | 
larger. I have a good-quality plastic |

Such metal camping gear as iceboxes, 
stoves, and lanterns should be bought 
from reliable dealers. Over the years, 
| reliable brand names have become 
| familiar in camping gear. I have never 
|found a really poor product among 
| the brand names, but some models 
have better details than other. Price 
| usually indicates better details and 

| finish, if not performance. 

Iceboxes should have insulation at 
least 1 in. thick and of efficient mate- 
rials such as fiberglass, plastic bubbles 
| welded into a sheet, or sheets of ure- 
thane or styrene plastic. The insides 
should be smooth; rounded inside cor- 
ners make for easier cleaning. There 
should be a drain cock at one end with 
a cap attached to prevent loss. Handles 
should be so designed that they can- 

| not pinch the hand. Hinges and latch 
| Should be sturdy and so designed that 
| they hold the cover tightly against the 
| icebox, allowing no gaps. 

Cheaper iceboxes may have inade- 
| quate insulation, weak hinges, and 
| poorly designed handles and latches. 
| They may have sharp interior corners 
| and no means to keep the food up out 
of ice-melt water. Caps of drain cocks 
may be poorly designed or unattached 
to the box. 

Camp stoves should be _ strongly 
constructed, easy to clean, and easy 
to pump up, if of the gasoline-burning 
type. Grills should be removable or at 
| least hinged so that the interior of the 
| stove can be readily cleaned. Valve 
| knobs should be large and easy to turn 
with slippery, cold, or gloved hands. 
With a few notable exceptions, camp 
stoves and lanterns have knobs that 
| are too small for really easy and con- 
| venient turning. 








| bepporn should be made of nonrust- 
ing metals and hoods over the 
globes should be enameled to prevent 
corroding or rusting. The globes should 
be made of Pyrex to withstand tem- 
perature changes, and the handles 
should be long enough so that your 
hand won’t be burned when you carry 
the lantern. The base of the lantern 
should be large enough, or the legs 
steady enough, to prevent tipping on 
an uneven surface. 

Camp axes should be selected care- 
| fully. An ax head should hold a good 
edge, yet not be brittle. The handles 
should be cf straight-grain hickory, 
| smooth and well finished; stained, per- 
haps, but not painted. Sight along the 
blade edge. It should be in line with 
the center line of the handle. The head 
should be securely attached to the 
| handle. 

Sheath knives should be selected for 
good steel and practical size instead 
of for gaudy handles, enormous blades, 
and fancy sheaths.- The sheath should 
be riveted as well as sewed. The knife 
handle should fit well down into the 
sheath, or there should be a safety 
strap around the handle. The belt 
slots in the sheath should be at least 
1% in. long, ending in round holes to 
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prevent tearing. The knife handle 
should have no rough or uneven spots 
to irritate your hand. The blades of 
good knives may not sharpen as easily 
as some cheaper knives, but they’ll 
hold an edge longer. 

A camp saw should have coarse 
teeth with a wide set to keep it from 
binding in green or damp wood. The 
frame should be of tubular steel or 
heavy aluminum alloy. If the frame 
is designed to fold, it should have stout 
joints. Cheap saws with fine teeth, 
limber blades, and no frame are almost 
useless for heavy camp work. The most 
popular camp saw with veterans is a 
triangular model in which the blade 
is the longest side. The shortest side 
is the handle. The teeth are very 
coarse and have a particularly wide set. 

No matter what piece of camping 
gear you decide you need, look it over 
for good workmanship, good materials, 
and a good name. If the dealer is 
reliable, he’ll be glad to add his recom- 
mendation to the product and stand 
behind the sale.—C. B. Colby.

Untrained sportsmen, trappers, and 
ranchers are seldom good observers, 
and as a consequence they generally 
blame any decrease in game on the 
predators. But the predator is part of 
the precarious balance of nature. Re- 
move him and the game is generally in 
trouble. Killing off the mountain lions 
in the Kaibab National Forest in north- 
ern Arizona prior to World War I, 
while allowing the deer to increase, re- 
sulted in a problem area with damage 
to the browse so bad that still, more 
than 40 years later, it is still a problem 
area. There is a serious moose problem 
in parts of southern British Columbia. 
Why? Because there are not enough 
wolves to keep the moose within the 
limits of their food supply. 

Like all predators, the wolf has his 
place. I would rather hunt moose in the 
Yukon, where the wolves keep the big 
deer alert and wary, than in Wyoming 
where they come into a mountain 
meadow and feed with the pack stock. 
It 1s more sporting to hunt sheep where 
the wolves keep the rams high and alert 
than it is to ride a horse over a rolling 
hill, get off at the crest, and shoot a 
ram below. 

Wolves are generally too hard to see 
nowadays to afford much sport hunting, 
but occasionally the riflemen will blun- 
der into them and then there can be 
some fast action. One time in the Yu- 
kon, my guide and I were riding across 
a wide river bar. We had just emerged 
from some willows that fringed one of 
the channels when, right out on the 
open sands, we saw a bunch of seven 
wolves. I jumped off my horse, started 
shooting, and with considerable expend- 
iture of ammunition I managed to get 
three down—the last a very lucky shot 
at a running animal a good 400 yards 
away. This was apparently a family 
party, as one of the wolves was an old 
male and the others were youngsters 
of the year. For two reasons I re- 





gretted I had shot the wolves. For one 
thing, it was August and the hides were 
worthless. For another, my shooting 
spooked an enormous grizzly bear. It 
had been feeding on berries on a bar 
about a quarter of a mile away, and if I 
hadn’t opened up on the wolves we 
would have ridden right up to him. As 
it was, we only saw him running at 
about a half a mile. 

The most satisfaction I ever got out 
of killing a wolf came about when I 
caught one chasing sheep. I was riding 
along a creek in a British Columbia 
canyon. Some sheep watered in the 
creek, fed up on the plateau through 
which the canyon ran, and sought ref- 
uge in the cliffs and rockslides. The 
sand along the creek bottom was all 
tracked up by sheep—and by wolves. 


I rode around a bend in the canyon 
and saw, about 300 yards off, a ram 
about four or five years old humping up 
a rockslide with a wolf right behind 
him. For about 50 yards the race 
looked even. Then the ram began to 
gain, and finally it jumped up on a 
ledge and stood there facing the wolf 
about 15 feet below. It was a lovely 
sight to see the crosswires in the 4X 
scope settle right behind the wolf’s 
shoulder. Neither ram nor wolf had 
seen me. The wolf’s mouth was open, 
his tongue was hanging out, and he was 
panting heavily. The ram, on the other 
hand, seemed hardly bothered by the 
run. When my rifle went off, the 130- 
grain .270 bullet cracked that wolf 
right through the ribs, and the animal 
was flattened as if by a giant hammer. 
The startled ram put on about as nice 
an exhibition of mountaineering as I 
have ever seen, leaping from ledge to 
ledge and finally disappearing over the 
top. 

An exciting way of hunting wolves, 
and one that I have never tried, is 
shooting them with buckshot from light 
planes. This is widely done by Alaskan 
bush pilots, and it is not only sporting, 
but a very effective means of wolf con- 
trol. 

The mating season of the wolf be- 
gins in January and lasts through early 
March, and wolves are presumed to pair 
for life. As animals go, the male wolf 
is a good husband and father. He helps 
guard the den, baby sits while mamma 
is out hunting or stretching her legs, 
and brings game for the pups to eat. 

The den is often in a crevice in the 
rocks, in a cave, or dug into a creek 
bank. The gestation period is a bit. over 
60 days. The average number in a 
litter is about seven, but litters vary 
from three to 13. The young are 
suckled for about six weeks and later 
are fed on food swallowed by the 
mother and then disgorged. When the 
pups are a little older, the parents, I’ve 
been told, bring rabbits and other game 
to the dens for the pups to eat. 

Most of the pups, however, probably 
do not survive their first year. If they 
did, wolves would soon outnumber the 
game. Wild sheep, by comparison, usu- 
ally have but one lamb. Eagles pick off 
the small pups as they play around 
the den, and the young wolves are sub- 


ject to disease. Probably the greatest 
killer is starvation time of first winter. | 

When the pups are old enough to 
follow their parents, they leave the 
den and range out on the hunt. The 
wolf packs seen in the late summer and 
early fall by big-game hunters in the 
Canadian Rockies are almost always 
these family groups. The large packs 
are formed only in winter. 

The parents teach the young to hunt, 
to fear man, and to avoid poison and 
traps. When the wolves mate again, 
the pairs go off by themselves, but the 
young wolves do not breed until their 
second spring. 

The howl of a wolf is like that of 
a large dog and nothing like that of a 
coyote. I have been told that the ani- 
mals howl when a storm is approaching, 
just as dogs do, and that they also 
howl during the mating season. 

The extermination of the wolf in 
areas of civilization has been both nec- 
essary and inevitable, as the toll taken 
by wolves on domestic stock is too 
great to be borne. But it saddens me 
that, with the exception of Alaska, the 
wolf is gone in the United States. Back 
in far, wild country there still should 
be a place for him, and in areas of too 
many deer, too many elk, and too many 
moose he would be a very useful addi- 
tion to the wildlife. 

I rejoice that there is still a place 
for him in the northern wilderness. Not 
only is he part of nature’s plan, but his 
presence helps lend mystery and en- 
chantment to that lovely country. When 
one no longer sees wolf tracks and 
wolf droppings along the trails, when 
his howls no longer ring through the 
frosty wilderness beneath the glowing 
northern lights, it will be a sad day to 
those of us who love wild places and far 
countries. THE END

in a rural area in the North and a 

lean animal with long ears and a 
deep bellow challenges your right to 
be in the yard, tip your hat and bow 
to that sad-looking, mouthy hound. 

For in Yankeeland, dogs such as he 
is, often of mixed ancestry and unpre- 
possessing appearance, prey on preda- 
tors that devour quantities of upland 
game which licensed human hunters 
pay to shoot. So whether or not you 
personally follow the hounds, pay them 
your respects. They are honorable and 
useful, if at times homely and un- 
heralded, gentlemen of the sporting- 
dog world. 

To be sure, the South may have more 
foxhounds. There the custom is to run 
them in packs and listen tq the music 
of the chase. The death of a fox would 
be unthinkable to many Southern hunt- 
ers. But in the North, hounds are run 
singly, in pairs, or at times in small 
packs. The object of a Northern chase 
is to kill the quarry, which may be a 
fox, coyote, or bobcat. 

A Northern hunter feels he is doing 
himself and other sportsmen a favor by 
killing varmints such as these, though 
the foxes, coyotes, and bobcats taken 
in front of hounds will never make a 
real dent in the predator population. 
But there is some incentive in the form 
of bounties many Northern states pay 
on predacious animals, and a good 
hound or two can help pay their own 
keep.

Hounds for Varmints 


which the late Fred Streever, one of 
the few American writers on the sub- 
ject of hounds, used to call the “old 
native hound” to differentiate it from 
the “Southern hound.” 

The major differences between the 
two deal with the nature of the hunt. 
The old native hound, or varmint hound 
as I prefer to call him, is a good cold- 
trailer that hunts at his own pace and 
drives the game to the gun. The South- 
ern hound, chiefly a pack rather than a 
solitary hunter, may find speed a great- 
er virtue than a cold nose since he will 
be in competition with other hounds in 
the fox chase. There is, of course, a 
great degree of overlapping. 

A few men will banter such names as 
Trigg, Birdsong, Goodman, July, Shav- 
er, Robertson, Plummer, Trumbo, Hud- 
speth, Byron, Merrick, Cook, and other 
hound strains with some degree of cer- 
tainty in what they are talking about. 
But for most hound fanciers, a hound 
is a hound. As long as he does his 
job, he is used to sire puppies by a 
bitch that also has a good hunting 
reputation. No one is less concerned 
about a dog’s “papers’’ than the preda- 
tor-hound man of the North who will 
outcross with anything that bids fair 
to produce wolf, cat, or fox for the gun. 

Hound men are usually hunters who 
stem from the old bring-home-the-bacon 
school. Not addicted to records or re- 
nowned for their literary achievements, 
they have done little to promote their 
dogs. The hound of the North has won 
his place on the American sporting

scene by his own virtues, not by pub- 
licity or through the auspices of breed 
organizations. 

By a very crude and practical selec- 
tivity—often bordering on natural se- 
lection—on the part of their owners, the 
trail hound of the North has retained 
his vitality and utility in times that 
have seen toughness and usefulness 
diminish in many other sporting and 
working breeds. 

A hound is nobody’s pampered dar- 
ling. He comes into the world naturally 
and survives the canine childhood and 
adult diseases mostly by dint of his 
own inherited resistance. Those that 
aren’t healthy die young. Others that 





are strong but don’t hunt as a hound | 
was meant to hunt also die. For there 
is no place in the heart or kennel of 
a hound man for a hound that won’t 
hunt. The dog either lives by the gun 
or dies by it. 

Many a good hound, as well as bad, 
meets an early death. An untended 
trap, the flow of a swift river when ice 
breaks under a dog’s weight, and the 
crossing of a highway at the wrong 
time all take their toll. 

A hound makes out on a diet that 
has no scientific formulation and is 
kept gaunt so no added weight will 
slow him. Yet he may travel 50 miles 
in a day through crusted snow that 
cuts his feet and rips his toenails, or 
he may spend many a night in snow- 
bound woods when temperatures plum- 
met way below zero. Kept on a short 
chain or in a small run during the off- 
season, he hardens in ‘by hunting. A 
hound has to be tough. 

In many ways, the hound is the 
backwoodsman—hillbilly if you will— 
of the canine world, both physically 
and mentally. Even if his owner both- 
ered to do it, there is little the hound | 
can be taught. He does what comes | 
naturally. But in his own right, he| 
exhibits more native intelligence and | 
sagaciousness than most other dogs. 
Amiable and friendly with his own |} 
kind and his own people, he is suspi- | 
cious of and often shy with strangers. | 
He figures things out for himself. He | 
has to if he is to hunt crafty predators. | 
Other sporting breeds work closely with 

| 
| 





and are dependent upon their masters | 
for aid. A hound can’t depend upon a | 
man when, miles from the gun, he must | 
puzzle out a track or deal with a| 
cornered animal his own size. 
AS an example, take a young hound | 
I had that got out of his kennel 

run when I forgot to latch the gate 
one cold, November night. The gate 
then swung shut and he couldn’t get 
back in. First of all, he set up an awful 
racket. Thinking he was baying at a 
tramp dog, a cat, or 2 coon, I got out 
of bed and hollered out the kitchen 
door for him to shut up. Several water- 
ings down with a garden hose had 
taught him to shut up when told to. 
When I came out next morning, he was 
in the backyard. I found half a dozen 
holes around the bottom of the concrete 
run. He didn’t want to stay out in the 
cold. He’d tried his best to get back 
into his kennel run and warm box. Only 
a hound would do this. I know that my 
retrievers, spaniels, and bird dogs, as 
highly as I prize them, would simply 
have sat on the back steps and shivered 
the night away, hoping I'd come out 
and get them out of their predicament. 
Don’t dismiss the hound as a dumb 
dog. It’s just that he doesn’t seem to 
want his mind cluttered with a lot of 
nonsense that has no bearing on his 
survival or his purpose in life—hunting. 
While there may not be a strict con- 
firmation to standard, a predator hound | 
is unmistakably a hound. He should | 
be, for the blood of many hound strains | 
runs in his veins—including that of | 
registered breeds recognized by the |

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United Kennel Club and which are 
used chiefly for raccoon hunting. 
There are six of these registered 
breeds and one of them, the black and 
tan coonhound, even has American Ken- 
nel Club recognition. The five others 
are redbone, bluetick, Plott, treeing 
Walker, and English hounds. The na- 
tion’s largest dog registry, the A.K.C., 
has at one time or another given the 
nod to two other hound “breeds,”’ list- 
ing the English foxhound and the 
American foxhound. Just how it was de- 
cided which was which, much less how 
it was figured out which of the many 
strains was the prototype for the Amer- 
ican foxhound, I’ve never been able to 
understand. The English, I’m informed, 
is supposed to be a “stouter”’ hound 
than the American, and the best ex- 
amples of this breed probably are 
found in packs that are hunted from 
horseback on Eastern shores. In recent 
years, registration of foxhounds with 
the A.K.C. has been almost nonexistent, 
since most fanciers of hound breeds or 
strains have their own registries. 


Actually. tracing hound genealogy 
to its origins in this country is 
a matter of pure speculation. A man 
can be safe in saying only this: most 
hound strains stem from French and 
Irish imports made by Virginia, Mary- 
land, and Carolina gentry in the 1700’s. 
Development of the various strains 
known by the names of the persons or 
families that bred them came about 
in Southern and border states farther 
inland, starting in the 1800’s. Since 
that time, both judicious and injudi- 
cious crossings of various strains and, 
at times, even curs and other breeds, 
have developed local distinguishing 
characteristics, both North and South. 

All the hound breeds and their varia- 
tions have gone into making up a dog 
that pursues Northern varmints. And, 
more often than not, when a hound 
owner refers to his dog as a redbone 
or a bluetick it’s because that particu- 
lar breed and coloration is dominant in 
the dog’s appearance and not because 
the dog is genotypically pure. Hunters 
freely cross their hounds because they 
hope that the desirable characteristics 
of an individual animal will be trans- 
ferred to some of his offspring or be- 
cause they fancy that a certain cross 
will produce a better nose, more speed, 
or some other desired trait. For this 
reason, pure (but not purebred) hounds 
will be outcrossed with bird dogs, grey- 
hounds, Doberman pinschers, for ex- 
ample, to get speed; or with Airedales 
to produce a scrappy, “ketch dog” that 
will tangle with a varmint. There are 
all kinds of variations possible, depend- 
ing upon the whim and desire of each 
hunter. 

There might be one exception to 
this. You’ve probably wondered why 
I haven’t mentioned Walker hounds 
until now. These famous dogs are one 
of the strains of foxhound that rate 
being called a breed by dint of their 
numbers, generations of breeding true 
to type, a relatively easily traced 
history, and a reliable registry. The 
Walker isa breed apart among hounds,

exclusive fishing club, even though 

such notables as Ernest Hemingway 
and Bing Crosby were blackbailed. It 
is Lake Pend Oreille’s Association of 
Fishermen Who Have Never Caught 
a Kamloops, or A.F.W.H.N.C.K. (Hem- 
ingway and Crosby have caught ’em). 

My fellow members include oil ty- 
coons, bums, barkeeps, governors, sena- 
tors, film stars—and Gypsy Rose Lee. 
Who knows? Some day we may be 
kicked out even though we don’t break 
the world record of 37 Ib. set in 1947 
by Wes Hamlet of Coeur d’Alene. 

Some fishermen claim the kamloops 
is a myth, like the Loch Ness monster. 
I know better. The last time I fished 
Idaho’s Pend Oreille, a Texas oil man 
staying at the same camp took two 
that weighed over 20 lb. each. Expert, 
lucky, or both probably, for he trolled 
deep with big plugs five or six hours 
a day. Jim Parsons of Sandpoint, who 
put Pend Oreille on the map in the 
late 40’s and who, so far as I know, 
is still a member of my club, told me 
the Texan keeps one of his limousines 
at Sandpoint and flies up for the fishing. 

What chance has a tourist of catch- 
ing one of these giant Canadian rain- 
bows that originally were introduced 
into the Idaho lake from Kootenay 
Lake in British Columbia in 1942? 
Just as good as anyone else, if you 
fish the way the natives do, keep 
your lures down deep, and stick it out. 
Biggest kamloops caught last year 
was a 32-lb. 9-oz. lunker taken by—as 
you’d guess—a woman. Her name is 
Mrs. Ray Eiler and she lives in Sand- 
point. Second biggest was taken by a 
Spokane fisherman, J. N. Dreher, and 
weighed 32 Ib. 

Despite the belief of many fishermen, 
who assume the relative lack of bally- 
hoo for the kamloops giants means 
fishing has tailed-off in the past few 
years, the fact is Pend Oreille’s trout 
fishing is getting better. 

Results of .a creel census in 1960, 
I’m told by Paul Jeppson, fisheries 
biologist, show some 77,000 fishermen 
spent 472,000 hours fishing—slightly 
over the average of the past nine years. 
Trout fishing continues to grow in 
popularity with 16,000 fishermen catch- 
ing 9,600 kamloops, 3,600 cutthroats, 
and 2,600 Dolly Vardens. About a 


T' IS called the world’s most non- 


fourth of the anglers were after trout, 
the rest were fishing for kokanee 
salmon, the landlocked sockeyes that 
are so plentiful the sport-fishing limit 
is 50 a day. Kokanees also are the 
reason the kamloops grow so big. 

Jeppson reported the combined sport 
and commercial catch of kokanees 
was estimated at 1,065,000 fish. Low 
point for kokanees was 514,913 in 1952, 
highest in past 10 years was 1953's 
catch of 1,335,881. Lowest catch for 
trout was 8,778 in 1952; highest was 
16,398 in 1953. 

Best time to go for kamloops? Old- 
timers tout May even though Novem- 
ber catch totals are somewhat higher. 
The trout season for lakes of Idaho's 
five northern counties—including Pend 
Oreille, Priest, and Coeur d'Alene, 
along with many smaller ones—opens 
May 1. If you can make it, try to get 
to Sandpoint for the annual kamloops 
and kokanee day doings Saturday, 
May 6. Things really jump. 

Though handlining for kokanees 
peaks in April, they’ll be plentiful and 
easy to catch in May. Latest check 
showed they’re running a bit bigger, 
too. Last year they averaged larger 
than at any time since 1953. Kokanees 
in their fifth year made up nearly 80 
percent of the catch, averaging 9.6 in. 
(a quarter of a pound) in the fishery 
and 11% in. at spawning time. 

Best spots on Pend Oreille are in 
the southern part of the lake. About 
79 percent of the fishing effort and 
72 percent of the catch were reported 
from Bayview, Farragut, and Garfield, 
with 50 percent of the fishermen going 
out of Bayview. 

As in every other kind of fishing, 
the trophies and the most fish go to 
those who stick to it. As Jim Parsons 
told me, one of the best Sandpoint 
anglers spends so much time on the 
lake he appears on the geodetic survey 
map.—Joe Mears.

The best color in jigs 
seemed to be black. Lures fished on 
the bottom, retrieved in short jerks 
snagged lunker bass and pike. Bottom- 
hugging walleyes can’t seem to resist 
the black lead jigs. Some spots require 
weedless lures, so take plenty along.— 
Ted Vincent.

through the casting are fast enough to 
produce a long, flat cast. 

The rod should be chosen to fit the 
weight of the lure to be used, but all 
plug rods should have plenty of back- 
bone. Standard rods for the common 
lure weights are: 614-foot rod for 4- 
ounce lure, 6-foot rod for 44-ounce lure, 
514-foot rod for %-ounce lure, 5-foot 
rod for 5-ounce lure. 

However, the rod can be adapted for 
an off-weight lure. If the lure is too 
light, it can be dropped six to 12 inches 
from the rod tip, and from that position 
the cast is made with extra effort. If 
the lure is too heavy, reel it up close to 
the rod tip and make cast lightly. 

Lines must also be chosen to fit the 
lure. Use 7% to 10-pound-test for the 
%4-ounce lures. Choose 10 to 14-pound- 
test line for 144-ounce lures, and 14 to 
18-pound-test for lures as heavy as % 
ounce. 

The minimum strength of line is 
based on the force used to throw a 
plug. In experiments with the straight- 
away throw, Charlie Fox found that 
the pressure exerted at the start of the 
forward cast is about seven pounds— 
enough to break any line testing six 
pounds, but not enough to snap a line 
that tests 7% pounds. Soft-finish 
braided lines are easier to handle than 
the treated hard braids, but the latter 
last longer. Monofilament is excellent 
on the enclosed-face, spin-casting reels, 
and limp monofilament is also popular 
for use with revolving-spool reels. 

If braided silk is employed, a mono- 
filament casting trace is used between

line end and lure. A 10-foot trace can 
easily be joined to the line with a barrel 
knot ‘that will pass smoothly through 
the rod guides and the reel’s level-wind 
device. The value of the slick mono- 
filament trace is that it reduces friction 
on the tip guide at the start of the cast, 
thus adding distance to casts, and it 
doesn’t wear out near the lure. To cap 
it all, it’s much less evident to the fish 
once the lure is in the water. And that 
can make a difference. 

In the photos with this feature, cast- 
ing instructor Charlie Fox use a 6%4- 
foot rod and a 4-ounce lure to demon- 
strate the basic principles of plug 
casting.

dampened. In this country we expect 
rain. 

Walt said he’d been watching some 
of the more successful anglers near us 
and thought the trout might be hitting 
eggs suspended motionless an inch or 
so above the bottom. He tried it, with 
eggs of several colors, and presently 
had a nibble and lost his bait—a pink 
egg. After more experimenting with 
no favorable results, Walt decided he 
still hadn’t picked a winner. 

I continued to use the flame-red eggs 
and kept them moving, but didn’t get 
a hit for 10 minutes. Then I let my 
bait lie on the bottom while I poured 
a cup of coffee. 

I'd barely taken one swallow of the 
hot, black liquid before my rod was 
jumping, and so was the gleaming 
rainbow on my line. The sides of this 
fish were as bright as polished silver, 
without a trace of red. I netted this 
trout and found that it had taken the 
hook deep and decisively. 

Both Walt and I thought maybe we'd 
hit the combination, and we had. Two 
of the small, flame-red eggs on a hook, 
dropped to the bottom and left lying 
there motionless, would be picked up 
almost certainly within minutes. 

We didn’t hook every fish that took 
the bait, and we didn’t land every fish 
we hooked, but from that point on we 
were the two busiest fishermen on the 
lake. We had exactly what the rain- 
bows wanted. I would estimate that 
each of us had three strikes for every 
one that any of our close neighbors got. 
The eggs we were using were the soft,

sticky kind that give off a white “milk” 
in the water. 

After the first few minutes of furious 
activity we quit bothering with the 
net. It’s fairly easy to swing a half- 
pound trout aboard on a two-pound-test 
leader, and we didn’t mind losing a 
few; there were lots more down there 
waiting eagerly for a chance to grab 
our eggs. 

These strong and bull-necked trout 
had grown up in the lake on natural 
feed. Bay Lake is one of the best 
trout-producing waters in the state of 
Washington, although 12 years ago, 
and for years before that, it held prac- 
tically nothing but suckers and dwarf 
perch. The population of trash fish 
was so large and vigorous that trout 
couldn’t live in the same water. 

Trash fish—carp, suckers, squawfish, 
sculpin, shiners, and others—are the 
bane of many waters that could pro- 
duce a fine crop of trout every year. 

It does little good to plant trout in 
lakes or streams heavily infested 
with trash fish; the trout quickly 
starve. When a worm falls into a lake 
that contains 50,000 hungry trash fish, 
how much chance does a dumb hatch- 
ery trout have of getting it? 

This situation was recognized years 
ago, and experiments were begun to 
wipe out the trash fish with poison and 
to replant with trout. The Washington 
Department of Gare was a pioneer in 
this work. Today, after 20 years of 
trials, errors, and successes, Washing- 
ton has rehabilitated about 200 lakes. 
I believe we have the finest lowland-

Literally millions of husky trout are 
caught from these lakes—mostly in 
early spring—although some lakes re- 
main good through the summer, and 
some are good for fall and winter 
fishing. It’s this kind of fishing, with 
practically everyone taking a mess of 
trout, that attracts such a tremendous 
outpouring of anglers on opening day, 
all having a good time, rain or shine. 

Walt and I and our fishing neighbors 
didn’t mind the rain, for we were kept 
busy by those crazy half-pound rain- 
bows leaping and fighting around our 
boats. Often we had to pull one of our 
anchor ropes to untangle a fish on 
someone else’s line. Five minutes later 
maybe one of our neighbors would 
return the favor. There was a lot of 
laughing and good-natured ribbing and 
a fine spirit of friendliness: An excited 
woman awkwardly swung a fish into 
the air and repeatedly tried to grab 
her wiggling, slippery quarry. When 
she finally succeeded, everyone cheered. 

These Bay Lake rainbows had been 
planted the year before as fry—baby 
fish up to two inches long. With no 
competition, undisturbed by predators, 
they ate and grew like pigs. The results 
could be seen all around us, as one 
shining trout after another was hooked. 

When Bay Lake was poisoned in 
1949, some 18,000 suckers of more than 
5 pounds each were killed, as were 
countless other trash fish. The lake 
was planted in the spring of 1950 with 
68,000 trout fry and a smaller number 
of fingerlings from two to three inches

long. On opening day in 1951, many of 
those tiny fry had grown to a pound, 
and the fingerlings to 24 pounds. More 
than 60,000 pounds of rainbow trout 
were caught from the lake in a little 
more than three months. 

After that, it was a foregone con- 
clusion that opening day on Bay Lake 
would draw a crowd of thousands. The 
game department planted larger num- 
bers of fry, and the size of fish caught 
went down as the numbers went up. 

I remember, only one year that Bay 
Lake has failed to produce a bumper 
crop, and that was the year mergansers 
got on the water and ate practically 
all the fry. A special open season was 
declared on these fish ducks; some 
were killed and the rest driven away. 

Poisoning the trash fish in a lake is 
expensive, but in the long run it pro- 
duces more and bigger trout for the 
fisherman’s dollar than any other 
method I know. The cost of poisoning 
and restocking Bay Lake the first time 
was $4,125.90. But the value of trout 
caught the first season, figured on the 
basis of the cost of raising fish to the 
same size in a hatchery and releasing 
them, was $54,000. 

Subsequent stocking each year with 
tiny fry is relatively inexpensive, and 
results are spectacular. About 45,000,- 
000 trout are raised each year in 
hatcheries of the Washington Depart- 
ment of Game. These fish are released 
in various sizes into lakes and streams, 
with a large share going into poisoned 
lakes as fry.
